To the Hon. J. H. Pops, 

Minister of Agriculture. 

Sib, — I have the honour to present the Annual Report respactin^ the Historical 
Archives under my charge, and the result of investigations mado this year among 
the state papers in Great Britain and France, to ascertain the character, value and 
extent of the documents relating to Canada to be found there. 

Before, however, entering on tho report of the work of tho year, it may be per- 
mitted to recall, very briefly, the history of the origin of the Archives Branch of the 
Department. In March, 1871, a very numerously signed petition from authors and 
literary inquirers in Canada, was presented to Parliament, calling attention to the 
disadvantageous position in which they were placed, and expressing their conviction 
that the best interests of society in this country Would be consulted by establishing a 
syBtem with respect to Historical Archives, analogous to those in Great Britain, France 
and the United States. Tho petition was referred by Parliament to the Joint Library 
Committee, who, after careful consideration, recommended that it should be trans- 
mitted for action to the Minister of Agriculture, as the proper authority by whom the 
work should be undertaken ; a recommendation which was adopted by Parliament, 
and in accordance with which the Secretary of the Library Committee transmitted 
to the Ministor of Agriculturo, for consideration and action, the petition which had 
been addressed to the House of Commons. On the 2nd of August, following, tho 
Minister of Agriculture, was authorized by Order in Counoil, to make preliminary 
investigations on the subject, and to have a sum placed on tho estimates next session, 
for the prosecution of the work, and on the 8th September, the copy of the petition 
addressed to His Excollency the Governor General, transmitted to the Secretary of 
State's Department was, in accordance with the resolution of Parliament, and the 
Order in Council, transferred by the Secretary of State to the Ministor of Agriculture, 
as the custodian of all documents relating to Historical Archives. The failure to 
distinguish between these and Departmental Records, having apparently led to con- 
fusion, it may not be improper to repeat, that the Departmental Records are, by law, 
in charge of the Minister of each Department; that, on receipt or transmission, each 
document is summarized, indexed and registered. When no longer required for 
current reference, thedocumonts are transferred to tho Departmental Record Room, 
in charge of a departmental keeper, no additional indexing being required, the office 
indexes being sufficient for all purposes, and the documents being easily obtainable 

by reference to the register. On the other hand, the duty of collecting, arranging 
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and preserving the Historical Records, or Archives, was, by a special resolution of 
Parliament, od the report of a Joint Committee of both Houses, entrusted to the 
Minister of Agriculture, as Minister of Arts and Statistics, in whose custody all docu- 
ments of this naturo ought to bo found. 

In 1872, Parliament voted to the Minister of Agriculture the sum asked for, and in 
that year I had the honour of being selected by you to organize the newly created 
office. The work had to be begun ab ovo, not a single document of any description 
being in the room set apart lor the custody of the Archives. Much that was neces- 
sarily of a preliminary nature, had to be done. The first important contribution to the 
collection was made by the War Office, which, after 6omo negotiations, conducted by 
mo when in London, in 1873, consented to transfer the Canadian military correspon- 
dence, going back nearly 100 years, which was packed up in Halifax ready for trans- 
mission to London. These papers number upwards of 200,000 documents of various 
sizes, shapes and contents, and no provision having been made for clerical assistance, 
I was obliged, unassisted, to classify, arrange and prepare thorn for binding. They 
are now on the shelves, bound in 1,037 volumes, besides a collection of mixed Civil 
and Military documents obtained elsewhere, about the same time, which had also to 
be arranged and classified, and which are now on the shelves, to the number of 197 
volumes. The Haldimand collection, copies of which have been obtained in the 
British Museum, I have calendared, so far as received, to the date of my leaving for 
Europe, in May last, and since obtaining clerical assistance, I have had upwards of 
2,600 pages of the calendars so prepared, copied for the printer, in case it should be de- 
termined to have them published, which I beg to suggest, or to be bound for reference 
in MS., should that suggestion not be adopted. In the Report for 1882, will be found 
a specimen of the manner in which the work of calendaring has been done. These 
various operations were, of course, in addition to investigating, corresponding and 
attending to other duties, and are mentioned simply as an evidence of the careful 
economy observed in the expenditure of the grant made by Parliament, an economy 
which continues to be strictly adhered to. The progress of the work will be best seen 
by referring to the Reports which I have had the honour to present, trom time to 
time. I venture again most respectfully, to call attention to the inadequacy of the 
Archives rooms, in point of spaco and accommodation. Additional shelving has boeu 
added, which will relieve the pressure for a time, but only at the expense of encroach- 
ing on space, already too limited. 

According to the instructions I received before leaving Ottawa, to enter on the 
work of investigation, I at once, on my arrival in London, placed myself in commu- 
nication with the Colonial Office, which had received a despatch from His Excellency 
the Governor General, accrediting mo to the Earl of Derby, the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies ; every facility was afforded me by the Colonial Office, by placing me 
in communication with the Master of the Bolls and the different Departments of 
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State to which applications for access to papers were necessary. In this respect, I 
was greatly indebted to Mr. Meade, of the Colonial Office, for his unvarying courtesy, 
all my applications being attended to and forwarded by that gentleman with the 
greatest promptitude, eo that I met with no delay in entering on my duties. A 
detailed statement of the work done in the different offices will be found in a subse- 
quent part of this Report. 

In carrying out your instructions, I considered that the best method of doing so 
was to concentrate my efforts, as much as possible, and to take such copious notes as 
would enable me to place on record so clearly what was done, that no necessity would 
arise for a f i o-h examination of the papers on which I l ave now the honour to report. 
But in doing t his, very considerable time was necessarily spent in comparing the 
sets of papers deposited in the different Departments of State, those, for instance, in 
the Colonial, the Foreign, and the War Offices, tho Lords Commissioners for Trade 
and Plantations, now known as tho Board of Trade, and the collections of State 
papers in the British Museum, on which I formerly reported. The object of this 
comparison was two-fold : to avoid needless expense in re-copying duplicates, and to 
prevent the consequent accumulation of copies of tho same papers, that might bo 
found in two, three, or oven four sories. To guard still further against this useless 
multiplication, I left very carefully written instructions for tho guidance of the copy- 
ists and the revisor, by which, and by the indications givon in this Report, I trust 
that tho chance of duplicating copies will be reduced to a minimum. 

The State papers deposited in the Public Record Office can be examined only in 
accordance with rules laid down by the Departments which they belong. With the 
strongest possible desire to interpose no obstaoles in the prosecution of my searches, 
the Deputy Keeper of Records and his assistants could only act as these rules direoted. 
The obstacles thoir strict observance present to a thorough search may easily bo 
seen, when it is understood that, by the regulations, no papers belonging to the For- 
eign Office can be examined of a date subsequent to 1760, or by special permission, up 
to 1802; of tho Colonial Office, to the same date (1760), the Board of Trade papers 
being included in the latter ; of the Treasury, to 1759, &c. In the case of a search 
being required for any special named subject, permission has sometimes been granted 
for access to papers subsequent to theso dates, but as the investigations I was directed 
to make wero of the^most gonoral nature, it was necessary to obtain general pormis- 
mission to examine all papers, down to the most recent date, for which leave could be 
secured. In the case of the Colonial Offico papers, this leave was most willingly 
granted by the Earl of Derby, and His Lordship also placed himself in communica- 
tion with the other Departments of State, to obtain for me the same privilege in re- 
gard to their papers. The Foreign Office, on the 27th August, informed tho Colonial 
Office, in answer to my application, that I would be allowed to examine the papers 

down to 1815. There being, however, many documents subsequent to that date, 
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which it was most important should bo accessible at Ottawa, I thought it desirable 
to make a further application, and, therefore, prepared the following memorandum. 
It will be seen by its contents how seriously those restrictions, if enforced, reduce 
the value of the papers as a State collection, for deposit amongst the Archives of 
Canada. Ouo volume (98) of the series, " America and West Indies," containing 
Amherst's correspondence, from January to November, 1763, has been entirely with- 
held from examination. 

Memorandum as to restrictions in the Public Record Office, 

" All papers are subject to revision and probably to mutilation, after copies have 
been taken. 

•* The Foreign Office does not allow searches to be made among documents dated 
after 1815. 

" The wholo of the Treaty and Boundary papers are, under this rule, inaccessible 
subsequent to that date. 

" The restrictions are not merely formal, but are acted upon by the officers of 
the Record Office, in obedience to the orders to that effect, received from the Depart- 
ment of State. 

" Such precautions may be considered necessary in the case of private individuals 
or even of foreign Governments. Where, however, the records of the Dominion and 
Provinces are concerned, the existence of these rules is, I respectfully submit, open 
to serious objection. Copies of the papers are not desired for publication, but to be 
deposited amongst the Archives, as records of the history of the country, which 
should be full, complete and authentic, containing every fact and all the details of 
events, so far as these have been placed on record in reports, correspondence and 
other documents."

This 1 placed in the hands of Sir Charles Tupper, the High Commissioner, who 
at onoe urged the matter personally, with the result shown in the following official 
answer from tho Foreign office to the Colonial office. 

u Foreign Office, 21st September, 1883. 

« Sir, — With reference to your letter of the 15th inst., I am direoted by Lord 
Granville to inform you that his Lordship has no objection to treating Mr. Brymoer's 
caso as an exceptional one, and to allowing him to have access to the Foreign Offioo 
papers, deposited in the Record office relating to Canada down to the year 1842, bat 
that he is of opinion that he should not bo allowed to take away copies of any papers, 
without submitting them to the authorities of the Record Office in the first instance, 
and subsequently to the Foreign Office for the approval of Lord Granville. 

*' His lordship also directs me to inform you, that he desires it to be clearly 
understood that Mr. Brymner is not at liberty lo copy any Departmental minutes 
which he may find on tho lotters and despatches in question.

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Tho permission thu9 obtained being permanent, or only to bo rovokod by any 
abase of the privilege, not likely to occur, one great difficulty has been removed 
out of tho way of an examination of the State pipers in the .Record Offloe. 
There are still, as will be seen, some restrictions in force, which may, as I have 
alrealy said, be necessary in the case of private individuals, but which, as they can 
scarcely apply to obtaining copies by tho Government of Canada of papers relating 
to the history of the Dominion, will undoubtedly be removed on further application 
to that effect being made. 

By a similar application, permission was given to inspect the records and papers 
in the Privy Council, but I was unable to do more than visit the office and make a 
preliminary investigation, owing to the late date at which the privilege was granted. 
The permission is, as in tho other cases, not confined to the iramodiate time, but 
extends to investigations that may require to be made horeaftor. 

The same remark applies to tho leave grantod, in answer to my application 
through the Colonial Office, by tho Board of Management of the Royal Institution, 
which contains a series of papers known as the Carleton or Dorchester Collection. 
As the rooms wore to be closed for a time, I spent some hours there, to satisfy myself 
as to tho general character of tho papers. Those I examined related chiefly to the 
transactions in which Carleton was engaged whilst in command in New York, &o., 
during tho Revolutionary War. They will, I believe, repay careful examination on a 
future occasion, but I did not feel justified in entering upon a task that would inter- 
fere with tho work of, for the time, more immediate concern. Besides, I believe that 
their contents will require to be compared carefully with those of State papers of tho 
same period deposited in the Record Office. Mr. Vincent, the Secretary of the Royal 
Institution, kindly offered to make arrangements for a thorough examination, when- 
ever it should be determined upon. 

Having made such an examination and selection in the Public Record Office as 
enabled me to furnish a suffioiont amount of work for the copyists, ab)ut the end 
of Juno I left for Paris, according to instructions, to make arrangements with Mr. 
Joseph Marmette, the Assistant Archivist, for the prosecution of the work in the 
French Departments of State. On my arrival, I found that His Excilloncy, Lord 
Lyons, tho British Ambassador, to whom I was accredited by Lord Granville, was, 
unfortunately, absent, from ill health. Mr. Plunkott, the Secretary of the Embassy 
(since appointed Ambassador to Japan), was, however, most obliging. His assistance 
was not merely official or perfunctory. On the contrary, he appeared to take a per- 
sonal interest in the sucoess of the work. In the Departmsnts of State, there was 
an entire absence of friction in the intercourse with the French officials. I may bo 
permitted to refer to, and to acknowledge the attentions of the Heads of the Foreign 
and Colonial Departments — M. de Rialle and M. Aval — which aeoured for Mr. Mar- 
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mette and myself all needed facilities The details of the work done in the Depart* 
ments will be found in the statement by Mr. Marmette, which forms part of this report. 

Daring the time I was in Paris, I entered upon two special subjects for investiga- 
tion — one an examination into the method adopted there of preparing catalogues, so 
as to bo most readily avilable for reference ; the other, the examination and selection 
of such works as related directly to the history of Canada. In the selection of his- 
torical works, I Hparod no pains, after a careful examination of several thousand titles 
and descriptions, to ascertain by a minute and oareful scrutiny of the works selected 
lor special examination, that they were complete editions, whether original op reprints, 
bo that no imperfect copies might find their way to the shelves. Many of the works, 
it is almost unnecessary to say, required only oareful collation, their value being well 
known, but others required a critical examination of their contents, so as to ascertain 
their value, or otherwise. 

An opportunity presented itself, of which I took advantage, to make a collection 
of maps, illustrating the history of Nouvelle France and of British North America. A 
few are reprints, but nearly all are originals. In making the selection,I was guided by 
the desire to secure useful and not merely rare or curious maps,and I took the greatest 
care to satisfy myself as to the real date of the original issue, eo that they might be 
arranged chronologically. Several, as may be inferred from this statement, are 
undated, but I think it will be found that the period of their publication, or in thecaso 
of reprints, their original publication, is almost positively fixed by director collateral 
evidence. The maps and a suitable collection of charts, I have had bound, in such a 
manner as to make them easy of access and at the same time to preserve them from 
injury. 

In maps at pages 32, 35 and 37, of volume F, the boundaries of the Hudson's Bay 
Company's territories are laid down, professedly aocording to the Treaty of Utrecht 
In 32, the line stated to be 11 the southern boundary of the Hudson's Bay, settled by 
Commissaries after the Peace of Utrecht," is coincident with 49° north latitude, leav- 
ing a portion of the Lake of the Woods to the south of the line which, running due 
ea»t, takes in Lake and Fort Abitibi. The other maps (36, 37) represent the bounds 
by an inegular line to the north of 49°, presumedly following the supposed height o( 
land, leaving Lake of the Woods altogether to the south, in a territory 
between what is represented on the map as the northern boundaries of Now England 
and the southern boundaries of the Hudson's Bay Territories, the one extending to 43° 
and the other to about 49°. Map 35, professes to give the boundaries of all the 
grants in America); No. 37 gives only the New England and the Hudson's Bay limits* 
What authority the compilers of these maps had for fixing the limits, it is not easy to 
ascertain. Any special investigation into the question of boundaries was beyond the 
scope of my instructions, although the subject came incidentally under my notice.

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Thus, among the Colonial entry books, is a volume numbered 25, with the title 
** Transactions Betweene England and France, relatelng to the Hudsons Bay, 1687." 
Among the Foreign Office Becords, under the title of " France, Miscellaneous Corres- 
pondence, 1687," is a duplicate of the same (No. 309) and among the Treaties in the 
Foreign Office collection, is a Treaty of Neutrality, No. 101 (F.0. 46) in Latin, signed 
at Whitehall, on the 6th-16th November, and ratified at Versailles on the 29th Novem- 
ber, 168 

The Treaty and the Transactions relate to the same dispute, the Transactions 
being an account of the proceedings before the Commissioners, appointed by virtue 
of. the Treaty, to agree upon the points to be definitely settled. The two copies, 
Colonial 25 and Foreign 309, are exactly alike, line for line and page for page, 
although the entries in the catalogues would lead to the supposition that they are 
two different documents, and that the Treaty has no reference to either. The follow- 
ing is a synopsis of the Transactions 

Appointment of Commissioners and meeting, 18th May, 1687.

Eeply to the last 

All claims and counter claims, with the proof*, aro adduced on both sides. 

An instrument was agreed upon for a cessation of hostilities, and for the deter* 
mi nation of the respective limits in America, whioh is given in Latin and English, 
and signed on the lst-llth December, 1687, the instructions to the Governors being 
appended. 

In Charlevoix " Histoire Generate de la Nouvelle France," (Paris. 1744), at page 
5^7, voL 1., is an extract from a letter from the King of France to tho Governor Gen* 
oral of Canada, desiring him to issue letters to the various Governors, to carry out this 
treaty of 1686, literally (que vous teniez txactement la main d son exicution, sans vous en 
dtpartir pour quelque raison que ce soit), and to treat as pirates all private adventurers, 
(amateurs purticuUers), who had no legitimate commission, or whose commissions 
were issued by any Prince, &o., with whom France was at war. 

A copy of the Treaty, in French, will be found at page 81, of the " Momoires des 
Commissaires du Boi, et de ceux de sa Majesty Britannique sur les possessions et lea 
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droits respectifs dos deux coaronnes en Amerique," (Paris, 1755). The Treaty is 
there stated to have been eonoluded at London, on the 16th November, 1686, bat no 
mention is made of the ratification at Versailles. The names attached are those of 
Barillon d' Amoncourt, Jeffreys, C. Rochester, Sunderland, P. Middleton and Godolphin. 
In Charlevoix, the extract from the King's letter gives the date of the Treaty as the 
13th of September, 1686, but it is not probable that Barillon would have negotiated two 
Treaties, so near in point of time to each other, with the same object in view. The 
date of the Treaty, in the Foreign Office, agrees with that given in the Momoirs just 
quoted. 

In the same work, and at page 89, is a " Traite provisionnel concernant l'Ame- 
riqne entre le Roi de France et le Roi d'Angleterre," signed at Whitehall the 1-11 
Dec., 1687, by Barillon d' Amoncourt, Dusson de Bonrepaas, Comes de Sunderland, 
Comes de Middleton, and Godolphin. It is in French and Latin, and is the instru- 
ment agreed upon after the deliberations of the Commissioners acting under the 
Treaty of 1686. 

These Treaties, with extracts of such parts as specially relate to New York, are 
referred to in the Colonial History of New York, vol. 3., pp. 501 to 510, and will 
be found summarized in Mr. Charles Lindsey's " Investigation of the Unsettled. 
Boundaries of Ontario " (Toronto, 1873). 

I can find no account of any settlement having been arrived at, in accordance 
with this Treaty. The Transactions contain, however, evidence of the claims set up 
by the French and by the Hudson's Bay Company, respectively, to the territories 
in question, according to their views at that period, and will be found published in 
fall, with all the peculiarities of spelling, &o., in note C.

It is not probable that any additional light can be thrown on the results of the 
Treaty of Utrecht, so far as the determination ot boundaries ia concerned, than what 
is already known. The maps in the Publio Record Office in London ire few in nam - 
ber and unimportant in character, and throw no distinct light upon the subject, so 
far as I could see. There seem to have been two attempts made to come to a settle- 
ment under the Treaty of Utrecht, one whioh broke off about 1719, the other begun 
in 1750, chiefly, it would appear, for the purpose of settling the boundaries of Acadia, 
closed, so far as documents show, about 1756, without any definite result being 
reached. Of the four volumes, with the proceedings of the Fronch and British Com* 
mis8ioners, referring to the last attempt, the first contains the papers respecting 
Acadia and the Island of St. Lucia, with a map showing the proposed limits of 
Acadia. The second volume contains publio Acts and Treaties concerning America 
in general ; the third, the papers in support of the claims to St Lucia, and the fourth 
the last memoires respecting Acadia, and a memoire of the French Commissioners, con- 
cerning the Island of Tobago, with a map showing the British claims up to, but not 
beyond, 48° north latitude. 
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It will be noticed in the details of the work done, that noarly all the shipping 
returns transmitted from Qaobec are missing, the letter of advice being alone in- 
serted, but the returns either lost or placed elsewhere. A barren abstract of the 
vessels entered is occasionally at the foot of the letter of advice. It is po&ible that 
the missing returns may be found by farther search amongst tho papers of the Board 
of Trade, but this is by no means certain. The statistics contained in them would be 
of great service to tho commercial historian, and the importance of those returns is 
increased by the fact, shown in the Archives Report for 18S2, that all the reports 
relating to Canadian Trade and Customs now in the hands of the Custom House au- 
thorities in London, go no further back than 1823. In the Quebec series of tho Colonial 
Office papers, Vol. 56-2, is a paper signed H.T.C., that is Cramahe, dated 10th June, 
1765, with an abstract of duties and disbursements in Quebec,from the Conquest, 1759, 
to October, 1764, with a proposed scale of Provincial duties, but the only complete 
statement, so far discovered, is that from 1768 to 1783, given in last year's Report. 

In the same volume (56-2) are papors by the Baron Maseres, who was Attorney- 
General of the Province of Quebec. Several documents relating to Quebec were 
published by Maseres in 1771, in a volume entitled: "A Collection of several Com- 
missions and other Publio Instruments proceeding from His Majesty's Royal 
Authority, and other papers relating to the State of the Province of Quebec, since 
the Conquest, in 1760." These reports and commissions do not appear among the 
Colonial Office papers, with the exception of " A Plan of a Convenient Mothod of 
Administering Justice in the Province of Quebec, submitted to Lord Hillsborough, 
in April, 1770." Of the other two papers in volume 66, one, u Considerations on the 
Expediency of procuring an Act of Parliament for the settlement of the Province of 
Quebec," is printed, a few copies having been struck off for the Ministry in 1766; 
the other, a supplemeot to the same paper, is in manuscript. Both were published 
by Maseres in a collection of " Occasional Essays," in 1809. 

I have been particular in citing these papers, because none of the official reports 
of that date appear to be among the Colonial papers; at least, they are not among 
those I have examined. They were sent to the Colonial Office, beyond a doubt, 
Morgan, an Under Secretary, having been sent to Quebec by the Colonial Secretary 
in 1769, to report on the state of the laws, &o. His report does not appear among 
tho Colonial papers, nor does that of Carleton, nor do the three reports by Hey, the 
Chief Justice, and by Maseres, the Attorney General, which were entrusted to 
Morgan in September, 1769, to be delivered to the Colonial Secretary. Two of the 
three reports are in the " Collection" by Maseres, but Chief Justice Hey's is awinting. 

The Canadian documents were submitted to the Law Officers of the Crown in 
1771, but their reports are equally missing. There is little doubt that all the docu- 
ments relating to this subject will be found together, possibly in the Privy Council 
Office. The reportof Marriott, the Advocate-General, dated, " College of Advocates, 
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Doctors Commons, 1773," was published in 1774, with a letter dated 12th May, 1765, 
to the Attorney and Solicitor-General (Mr. Norton and Mr. de Grey) as an Appendix 
respecting the case of the Jesuits in Canada. The Order in Council of the 14th 
June, 1771, directed the Advocate, Attorney and Solicitor-General, to prepare a 
general plan of Civil and Criminal Law for the Province of Quebec, but by a sub- 
sequent order, of the 31st July, 1772, reciting the former order they wore directed 
to prepare separate reports. As these various reports and other documents relate 
directly to the Quebec Aot of 1774, it is very desirable that they should be all 
accessible here, together with such other papers as bear upon the same subject. 

The documents relating to the United Empire Loyalists are very far from being 
complete. There are reports and correspondence respecting them in the Haldimand 
collection. These include the correspondence with Colonel Gugy, relative to their settle- 
ment at Machiohe ; correspondence with Captain Ouyler, respecting the reception 
of Loyalists and their settlement in Cape Breton; lists (partial) of enrolments into 
corps ; the surveys inCataraqui Ac. ; besides a list of settlers in Upper Canada obtained 
from the Ontario Government and other papers. Among these is a report by Colonel 
Moree, 11. E., giving a detailed return of the disbanded troops and Loyalists settling 
in Nova Scotia, who were mustered in the summer of 1784. The total number of 
men, women and children, by this return, wa* 28,347. Of these, 9,260 settled on the 
St. John Biver, and 7,923 at Shelburne, the others being scattered over the Province 
in small parties. The total population of Nova Scotia (including St. John or Prince 
Edward Island) was then, according to Col. Morse, 42,747, thus divided.

Indians are not included. Nogroes, estimated at about 3,000, were included among 
the Loyalists. This enumeration differs very materially from that of most authors 
who have written on the subject 

There is no doubt that papers relating to United Empire Loyalists are to be 
fonnd scattered throughout the country, of little value as they are, but which would 
be of essentia] service as contributions towards a remarkable part of the history of 
Canada, were they brought together. 

In May last, Mr. Jonas Howe, of St. John, Now Brunswick, sent 'me a list of 
Loyalist regiments, of which he has imperfect muster rolls, from 1776 to 1783, only 
two or three being complete for that period. The time necessary to have examined 
the muster rolls of these and other Colonial regiments that might have been found

in the War Office, prevented me from attempting the task. I think it desirable to 
publish the list sent me by Mr. Howe ; it is not improbable that similar lists may be 
in possession of families descending from United Empire Loyalists, who may possibly 
be induced to send them for deposit among the Archives, so as to complete these 
detail*, as far as possible.

I am indebted to Mr. Allan Park Paton, of Greenock, Scotland, for an interesting 
volume, the first work ever published in that town, being the " Adventures of J . 
McAlpine, a native Highlander, from the time of his emigration from Scotland to 
America, in 1173." The work was published in 1780, and dedicated to Sir Guy 
C&rleton. McAlpine served as a Loyalist under Carle ton, Burgoyne, Hamilton, 
Phillips, Powell and other officers, lost all his property, and for his loyalty was ex- 
pelled from the country in common with many others. 
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Works of this character, whether published at the time or subsequently, would 
be of material service as contributions towards the elucidation of various points of 
Canadian history. A beginning of such contributions, I am happy to say, has 
already been made. Among these, I have to acknowledge from the State Historical 
Society of Wisconsin, by the hands of Dr. Lyman C. Draper, a complete set of the 
catalogues of the Library and of the transactions of that Society, including many very 
interesting papers. Also, from the State Library of New York, by the attention of 
Dr. Homes, a collection of documents, a list of which will be found at the end of this 
Report. To Mr. Black, the Treasurer, and to the late Mr, Ansley, City Surveyor, of 
Montreal, thanks are due for valuable collections of reports respecting the progress 
of that city. For other papers, pamphlets, &c, presented by individuals, I would 
refer to the list at the end of the Report. Special reference may, however, bo per- 
mitted to the collection of letters addressed to Sir Charles Bagot, whilst Governor- 
General of Canada, presented by his grandson, Mr. Joscelyn Bagot, Grenadier Guards • 
and to the collection sent by Sir Francis Hincks, K.C.M.G., one of which is published 
by his permission. 

In the Greville Memoirs, Vol. III., page 125, of the London edition, is an entry, 

dated 20th December, 1835, in these words : " I have just seen an excellent letter 

"from Frederick Elliot to Taylor, with a description of the state of parties and 
"polities in Lower Canada, which has been shown to the Ministers, who think it the 
* l ablest exposi on those heads that has been transmitted from thence." 

On the information furnished by Sir Francis Hincks, I wrote to Sir Henry 
Taylor, to whom the letter spoken of by Mr. Greville was addressed. Sir Henry at 
first sent me copies of two letters, the one referred to by Mr. Greville, dated 24th 
October, 1835, and anothor dated the 12th November of the same year. Subsequently, 
however, ho sent the originals, whioh he had found after a long and troublesome 
Bearch, with permission to publish them, and sometime after, two additional lettera. 
These letters were written by Mr. T. Fred. Elliot, the youngest son of the Bight Hon. 
Hugh Elliot, and nephew of the first Lord Minto. He was in Canada in 1835, as 
Secretary of theGosford Commission, and whilst in that position, wrote the letters 
in question, unofficially, to his friend, Mr., now Sir, Henry Taylor, of the Colonial 
Office. They were considered of sufficient importance to be submitted to the Ministry, 
and were passed from one to another of the members of the Administration . The 
following note, written by Lord Howick, respecting the first letter, shows the sense 
entertained of the value of the correspondence : — 

'« Wab Offioi, Thursday. 

" Deab Taylor, — I return Elliott's letter, which I think decidedly the best 
" paper on Canadian affairs I have ever read. Indeed, I do not know that I ever saw an 
" account of tho state of parties and politics in any country, drawn up with equal judg- 
"merit and discrimination. Perhaps I am not a fair judge, and that I estimate this 
" paper too highly, in consequence of its so completely establishing all my own pre- 
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"conceived opinions and views, bat filling up various important parts and details in 
*' tbe picture I had made to myself of the state of affairs in Canada. 

"I trust that you will bhow this letter to Lord Glenelg, and I even wish you 
"coald feel yourself at liberty to allow him to show to Lord Melbourne, and to the 
" King, a copy of all tbe more important parts of it. 

" I trust you will not object to my having made an abstract of it for my own use, 
"or to my employing and quoting tbe information it contains, in n statement I mean 
"to draw up ot my views of what ought to be our policy towards Canada at thiscon- 
" juncture. 

" Yours very sincerely, 

" HOWICK." 

The effect these letters probably had in shaping the Colonial legislation of 
that critical period would appear to be sufficient justification for publishing them. 
They will bo found in notes A 1 and 2, at the end of this Report. 

As an interesting pendant to these letters, written before the outbreak of 1837-38, 
is a letter from the Hon. A. N. Morin, to Sir Francis Hincks, 8th May, 1841, shortly 
before the first meeting of the Legislature of United Canada (14th Juno, 1841). The 
letter will be found at note B. 

Early on the morning of the 13th October, 1812, Major General Sir Isaac Brock 
fell at Queenston, " whilst," to use the words of Major General Sheaffb, his Hiccc^sor, 
"gallantly cheering his troops to an exertion for maintaining it." The la*t official 
letter he wrote before his death, is amongst the military correspondence in this office. 
The whole letter, chiefly written on the llth, with a postscript of the 12th, has been 
published in " Brock's Life," by his nephew, Mr. Fordinand Brock Tupper, from a rough 
draft found among Sir Isaac's papers. The biographer expresses a doubt whether it 
was ever sent, a doubt which its existence among the military correspondence sots at 
rest. The letter is written on rough foolscap, and is in Sir Isaac's own hand. 

For some time after the Conquest, the only Protestant clergy in the Province of 
Canada were the military and naval chaplains, who presumedly kept the registers 
of the baptisms, marriages and burials of the Protestant inhabitant*. Bvon after 
there was a resident clergy, their number was so few that the chaplains were obliged to 
continue the celebration of marriages, &c. What has become of the registers they kept, 
I have been unable to ascertain. Nothing is known of them in the Public Bocord Office, 
London, and it does not appear that they were transmitted to any central authority. 
It is, in fact, beyond doubt that many, perhaps most of them, were kept in the most 
slipshod, irregular manner, and that the books containing them wore retained by 
the chaplains as their own individual and private memoranda. It is buroly possible 
that portions of them might be recovered, could the representatives of the chaplains 
be found, but the difficulty of tracing them seems to render any attempt of this kind 
almost hopeless. There are many interests involved in the production of these papers: 
those of inheritance, for instance. It is desirable, therefore, that all possible publicity 
should be given to the fact that these documents are missing, so that if they are still 
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in existence among the papers left by clergymen who sorved as chaplains in Canada, 
they may be forwarded to this office, as they are in every sense public and not 
private documents. 

In answer to inquiries, the Bishop of Qaebec has promised to make an investiga- 
tion among the papers belonging to the Anglican Cathedral there, and Mr. Fiset, Pro- 
tho.iotary of Quebec, states that there are portions of tho Registers of the garrison 
chaplains deposited in his office, but none of the naval chaplains. Any such records 
are, however, vory imperfect Since this was written the Bishop of Quebec has 
informed me that only the registers of incumbents are in the Cathedral. The Secre- 
tary of the Society for the Propagation of the Gospel in Foreign Parts has written me 
that the missionaries sont out by the society after the conquest, only transmitted the 
numbers but not the names of those baptised, married of buried whom they had 
registered. 

In the Archives Report for 1882, attention was called to the danger of tho des- 
truction by fi of valuable*papors which cannot be replaced. To the instances then 
adduced of the burning of pnblic buildings has to be added that of the Legislative 
Building** at Quebec, in the spriDg of this year, when a large portion of the Library, 
and the Records of the Legislative Assembly wore destroyed. Other original and 
unpublished papers are deposited at Quebec, the loss of which would be irreparable. 
Of these it is only necessary, in the meantime, to notice the " Registres de delibera- 
tions ot Jugements du Conseil Superieure de Quebec" extending from 1663 to 1760, 
which aro in tho Provincial Secretary's Office. 

There aro papers in many of the national depositories of the greatest importance 
to Canadian history. There are many in St. Petersburg, some of which are men- 
tioned by Harrise in his " Bibliographic de la Nouvelle France " ; others at Rome ; 
others among the Spanish papers. Respecting these latter, I have been in corres- 
pondence with Don Pascual deGayangoa, the distinguished Arabic scholar, who writes 
me as follows : — 

" Athknjl jm Club, Pall Mall, 17th October, 1883. 

" My Dear Sir, — I recollect vory well having seen at Seville, whero the papers 
" relating to our Spanish Colonies are now kept, diplomatic correspondence in which 
" frequent mention is made of Canada and Nouvelle France. The papers proceed 
" from Simancas or from Madri 1, whence, at the dissolution of the old " Consejode las 
'* Indias," they were sent to Seville in 1829. 

41 1 hear also that a mass of papers from Florida and Lousiana were sent to Cuba, f 
" where, I have no doubt, something may be found to interest you. I may add, that 
" the Spanish Government has lately ordered that they should all be sent to Seville. 
" How soon the order maylbe executed, so as to mako them available for readers, is 
" another thing. 

" In the meanwhile, if on my return to Madrid, which will take plaoe after 
" Christmas, 1 can in any way supplement this scanty notice, or forward your plans, 
" in any way, I shall be most happy to help you in your researches.

Sine© tho last Report was pablisheJ a valuable a ldition of printed works has 
been made to the Archives. These are indispensable as the working tools of those 
charged with tho collection of historical documents, it being impossible to conduct 
investigations successfully without them, as they must always be at hand, and con- 
stantly accessible in the Archives Rooms, not only to tho officials but to those ongaged 
in historical investigations. I would bog to direct attention to the want of anything 
like a complete set of Canadian pamplets, and of paraplots on Canadian subjects. It 
is most important that this want should be supplied. Gifts of private collect i ms of 
this nature have been made to local institutions, where they are, to a certain extent, 
useful; but if the collection of works in the Archives Office at Ottawa is to becomo 
as extensive and useful as it ought to be, for practical purposes of research, it would 
require the assistance of overy one interested in tracing and preserving tho history of 
the progress of the country, using the term " history of progress " in its most 
general sense. It is to be hoped that all who can contribute to this object will do so. 
Pamphlets, which at the moment of publication may seem to be almost worthless, 
and scarcely deserving of preservation, may prove, in the course of years, to bo of 
great value, in a historical point of view* Many writings of an ephemeral nature are 
out of print ; many have boon printed only for private circulation. In the case of 
County histories, for instance, having a very limited circulation, they have almost 
•entirely disappeared. Imperfeot as many of them are, there is not one of them that 
does not contain information of service, to at loast tho local historian, and it is desir- 
ous that all works of use to investigators of social progress, should bo found in tho 
Archives Rooms. 

The British Museum has attained to its present extent, and its contents have 
becomo so valuable, in a litorary and historical point of view, by a similar course 
to that to which I have taken the liberty of calling attention. The nucleus of tho 
Museum was formed by tho collection of Sir Hans Sloan, who bequeathed to it 50,000 
volumes. With this and the Harleian collection, to which was added the Cotton ian 
collection and the Royal collection, both of the latter being M8S, the British 
Museum may be said to have originated in 1753. Before the opening of the Museum, 
in 1759, George II. presented the old Royal Library, dating from the reign of Henry 
VII. When the Library was opened, a Jewish gentleman, Solomon da Costa, sent a 
present of 180 volumos, of the choicest kind in Hebrew literature, which formed the 
foundation of tho present extensive Hebrew Library in tho Museum. These, Mr. da 
Costa stated, were sent as a token of gratitude for the protection and privileges that 
he enjoyed whilst living under the British Constitution. In 1783, George III, pre- 
sented the Thomason collection of books and tracts, published in England between 
1640 and 1662 ; it is of a most miscellaneous character, from a folio to a broadside, 
and has been of most essential service to historians of tho time immediately preced- 
ing and during the Commonwealth. That collection contains about 80,000 distinct 
publications, bound in 2,200 volumes. Tho Reverend C. M Cracherode bequeathed 
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4,500 volumes in 1799; the Lansdowne colletion of AfSS (1,245 volumes) came 
to tho Museum in 1807; the Hargrave, in 1813, the Burney, in 18 i7; Sir Joseph 
Banks left 16,000 volumes of natural history, voyages and travels and scientific 
work?, in 1820. The Royal library was transferred by George IV., in 1823. It had 
been collected by Georgo IIL during his long reign, and had, it is estimated, cost His 
Majesty £130,000 stg. It consisted of 65,259 volumes, besidos a large collection of 
pamphlets afterwards bound, increasing tho collection to 84,000 volumes. The Eger- 
ton MSS (2,568) were added in 1829, and the Arundel (550 volumes), in 1831. These 
are only examples of tho many contributions to tho Museum, still continuing, which 
have helped to make a collection so rich in every variety of literature, much of which 
could not have been secured by any amount of money granted by Parliament, many of 
the private collections being unpurchaeablo. If similar public spirit were shown 
here, there seems no reason to doubt, that in respect to Canadian literature, tho co I 
lection at Ottawa might be as complete as the British Museum has become in the- 
much more extensive field of tho literature of the world. 

The more completo the collection, the more necessary becomes a full and accurate 
catalogue, and a complete index to the works, according to authors, subjects, the 
names of individuals and places, the dates of events, Ac. Every exertion is being 
made to have theso prepared on such a system as to be of tho greatost possible use, 
but tho wjrk is one of time, and much deliberation has been necessary before deter- 
mining on the adoption of a pormanont system. Acknowledgments of assistance in 
examining tho different methods of preparing catalogues are due to M. Marshall, of 
the Bibliotheque Nationale, of Paris ; in London, to Mr. W. Hardy, Deputy Keeper 
of Record*, and Mr. Alfred Kingston, of the Publio Record Office ; to Mr. R. Garnett, 
and Mr. H. Kensington, of the British Museum; to Mr. W. H. Overall, of the Library 
of the Corporation of London, Guildhall ; to Mr. B. Vincent, of tho Royal Institution; 
in Edinburgh, to Mr. Stair Agnew, Registrar-General, and Mr. T. Dixon, of Her 
Majesty's Register House. Dr. Frasor, the Deputy Keeper of Records of Scotland, 
who has been most obliging in furni-hing information, was unfortunately absent dur- 
ing my visit to Edinburgh. 

Without entering into minuto details, it may bo said generally that there 
aro two distinct systems to choose botween. Of these, tho British Museum may be 
taken as the representative of tho one, the Bibliotheque Nationale, of Paris, as the 
representative of the other, the system in the luttei" being the one generally followed 
on this continent. In some respects, tho practical working of the two does not 
materially differ. Tri tho Pubic Record Office, London, and the Gcnoral Resistor 
House, Edinburgh, tho systom is a very Minplo one, tho documents deposited by the 
different Departments of State being arranged separately and in strictly chronological 
order, tho same practice being followed in respect to Court Records. 
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To attempt to give a detailed statement of the system adopted by public libraries 
of a general character, would entail a long and technical description, onsuitcJ for a 
Import of this nature. As in the case of investigations in 1381, of the mothod of col- 
lecting, sorting and keeping the Becords, &c., a very full statement has been prepared 
aDd is preserved for the internal working of this office. 

I would again call the attention of the possessors of family and other papers 
which throw a light on the social, commercial, municipal or political history of the 
country, to the importance of having these deposited among the Archive-?, either for 
present, or, where the contents do not now admit of it, for future reference. b If not 
»o preserved, there is little, if any, doubt that, in the course of a corap iratively short 
time these will be destroyed, and a loss thus sustained which can scarcely] be 
estimated. 

The details of the work which follow are divided into a f-ynopsis of papers, none 
of which have yet been copied for deposit among the Archives; a list of papers for 
comparison with those already copied; Mr. Marinette's Report, with details of work 
done in Paris; a seloction of original letters and the catalogue of papers, manuscript 
and printed, contained in the Archives rooms, on the 31st December jot this'year.

There is also a set of Colonial Entry Books, with the sub-title 
" Plantations General." Of those I made a rapid examination with the 
following result. 

No. 92 contains papers, commissions, instructions, &o., chiefly 
relating to the West Indies, and a few belonging to New England. 

No. 93 contains letters, &c, respecting the West Indies, Tangier, 
Algiers, Tripoli, the Butch War, &c, with one or two papers relat- 
ing to New England, and tho declaration to the inhabitants of Penn- 
sylvaniaof the grant to W. Penn in 1681. There is one paper con- 
cerning Newfoundland, the roport of the Committee for foreign 
affairs, dated at Whitehall, 4 February, 1671-2, on propositions as 
to the trade of the Island. 

No. 94 is entitled " Booke of Petitions and references with the 
Reports of His Maties Coancill for Forreigne Plantations thereupon, 



At page 18 is an entry of a petition from Newfoundland merch- 
ants against encroachments on the Fisheries, with a Minute of 
Council referring tbe petition to the Committee of Plantations, and 
their report. These papers cover 8 folio pages. 

At page 80, of date the 20 March, 1673, the E »rl of Stirling 
(called Starling in the report) Ferdinand Gorges and Llobort Mason 
propose to transfer their claims over New England to tho King on 
recoiving compensation. Tho King would thus, they argue, be 
enabled to resist the encroachments of Boston. The application was 
referred to the Lords of Plantation*. At page 8^ is tho report by 
the Lords on Gorge's rights over Maine, and at page 90, a [report 
recommending that Commissioners should be sent to New England. 
At page 141, thero is a letter from Governor Sharplcigb, dated 
Piscattaqua River in New England, 17 December, 1672. This 
volume is in reality composed of fivo separate volumes, each 
beginning with pago 1, but subsequently numbered consecutively. 
It is the new numbering I give. Theso land claims of Gorges and 
Mason, founding on the Stirling grant and the transfer to the families 
of Crown and Temple, are scattered ovor tho volume*, claims be- 
ing made for land in different parts of New England as they were 
decided adversely in others. The land transactions of Gorges will 
be found under the head of New England in Colonial Entry Books 
59 to 64. They all appear to have sprung out of tho Stirling Grant 
of 1621. Tho volume also contains an account of the capture of New 
York by the Dutch, and report on a rebellion in Virginia. 

No. 95 is a collection of commissions, &c., to Governors of the 
Wost Indies and to officors at Tangier, &c. 

No. 96 is entitled " Orders of Ilis M&tie in Councill relating to 
Trado and Foreign Plantations. From the 12 of March, 1674-5 to 
the 

Order concerning the fishory at Newfoundland. Tho order con- 
tains a report on the state of tho fisheries, covering 6 folio pages, 
(p. 2.)

This volume also contains the claims and decisions respecting the 
capture of vessels by the French, who allege that these are Dutch 
vessels covered by the English flag, as a pretext. (Jolbort's state- 
ment is given at page 110, embodied in report beginning at page 
108 (King in Council) and followed by list of British ships captured 
by the French, all in European waters. 

No. 97 is entitled "Journal and Entries of His Mats. Forraine 
Plantations in General since the Establishment of ye Committee, 
with a Mapp of ye same." 

The date of the first entry is 12 March 1674-5. There is no map, 
the following apparently being intended by that description.

There is, besides, a colony of English settled upon the eastern 
coast of Newfoundland, without government, ecclosiasticall or oivill, 
who live by catching fish. 

All these Plantations are governed by the laws of England or 
by municipal laws not repugnant to those of England. 

The trade of the Plantations is, by several Acts of Parliament, con- 
fined to England, whereby no sugar, tobacco, cotton-wool, i 
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ginger, fustick, or other dying-wood, of the growth or manufacture 
of the Plantations, may be transported from thence to any other 
place than England, nor any European commodities to be carried 
i hither, but wh. Khali be shipped in England. 
Helicon. The Religion of the Church of England is most practiced in the 
Plantations ; but liberty of conscience is in all cases allowed, except 
in New England, where the government and discipline of Congre- 
gational Churches excludes all others. 

This is the first Journal of the Lords for Trade and Plantations, 
who took tho place of the old Council by an Order in Council dated 
1 2 March, 1674-5. The first report made to them was on the 12 
May, 1675, by the Commissioners of Customs, showing the state of 
tho laws, as described under the boad of Trade in the preceding 
abstract. At page 75 is a minute of an application by Louis 
LePage, on account of his new discoveries, dated 14 January, 
1679-80, referred on the 7 September, 1681, for report (See for Louis 
LePage, the .Report on Archives for 1881, page 26). With this ex- 
ception there is nothing referring, directly or indirectly, to what is 
now British North America, although the volumo contains very 
moeh of interest regarding the trade generally of the Plantations 
and Ireland. 
No. 98 is a volume of slight jottings. 

In No. J»9 are a few papers relating to Canada. At page 197 is 
the draught of a memorial in answer to the complaint of M. 
de la Burre, Governor of Canada, of 16 November, 1682, respecting 
the assistance given by New York to the Iroquois, and that the 
Hudson's Bay Company were taking possession of lands held by 
France for twenty years. The answer, which is not dated, but ap- 
pears to have been written in March or April, 1683, contains very 
interesting statements. 

On tho 12 of August, 1683, the Hudson's Bay Company com- 
plain that vessels are fitted out for New England, from whence they 
sail to Hudson's Bay and return, for the purpose of carrying on an 
illicit trade. 

On the 12 December, 1683, is " Moraoire pour sou Excellence 
I'Ambassadr. de France, touchant les procedes des quelques 
Francois A l'egard des Anglois dans la Baie d' Hudson." (p. 284). 

The othor papers relate to different Colonies and to Tangier. 

No. 100. extends from 1687 to 1696, and is largely taken up with 
naval preparations for tho war with France in the West Indies and 
A merica. 

At page 20, is a " circular for preventing hostilities between jf 
English and French in America, dated 22 January, 1687, and at page

Report by Me. Joseph Marmette. 

To the Honourable 

J. H. Pope, Minister of Agriculture, &c, &c, kc, 

Ottawa. 

Sir,— I have the honour to submit to you my Report on the 
historical researches which, according to your instructions, I began 
to make at Paris, last summer. 

I was in France, ^hon, in tho course of the month of June, I 
received a letter from Mr. Lowe, the Secretary of your Department, 
informing me that I was attached to tho Archives' Branch thereof, 
and that it was my duty to hold myself in readiness to act in concert 
with Mr. Brymner, the Archivist While expecting that gentle- 
man's arrival at Paris, I began to place myself in relation with 
sevoral distinguished functionaries, who were in a position to 
facilitate my researches in the Government Departments and public 
Libraries. I was already, for several months, in constant communi- 
cation with M. Avalie, the head of one of the branches of the Marine 
Department, and Mr. Berthall, ono of the Directors of tho National 
Library, both gentlemen being devoted friends of Canada. Somo 
months previously, I had the advantage of making the acquaintance 
< f M. A vrtllo, at the time when he was publishing a very remarkable 
Ntudy <"» Canada, in the Revue Maritime of January and February 
I8r3 Thanks to the kindness always shewn me by M. Avallo, when 
Mr. Brymner came to Paris, we went, at once, to be presented at the 
Department of Marine, where we were most courteously received. 

Nevertheless, I had no idoa of commencing my rosoarchos at the 
A rchives of that Department, for we possess at the Library of Par- 
1 lament the greater part of the manuscripts of this Department 
which concern our history, copied under tne direction of M. Fari- 
bault, in 1852. The eamo must be said of the Ministry of War, 
which was largely drawn upon by Mr. Faribault. 
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No doubt, there still remains in the two Departments, numerous 
documents, copies of which it would be advantageous for us to 
obtain, without taking into account the manuscripts in possession 
of the Canadian Library of Parliament. I considered, therefore, in 
view of the short time I could spend at Paris, that it was better to 
push my researches in those places, where are to be found the his- 
torical records that are still wanting to us in Canada. Possessing a 
letter of introduction, which Mr. Brymner had obtained from Mr. 
Plunkett, Secretary of the British Embassy at Paris, we introduced 
ourselves at the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, where we were very 
graciously received by M. de Bialle, Chief of the Archives Division. 
Thanks to the kindness of that gentleman, I was enabled, a few days 
later, to commence my researches. Availing ourselves ot the good 
will of Mr. Berthall, to whom I introduced Mr. Brymner, it was in 
our power to 6tudy closely the whole working of the National Lib- 
rary, and to make observations there which will aid materially in 
adopting a system of catalogues and of service suitable to our Archives 
office. 

Mr. Brymner having left for London, in order to continue the re- 
searches that fall to his share, I set to work in good earnest At the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs, where my labours were greatly facili- 
tated by the amiability of Mr. deltiallo, and by the desire to do me 
good service, on tho part of Mr. Maurice Chevrier and the Count de 
Beaupre, both attached to the Archives Branch of the Department, 
I succeeded, in tho course of a few weeks, in examining and analyz- 
ing, succinctly, several thousand pages, which will be highly availa- 
ble in studying the history of this country. 

Tho greater part of these documents comprise the negotiations 
between the Courts of France and Great Britain, in connection with 
the treaty of peace which was concluded at St. Germain-on-Laye in 
1632, as well as that of Paris, which, as is well known, dated from 
1763. These papers relate to Canada, and are replete with new 
information and debils, that will bo most interesting to our writers 
of history. 

At the National Archives, al*o, I examined a great many docu, 
moots relating to divcis subjects connected with our annals, 
amongst other*, Decrees of tho Council of State, 4c, which con. 
tained most valuab'o information as to the trade which was car. 
ried on with Canada bcfoio tho cession of tho country to Great Brit 
ain, as well as to the organization nn 1 Government of the colony 
dur ing its pospcssion by Franco. 1 c-mnot omit mentioning a series 
of papers, amounting to four or five hundred pages, which onumerate 
ihe pensions granted to Canadian and Acadian families that returned 
to Fiance afier the cession of Canada. 'D'o-e dorumenta will bo 
eminently useful in retracing tho f';tmi!io> obli d l>y tho conquest 
lo settle in France. 

I was introduced by Mr.Berthall to the Keeper "t tho manuscripts 
of tho National Library, Mr. Natalis do Wailly. lL v<\ likewise, I 
was cordially received. Among tho documents whi« h appeared to 
ine the most interesting, I would indicate several pamphlets by 
tho Rev. Mr. Bolmont on the question of tho tradj in spirituous 
liijuors; tho attractive and unpublished narrative of a •* Voyage au 
Canada," by J. C. B , between the years 1751 and 1761, and which 
extends to no loss than 277 pages; a collection of memoirs relating 
to the affairs of America, mado by Brothor Leonard St. Catherine 
de Sienna, in which montion is often made of M. de Qucylus and of 
Monseigneur do St. Valier, as well as of tho discovery of the mouths 
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of the Mississippi by D'Iberville; a curioas account of the travel* 
and adventures of Mat hi eu Sagean, born at the village of Lachine, 
written about 1700 ; and finally, a fascinating narrative ot a voyage 
to Chili by DeBcauchesno. I must not fail to direct the attention of 
our linguists to several manuscript works on certain Indian dialect-* 
of North America, amongst others, an Algonquin grammar com : 
pOMed in 1674 by Louis Nioholn*, Missionary Priest; a French Algon- 
quin vocabulary, a small dictionary of the language of the Iroquois 
of the Agnier Nation, in the handwriting of M. de la Galiaeonniere; 
and, to come to an end, the Rudiments of the Mio-mac language. 



scripts ought to bo made, it is my duty to represent to you, Sir, 
that it is absolutely noccssary that the copying be controlled and 
tho copies most carefully collated, by a competent person, with tho 
original docuraonts. For, if the copyists were left to themselves, 
we could only expect to have defective reproductions o&historical 
documents, on tho scrupulous correctness of which, the historian mast 
rely, in order to find in our Archives, a faultless expression of the 
primitive tcxU». 

Besides tho sources which I havo just indicated, numerous re- 
searches nvght bo made at Paris ; in ine first place at the Mazarin 
Library, where 1 know that there are several papers on our history, 
among othorf, an important memoir by Dupuis, Inteo- 
dant of Canada, " sur les troubles arrives au pays en l728"infol , 
and " La rentable relation du voyage dc Brdtigny," with a history of 
Montreal, from 1G40 to 1C72." 

Tho like work ought to be dono at tho Arsenal Library, at those 
of Sto. Gonev eve, tho Seminary of St. Sulpice and the Mission* 
Ktrangeres. In addition, there remain vast fields, as yet unexplored, 
in the Provinces of France, to different points of which tho attention 
of the Archivist must necessarily be directed. Tho public Libraries 
and the Registers of personal 6tatus at Dunkirk, Calais, Boulogne, 
Abbeville, Treporr, Hon floor, Rooon, Dieppo, 8aint-Malo, La 
Iioeholle, Havre, Bordeaux, &c, ought to be visited, examined and 
made available, with tho utmost care, all the more, that in several of 
these places, the manuscripts aro not catalogued. Nevertheless, as 
the Archives keeper of Rouen, among others, recently assured Mr. 
Alfred Garneau, many of those Provincial Libraries offer for research, 
numorons document* which are destined, in all probability, to throw 
now light on many points of our history that are still obscure. In 
order to show the utility of making researches in soveral Provincial 
towns of France, I shall take leave to quote certain passages of an 
articlo published in the Revue Maritime, of March last, concerningtbe 
exploratory travols, in which is employed, at this moment, M. 
Savorgnan de Brazza, by the French Government. The first part 
of this study treats of French Commerce in theXVUth and XVIIItb 
centuries. " In order to study tho state of foreign trade in the 
north of France," says tho author of tho article, M.D.N. " and to 
ascertain the grievances of the merchants on tho coasts of Flanders, 
Picardy and Normandy, Louis XLV was pleased to select the 
Chevalier do Clairville. Wo must look for the details relating to 
tho commerce referred to,' in the memoirs which he addressed to 
the Minister of Marine. (I.) Ho visited Dunkirk, Calais, Boulogne,

head,— Commeret, 1701 The other sources on which is founded the article of whico 
we now (rive an extract, a-e the Dictionary ot Sararj, t >me V : and a history of 
the commercial companies from 1626 to 1742— a manuscript in folio, belongiog to 
Vxi Archives of the Ministry of Marino. 



A* to the accuracy with which 
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Abbeville, Treport, Dieppe, and the seaports of Havre and Rouen, 
which was one of the most famous of those schools, where instruc- 
tion could bo obtained concerning everything connected with trade, 
and finally, Honfleur, places where, formerly, were established 
associations, one of which was destined, one day, to enrich the 
country with a territory greater than the country itself. We 
speak of Canada. In 1608, the captains and the vessels placed 
at the disposal of Champlain by Rouen and Honfleur, bad 
enabled that illustrious colonizer to undertake his second 
voyage, in the course of which ho founded Quebec/' The informa- 
tion which is most wanting to us at the present day, is that which 
regards the commerce of Canada during the French domination. 
The few lines, which I have just cited, provo how necessary it is 
that we should seek our information at the vory placos where aroso 
the spirit of commerce and colonization which led to the colonizing 
of New France in the XVIIth and XVIIIth centuries. 

I cannot conclude, Sir, without offering a romark, which vory 
nearly concerns the mission which you entrusted to me, and of the 
importance of which I became convinced during my sojourn at 
Paris. Canada, so long forgotten by France, now, in consequence of 
its extraordinary development in recent years, attracts, everyday, 
more and more, the attention of enlightened Frenchmen. Many 
, writers, economists and capitalists, as I have often had occasion to 
observe, are anxious to obtain complete information regarding this 
country, whose past is interesting to them in the highest degree, 
and whose present and future excite, not less powerfully, their at- 
tention, especially as regards the placing of Frdnch capital. 
Publicists and commercial men too often oxporience the want of 
precise information and official documents and, thus, being uncer- 
tain as to the state of matters amongst us, thoy end by looking in 
other directions. It would be most useful, I conceive, Sir, that all 
the branches of our Public Service should exchange, in full, their 
official publications with those of the Government Departments at 
Pari?, and (hat there should bo sent to each of the said Departments, 
as well as to the public Libraries, two copies, at least, of the French 
edition of each of those documents. It might even be asked that 
the sending of such publications should be mentioned in the French 
official reports, so as that the public could become aware that there 
are, at their command, sources of information, whence they could 
derive accurate details on the condition of our country. It would 
also be advantageous, if Parliament thought proper, to procure tho 
publications by individual authors, concerning history, industry, 
agriculture, commorce, emigration, &c, which havo appeared here in 
the course of tho year. These divers works should bo sent to 
Librarioe, as well as private persons, who havo boon oogaged for a 
long time in studying our country, and havo published those works 
on Canads, which have most contributed to make us known in 
Franco. Confining myself to a few, allow me to mention the names 
of such eminent authors as M. R&meau, M. Ocesime Reel us. M. de la 
Mothe, M. Avallo, and so many besidos, who havo devoted to us a 
great amount of labour and tho finest talent. Would not our gain bo 
onormous ? and would not tho pains which wo should take to com- 
municate information to these Publicists, repay, a hundred fold, tho 
sum appropriated to such a service, whijh is of such national 
utility? 
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You will, no doubt, be pleased, Sir, to forgive me for having 
insisted so much on this question, the importance of which I wi» 
enabled to appreciate, during my sojourn in Francci and to which it- 
was my duty to direct your friendly attention.

Mr. T. Fred. Elliot to Mr. Henry Taylor, London. 

Quebec, 24th October, 1835. 

Mr Dear Taylor, — Although I have kept my letters to you free from poli- 
tics, I should not like you to be altogether ignorant of the naturo of the scene in 
which we are acting, and now, on the eve of the AFsembly's meeting, I propose to 
send you as good a tableau as I can yet present, of this community. Whether or not 
it be correct, at least it has not been imbibed from any single source, nor adopted 
ready- made, but is the honest result of very general and diligent inquiries. 

People have been accustomed, in England, to hear of only two parties in Canada, 
the English and tho French, but there are in (act three parties, the Official, the 
English and the French, besides some important French classes altogether distinct 
from the party which goes by that name. 

Tho Official— or as the French term it, Bureaucratic party — is composed of a 
few old men, holding the highest offices. They seem to be fond of privilege, jealous 
of interference, and ready to take offence at any inquiry into tho popular allegations. 
Most of them are dull, and those who are tho reverse, are said to be interested. It is 
of vory little consequence what tbey are. Whatever influence they may have formerly 
exorcised, through the instrumentality of weak Governors, they are now dostitute of 
any of the real olemonts of power, having neither connections at home, nor weight in 
tho Province. 

I tako pleasuro in stating this broadly, because once, from a quarter whence 
trifling objections too often como, my ears wore shocked, on board of ship, with some 
talk of danger from these men. I; They would writ© to their friends in England, they 
would give their own version of things, and would raise a clamour against the Com- 
mission, if thoy were annoyed." Why, if their frionds numbered legions, I should 
trust that no mission, sent on such an errand as ours, could shrink from exposing any 
abuses that might bo detected amongst them, but tho truth is, that it there bo 
a body in the world which may, without fear, be handled according to its merits (who 
won!d wi<?h more?) that body is tho high official party in Canada. In the Province 
itsolf it is vory difficult to say by which of tho great divisions of tho people it is 
disliked tho most. 

Very ditTeront from this feeblo Corps, is tho real " English party." It is com- 
posed of almost all the Morchant-, with an admixturo of considerable Landholders, and 
of some of tho younger and more intelligent Civil Officers. It possesses much intelli- 
gence, much wealth and still moro credit, and in addition to thoso, it has all that 
mutual confidence, and that prccinion and unity of purpose, which, to do our country- 
men justico, they know botlor than any other people how to confer on political asso- 
ciations. This imposing Body, moreover, has groat advantage at tho present moment 
in tho modoration of tone which it can assumo in contrast to tho violence of its adver- 
earios, thus gaining tho goodwill, if not the ovcit support, of that numerous portion 
of .Society which prefers security and a tranquil life to everything else. Yot I do 
not lil< • tho English party. It is fully as ambitious of dominion as the French party, 
and, in my opinion, preparod to seek it by moro unscrupulous means. Whenever 
cither of tho two, at tho present moment, speaks of separation, 1 look upon it as mere 
bombaht, or artitice to bend tho couivo of Government, but depend upon it that if 
over these heats in Lower Canada should go t?o fur as to hazard tho connection with 
iho Mother Country, tho Engl.sh will bo tho foremost to cut tho tie. They, of tho 
two parties, are by far tho best disposed to sympathize with Republican principles; 
«nd, I must add, tho most capablo to wield Republican Institutions. Thoy are the 
most rancorous, for they remember tho power they havo lost, and hato their rivals as 
a sort of usurpors. Finally, if over tho opportunity bo pro-ton tod to them of joining 
in some common causo with their English fellow-colonists in the Upper Province, they 
will see that to comnito with such allies in renouncing tho control of tho English 
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Government in Europe, will bo their 6ii:est means to overwhelm the influence of the 
French race in America. If ever the project of the union of theCanaias be revived, 
it will be well ior us if the part of England be not left out of the plot. The " French 
party," if you confine the term to those who hare thoughts, projects and feelings of 
their own, seems to be nearly synonymous with the majority in the House ot Assem- 
bly, or rather with that small portion of it which has any mind in politics. In con- 
formity with the descriptions we bavo always had, the Assembly consists mainly of"* 
Advocates, Physicians and Farmers, the last very ignorant of politics and indifferent to> 
them, and ambitious of their Seats, as it is said, for no other object than the gain. The 
daily pay of $3 enables them to mako no contemptible savings in a long Session, 
especial !y as their wives a;*e usually competent to manage their Farms in their absence. 
It is true, as you may have hoard it reported, that two or. three of the Member* 
cannot write their names, and it is said that others, who have had the spirit to learn 
to trace the characters composing their signature, havo no further insight into the 
mysteries of Reading or Writing. Without entering too much into detail, I may state 
to you once for all, that the bulk of the Assembly is inert, and that the few Members 
possessed of activity and intelligence, work in entire subordination to Papineau, of 
whom thev stand in profound awe. 

This is perhaps tho most remarkable feature in the aspect of affairs here, that 
men, who, by the unbounded Confidence and assent of their Constituents, have so 
great power, quarrel so little for the shares, but willingly surrender the whole into 
the bands of one individual. Lower Canadi is divided into four Districts, of which 
the Quebec District contains nearly one-third of the whole population, and returns 
more than a fourth of all the Representatives. Three men, it is notorious, are the 
undisputed arbiters of the public conduct of this great District, having the command 
of every name in it for any Petition thoy please, and of every vote for any candidate 
they choose to recommend. Other regions have in like manner their Centurions and 
Captains of Ten thousand. Is it not almost beyond belief that the possessors of such 
influence, not merely— should not oppose M. Papineau, (that might proceed from 
unfeigned coincidence of sentiment), but should not venture to dream of the possi- 
bility of opposing him ? In confidence they will talk of their fear of hi* choice of 
measures, just as if he were in his own person the whole Assembly united. 

I hare anxiously sought the solution of this phenomenon. The Quebec Leaders, I 
have learned, flatter themselves that they act from prudence, because, as they argue, 
while they are outnumbered by the Montreal members, who are under Papineau's more 
immediate influence, it would oe an unjustifiable disturbance of the Assembly to insist 
od any but fundamental differences of opinion. Others, again, hug themselves with 
the notion that Papineau is their Instrument. Heaven help their wits I That being 
the most audacious among them, they place him in the front of the battle, but volun- 
tarily, and with power to set him aside at pleasure. These ideas may be agreeable 
salve to people's self-love. The real explanation of the case, I fear, is, that the Cana- 
dians want nerve and enterprise in public things, and that just as they used to follow 
tho lead of three or four Englishmen, so now tho impetuosity and oratorical talents 
of Papineau command from them an unqualified submission. Ho is, in truth, their 
Foster. Their natures crave for support, and they will always sook it in characters 
more vigorous than their own. I never saw any one who seemed better versed than 
the Canadian Speaker, in the arts and demeanour by which one man wields dominion 
over the minds of many, and he is daily becoming more confirmed in his sway, aa 
they are in their obedience. Such is the man that a few of his followers have the pre- 
sumption to suppose that thoy can set aside, whon no longer serviceable. 

It is just as likely that all your sheep in England will rise up and 8 address the 
sheep-dogs, and say: While we wanted you it was well, but there are no more 
wolves, and we will take care of ourselves and disponio with your canine guardian- 
ship." One look from Papineau's eye would quell his whole Canadian flock. 

The truth is, that Papineau, with all his faults, is rathor a fine fallow. I dare 
wy we shall find him perverse and suspicious, and that if ever he quarrels with us, 
he will bo coaivelv abusive. Still tho good points of his character are not to be 
14 a— 11 " 
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denied. He seems to be irreproachable in his" private life ; in social intercourse he 
is mild and gentlemanlike; and if, in politics, he is loo hot and unmeasured in his 
proceedings, I do not find that reasonable men accuse him of beiDg dishonest. His 
principal faults are violence, a want of the plainer sort of sense, and, I fear, an invet- 
erate prejudice against the English. Whatever else he be, it is impossible to set eyes 
on him, and i.ot perceive that he is fy nature, as much as by the station he has won 
. for himself, the first of the French Canadian race. 

Independently, however, of temporary causes, and the influence of ambitions 
men, there appears to me to be a deeper motive calculated to bind the French party 
together, and give a general direction to their Policy. 

They can hardly fail to see that the English have possessed themselves of tbe 
whole wealth ar.d power of every Country in which they have acquired a footing. 
In all parts of the wofld, civilized or savage, whether as British subjects in the Ka.-t 
or as revolted Colonists on this Continent, there has shown itself in the English people 
the same imrosnbility of amalgamation . with others, the same necessity of gaining 
the upper hard themselves. This,]it must be admitted, cen form no pleasing topic of 
consideration ici the mild and uncontentions race who find themselves here, imbedded 
in the midtt ol growing Settlements and Nations of Englishmen. "Whatever political 
power they mi y lor the moment possess within the limits of their own Province, even 
there their moie active rivals have hold of all the Commerce of the Country, and 
beyond the aitificial boundaries which distinguish theirs from adjacent regions, they 
are surrounded on all sides by Millions using the language and the customs of which 
they have so much reason to dread the ascendancy. Looking to the circumstance*, 
I cannot ihink that the French Canadians would be very unreasonable to dread some 
future extinction of their own tonguo and peculiar habits, and whether or not any of 
them extend their views so far, it is not to be doubted that some amongst them fear 
a lapse into insignificance. 

In fact the real question between the parties in this Country, is a question of 
time. The French cannot in their hearts be ignorant that they have a full measure 
of power at this moment, but they see it continually inclined, as it were, to pass into 
tbe grasp of others, and ho tbey are restless and jealous. The English, on the other 
hand, must be confident that the dominion of the Country will eventually centre in 
their race ; but they are impatient and wish to seize the prize before it is legitimately 
theirs. Both parties are at present in their proper places. Each, however, is striv- 
irg, one to precipitate, — the other to avert, or at any rate [postpone, a transition 
which will eventually be the proper effect of the Institutions of the Province. In the 
meanwhile collateral objects will arise in the course of the siruggle, and results will 
Devalued by the contending parties, not merely as they may advance their own 
cause, but as they may injure or humiliate their adversaries. The Government will 
not be esteemed according to its independent merits or its courageous impartiality; 
it will be judged by the extent to which its views may fall in with the purposes of 
one or other of the Factions. Lord Aylmer's Administration was, at the outset, the 
ridicule and scoi n of the Constitutionalists (as they are now misnamed) ; yet, when 
the fractious ne^s of the French drove Lord Aylmer from that class, the English 
received him with open arms, and I myself saw them following him to tbe Beach 
with their acclammations, and their praises, and almost their tears. 

After this review of the composition and motives of the parties into which this 
Country is divided, it may seem natural that I should draw some practical conclu- 
sions frcm the whole. I have already said that, if separation were the object to be 
feated, I should look upon the parly which is continually clamouring for British 
Laws anci British Connection as by far Ihe mcst likely to revolt. But dismissing 
the idea of separation (as I think you safely may), and considering our difficulties as 
mere difficulties of administration from day to day, the French party, as being pos- 
sessed of the .Representative Institutions of theCountry,is obviously ,the most formid- 
able, and the one of which the favour is most necessary to the conduct of Public 
affairs. 

Turning from these considerations of immediate convenience to higher and 
more permanent objects, I will not deny that, while I dissent from their inference?,

I see much weight in the facta on which the English reason. Although they can 
seldom prove that the French act unconstitutionally, they often show that they 
ose the Constitution unwisely. It is not unconstitutional for instance, that a great 
co-oidinate branch of Parliament, entrusted moreover with tho special custody of the 
public purse, should stato the amount of its contingent expenses broadly, and refuse 
to submit to any canvassing of the details by the other portions of the Legislature; 
at the same time it is lamentable that, by almost general confession, this privilege is 
likely to be made the means ot bestowing excessive salaries on tbe partisans ot the 
majority of the Assembly, and perhaps of defraying the disbursements of unauthor- 
ized Committees of correspondence and voluntary congregatior a of Members out of 
session. Tho proper remedy for this would be the indignation and resentment of the 
people, and it is no doubt to be regretted, in common with the English party, that, 
for political purposes, there is scarce such a thing as a people in Lower Canada, 
Just as with regard to the contingencies, so also with regard to the vast influence of 
individuals who can command thousands of votes and Signatures (if 1 may bo allowed 
the term) at pleasure. I dissent from the English as to its being unconstitutional, but 
i vgi ee with them so far as to think it an anxious thing to try the working of the 
British Constitution in a Country where there is no public opinion, and bardly spirit 
enough in tbe possessors of representative power to quarrel amongst themselves, 
and form some sort of a mutual check. 

Having thus stated the fullest extent to which I can concur in the views of tho 
English party. 1 will add, without a moment's hesitation, that I do not see sufficient 
reason to follow those views to their only legitimate conclusion (they lead to no 
other), — vizt. : to deprive the Lower Canadians of the free exercise of their Constitu- 
tion. 1st There is the obvious objection of the odium and possible danger of ihe 
attempt; — 2nd)y. To leave this humblest class of objeotion, for one of principlo and 
feeling, I would shrink, nntil the last necessity, from mulcting a people of institu- 
tions calculated to develop their energies and intellect. This necessity is not nearly 
arrived in Lower Canada. On the contrary I see no cause whatever to despair of the 
French Canadians learning to wield their privileges discreetly. It is but recently 
that they havecome to know and feel their powers, and already the rao*t experienced 
men in the country admit that there are dawnings of improvement. I have extorted 
this admission from more than ono Member of the miscalled " Constitutional Associa- 
tion." The events of the last two years will have done much to educate tho French 
Canadians in politics. If you could see tho gloom which has been hanging over this 
city, the shame to private families, the difficulty to honest tradesmen, tho want of 
employment for tho operatives; — if, after your ears were filled with complaints hero, 
you could go (as I have done) into the country, and at distances of 10 and 20 miles, 
find the peasants deploring the loss of their usual market in the Capital ; you would 
see that tho Assembly, by its denial of all public money, has made an experiment on 
' the patience of the people which it cannot be rash enough lightly to repeat. Wher- 
ever I have been, I have taken care, with expressions of profound submission, to ex- 
plain to the good folks that it was not the Government which withheld, but the 
Assembly which refused, the ordinary expenditure of the place, and I was happy to 
find the ** Habitans" tolerably enlightened on the subject, i be leading men, you may 
be sure, have opened their own eyes to the risk of a re-action ; and this is the secret 
of the compliments they begin to pour forth to our conciliatory qualities. Iam 
glad of it, for I would rather they were brought back to moderate conduct by their 
own discernment of its necessity, than by any paltry arts of ours. Like boys for the 
first time enti ustcd with agun, they could not resist the delight, mingled with trepida- 
tion, of discharging it; but having once experienced the shock and the effects, they 
will reserve the fire another time for the pressure of some real necessity. 

This then is the sum of my creed ; — that to conciliate the French Canadians, 
and train tbem up in the arts of Government, is the safest and most convenient policy 
for tho present, and likewise the one most conducive to solid and lasting advantages 
hereafter; but that the experiment is likoly to be obstructed by perversity and selfish- 
ness on various sides, and that in tbe melee, somo of us who are now employed in 
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Camilla, may chance to lose- our reputations. So let it be. I may with tho most per- 
fect truth declare, that from the moment I found I really had gained admittance into 
this great field, 1 whistled all personal thoughts to the wind, and hitherto, the more 
the storm has threatened, as the SeHsion draws near, and the greater the rumours of 
alarm, the more my spirits have risen. Tt was to encounter this we came here, and 
things must go very bard indeed before I part with my peace of mind. 

With this comfortable sentiment, I had better prepare to conclude so long i 
disquisition. 1 had thought of saying something or the Catholic Clergy, and the 
owners of Seigr.euries, among whom I have mode several acquaintance; but time is 
wanting, and your patience doubtful. And as it is as well that a letter should be 
either one thing or another, I will not, on this occasion, entor into private matters, 
further than to say that my wife and I are well, and living on goxl terms with vari- 
ous Members of every class I bavo above passed in review. I know some of the 
Constitutionalists well enough to vex them by saying, that if they would take the 
really appropriate title of Anli-Constitutionalists, and avow their opinion that the 
British System was unsnited to this Province, there would be much more coherency 
in their reasonings, and more difficulty (tho* far from insuperable) in answoriog 
them. On the other hand, some of the Quebec Members, to whom 1 have alluded, 
are on terms with us, approaching to real friendship, and lately had a project to take 
Jane and mo on a tour thro* the District, stopping every night at the House of some 
friend or relation, but tho weather was provoking enough to defeat the plan. If we 
had made that expedition, we would have seen more of the intimate life of the French 
Canadians, than one English family in a thousand does. In short, wo feel no lack of 
novelty, either of acquaintance or scenes; and in spite of business or political crosses, 
a man must manage ill, who could not spend a year or two at Quebec very pleasantly.

MR. ELLIOT TO MB. TAYLOR. 

Quebec, 12th Nov., 1835. 

Mr Dear Tatlor,— As a Sequel to the long Dissertation which I sent you last 
month on the public affairs of this place, I must write to tell you that our Session has 
opened with some success and eclat. The speech was made very long for two reasons, 
1st not to disappoint an expectation, which prevailed, of something unusual at this 
crisis ; 2ndly to preclude any inconvenient application for a disclosure of the letter 
of the Instructions, by liberally communicating the spirit of them in the first instance. 
As a composition, the speech seems to me by no means free from faults, which, were 
it an exercise for young gentlemen at their studies, it might be worth while to point 
out ; but seeing that we are grown men, and our main object, not rhetoric but Good 
Humour and supplies, I cannot think that the speech was ill adapted to its purpose. 
At any rate it has had the merit of success. It has been highly lauded, and the En- 
glish party, tho' sadly annoyed at one of the measures which it announced, have 
taken the rest in much better part than I expected. The answer of tho Assembly 
is the ablest paper I have ever seen issued from that Body, it so happily accomplishes 
the purpose, which I knew from the principal members that chey entertained, of 
adhering to their former Declarations on matters of general principle, and at the 
same time convoying that spirit of good will towards the now Governor wbieh 
unquestionably prevails at this moment throughout the Assembly. If I can procure 
them, I will enclose copies of the Speech and the Reply. Tho only doubt at present 
seems to be, whether in voting tho arrears of the last two years, the Assembly will in- 
clude repayment of the sum of £31,000 advanced to the Civil servants out of tho 
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Military Chest. If Mr. Spring Bice himself had boon there, he could not have wished 
to hear more homo truths than I delivered on this subject to two or three French 
.Members with whom I dined en petit Comiti the other day. I soon found the ma jority 
of the Company on my side, but one little dyspeptic man, the Editor of the Canadien, 
still held out, declaring that he would readily have repaid the English Govt., but that 
ainoe he had seon Mr. Rice's despatch, he was satisfied that Lord Aylmor had exceeded 
aia authority, and would therefore withold the amount of the advance in order that the 
responsibility might attach to Lord Alymer personally. On this I fell upon my mam 
without ceremony, I roundly denied that Alymer had exceeded his authority ; in 
proof of the necessity of his making the advanoe, I quoted the scandalous tales, un- 
fortunately too true, of Judges having been threatened over night by creditors whose 
causes it was their duty to try the next morning in Court ; and then, passing from 
this topic, I asked if we were in some little Island in a Tropical Sea, or 
whether it were possible that in the greatest Colony which England pos- 
sessed, containing Half a Million of Souls, I had heard vindictive feelings 
against one man assigned as s reason for hazarding the continuance of a 
painful and dangerous contest with the Mother Country. The concessions of Eng- 
land, I observed, proceeded from no motive but. sheer good will. She had now 
offered to the Assembly the unlimited control over the Finances of the Province, but 
if this offer were met by a churlish refusal of the sums she had advanced for th<\ 
benefit of this community, it might be deemed necessary to retract her late offer until 
ber just claims were satisfied, and perhaps .Canada might have to wait long enough 
for the repetition of a proposal, which yet it must be obvious, tended to concentrate 
almost all power in the representatives of the people. What do you think was the 
result ? The little man had the honesty to say that be would qualify according to the 
effect of our discourse, an article which he had prepared on the subject; and sure 
enough the article appeared next day with a statement of the arguments, as no doubt 
he had originally written them, against the paymont of the £31,000, and then an 
additional paragraph embodying the spirit of my arguments on the other side, and 
admitting that it might be best on the whole to bury old differences, and open a 
now account with England. I confess I was pleaded with this incident, n<>t on 
account of any intrinsio importance in it, but because it afforded a further just idea* 
tion of the Hope,which is continually strengthening in roe, that the French Canadians 
are candid, and open to reason. It is astonishing how this country has been mis- 
managed. When I came to know the men, whom the military Rulers here have been 
accustomed to regard as little better than Traitors, and little wiser than children, I 
am surprised to find, 1st, on what friendly bases their views generally arc founded, 
and 2nd!y bow much superior are their perceptions in political science to those of 
the men by whom they have been so arrogantly despised. The other day I was 
present at a conversation between the Mayor of Quebec and some other Canadian 
gentlemen, upon the best means of raising the Reveoue required for the purposes of 
the City, and I assure you yon could not desire to hear more correct principles than 
they proceeded upon, in their discussion. They also showed abundance of publio 
spirit and ingenuity, in their plans for putting down Night Robberies, which have 
begun to bo seriously injurious to Quebec. Tho truth is tba+ the French Canadians 
or bulk of the Community, owing to the natural effect of free Institutions, are govern* 
ing the Country, and are learning the lesson which that practice teaches. The English 
merchants in the meanwhile, swelling with indignation at their own want of power, 
are exercising themselves in no School but that of agitation and remonstrance. Here, 
as I observed in a former letter, they are very skilful, but soon they will be fitter to 
disturb a Govt, than to conduct it, while their Rivals, it is to bo hoped, may 
steadily improve. For this desirable end, however, the Municipal Institutions of 
Canada ought to be extended much more widely ; Canadians ought to be more pro- 
minently employed in official stations, and every effort be made to train them to the 
wise use of that power which, unless you deprive them of English Institutions, they 
must inevitably exeiciso as the great majority of the Society. I doubt not that the 
■British inhabitants will eventually attain an importance sufficient to procure for 
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them a more than equal portion of Public Influence, nor would I suffer them to be 
oppressed in the interval; all I maintain is that, since the French Canadians must at 
present predominate, it is far better to endeavour to qualify them for power than 
vainly seek to exclude them. 

Lord Aylmer's Administration was, I grieve to say, unwise in this rospect 
during the latter period of his Govt. His appointments and recommendations 
within the last twelve months were unpardonable, and there are some of his des- 
patches on those points which I can scarce read with patience, now that 1 under- 
stand the real characters of the Individuals. The truth is that, though amiable and 
well-meaning, he became blinded by prejudice at the end of his administration, and 
nover was there a measure more indispensable than his removal. Tou know that 
about a year ago I thought differently, and on that very account I now make the 
admission more emphatically. In what I have said of the friendliness and judgment 
of somo of the French Canadians, you must not suppose that I include them all. 
Papineau's bias against England and Englishmen is Known, and I still continue to 
fear that, whatever may be the intelligence of others, they will not possess amongst 
them eloquence and nerve enough materially to control the excesses of that ener- 
getic man. Tet the moderate people certainly have gained some advantages this 
Session. The mere proceeding to business is in itself a triumph, for Papineau avow- 
edly wished to refuse to have a Session until the demands of the people for an Elective 
Council were conceded. The subdued and tolerant tone of the answer to the Gover- 
nor's Speeob is also a token of respect foe the views of the temperato part of the 
Assembly. There is daily becoming apparent a more marked opposition of views 
between the Members for the District of Queboc and those from th* District of 
Montreal ; and I only hope that the separation may not be precipitated, for the 
Quebec .Representatives have much more power, while their Colleagues hope to retail 
the appearance of their support, than they could have as a declared Minority acting 
in open opposition to the rest of the House. All I dislike in their former plan of 
action was their unqualified and silent submission to the Majority; to keep measures 
with it is no more than politic. 

One of the first Members of the popular party in the House of Assembly said 
toame a short time ago: " It wonld bo affectation not to look to the probability that 
" sooner or later this Province must. fall off from the Mother-Country, tho' not, I 
" hope, in our generation. None of us think the time near at hand, but some prefer 
"th:» measures which tend to postpone it, others those which seem likely to aocelo- 
" rate it. Mr. Papineau is one of the latter class, I belong to the former." He 
then proceeded to assent to the following opinion", which 1 have found to receive a 
tolerably ready acceptance among tho most intelligent of the French Canadians,' 
that the English Constitution confers upon the Assembly as great power as it has 
any reason to desire ; that whether or not a Canadian have a predilection for Re- 
publican Institutions, he ought to see that the best preparation for them would be a 
schooling in the exorcise of the privileges of Englishmen ; that in their present state 
of political backwardness tho Canadians could not bo thrown off from England with- 
out becoming merged in the Mass of their neighbmrs, but that, enlightened by a 
long use of tho powers secured to them while they are kept within tboir artificial 
limits as n British Colony, they may at some future time be capable of sustaining a 
separato existence of their own. Finally, this Gentleman told me that if, to the 
control which the Assembly was to have over all tho Finance*, were added a respon- 
sible Executive Council of Govt., ho would desire no more, but wonld waive 
all particular Grievance* and all demands of an Electivo Legislative Council. 

This project, of having tbreo or live salaried Councillors, to be chosen from the 
leading m»;n or tho Colony, with Seats iu the Legislature, and bound to got supplies 
or vacate their posts seem- to bo fast gaining ground. Papineau dislikes it, because 
he knows it would put a bit in his mouth, but he confeH.se i to me the otlur day, that 
from tho strong feeling in its favour in tho Assembly, and from the approval of the 
same object among the p >pulnr party in Upper Canada, with whom ho is very 
desirous to co-oporme, he should be disposed not to press his Individual opposition to 
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the scheme. If the Commissioners could devise some secure and acceptable mode of 
realizing it, I am persuaded they would do more to prolong the harmonious connec- 
tion with Canada than by endless investigations of details ; but I know not whether 
they will entertain the subject Lord Howick was strongly prepossessed towards 
such a Measuro > when last 1 saw him in England, and indeed he is the first person by 
whom I ever heard it montioned. 

Come what may, we certainly are in a position favourable enough to increase 
oar responsibility beyond anything I expected. The measures of the Colonial, Office 
nave done much, Lord Gosford's manners have given those measures the fullest . 
effect ; all hitherto has prospered ; it remains to see whether the Commissioners 
will bo able to crown the good work. This is the part of the business in which, 
individually, I have most interest, but of which I cannot pretend that I am most 
confident of a happy issue. No pains shall be wanting, so far as my limited power 
extends, to bring it about ; nor shall I laraeot less deeply, than those who did not 
apprehend it, any failure which may arise from the delay, irresolution, and whim- 
sical compromises, to which it is impossible not to fear that the best seleotion of 
Individuals may fall Victims, when called upon to act jointly, in emergencies requiring 
the utmost promptitude and decision. As yet, at least, we have committed no posi- 
tive fault ; for the future I may tremble, but I will not entirely abandon hope. 

In a place whore there is ho much daily to recall Mr. Stephens' views and 
plans, it is natural that I should often havo felt an impulse to write to him, but I 
resisted it for two reasons ; 1st that I had heard him express some dislike to unau- 
thentic accounts of the State of a Colony ; 2odly that I felt an objection myself, on 
the point of form, to ontering into correspondence with an Under Secretary of State. 
If, however, you think ihoro is anything in my late or present commuuicatiou which 
would be worth his reading, I need not say that I should only be flattered by hia 
taking the trouble to look at them. Of all the little whioh I know in public Business, 
he is tho Father ; and it would be very nndutiful in me not to bo solicitous that he 
should have any information, in my powor, which he might desire to see. Even a 
Midshipman is authority onpugh to give an opinion to the Captain, if tho Mid. bo last 
from deck. In like manner, as I am now exposed to the immediate effect of the 
breezes here, you may report from me 4 * Hazy weather, but clearing a little, to Wind- 
ward."

There is one oircumstancos to which wo attach so little importance on tho spot, 
that I almost forgot to mention it. Tho Assembly refused to insert in its Address 
any formal recognition of tho Commission ; some injudicious or pretended Friends 
urged it, but tho majority rejected tho proposal. In this, I beliovo wo all agreo in 
thinking, that tbey were quite right. The Governor is clearly the only co-ordinate 
Authority with the two Houses of tho Legislature, nor was it was ever wishod that 
the Commission should communicate direct with the Assembly in its Public and 
Associated character. 

I only mention tho thing because at a distanco it might bo misconceived ; while 
the truth is that tho majority of the Assembly are on the best terms with the Com- 
mission, and that Papinoau himself, in vehemently denouncing the proposal of 
recognizing them by tho Assembly in a formal manner, observe 1 that of course the 
House was bound t ) wish the Commission every sucoess, an I that ho was persuaded 
Ifombors in their individual capacity would sujw every desiro t> assist tho proceed- 
ings of the Commission. This is tho very samo language which he and two or throe 
others of the Chief Members, had previously hold to me in p-ivat*. The 
whole question was one of form, but of course those who. are uneasy at any 
good understanding batwoon tho local Authorities and the " French " Party would be 
glad to represent the decision as ooo cf substance, and an affront. 
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NOTE B. 

DON. A. N. MORIN TO HON. PRAXOIS HINCKS. 

Quebec, 8th May, 1841. 
Bear Sib, — I mu6t solicit your indulgence, and express to you my sincere regret 
for not having been able to answer sooner your very important letters to me and to 
our mutual friend Mr. Lafontaine, who has sent them to me under the pretence, 
unfounded, according to me, that being out of the House of Assembly, he was not to 
be considered as a leader of it. But to my own delays, which havo been far from 
coming of a want of personal respect and friendship for you, or of a want of sympathy 
and united ieelings on the subject of our common affairs, several circumstances have 
retarded me : first, my health which has been bad for some time ; secondly, mv dif- 
fidence at attempting to write the English language, and lastly, more than all the 
rest, a belief that I ought not to take the lead when older and abler politicians held 
alr«ady the post of chief* in this part of the Province ; the fact is that I was afraid of 
miere presenting the opinions of others, and almost did believe that I was alone in my 
way of thinking, and that unless I should modify it, I was not to consider myself as 
representing the general opinion here. However, the time drawing near when I 
must answer you, and having seen a good deal, and conversed with many of the 
members and other Liberals, I must at all events let you know my view of our present 
position, and although I beg to be considered as speaking for myself only, I will 
-venture to eay that a large portion of our members would agree with me. To resume 
the whole details in a few words, I am against the Union and against its main features, 
as I think every honest Lower Canadian should bo. But I ain not for violence or baste. 
I do not expect a direct repeal, at least for a time, and therefore I do not wish to 
take a hostile position and embarrass Government on account of the Union. I waot 
to convince the authorities of their error, and give them the necessary time to repair 
it. As to firm though moderate declarations and protestations, we would be unworthy 
of those whom we represent if we did not make them. We cannot sacrifice or compro- 
mise their essential rights; we even hope that a liberal majority will be with us to 
assert them. But 1 am not for entering into collision with the other branches on any 
account if possible, nor for stopping the march of affairs, as some may have fancied. 
We must say what defects are to be remedied, and until that remedy comes or is 
denied, do our best to inspire to the Colonial Government those liberal and popular 
principles and policy which would tend in their application to [secure the liberties 
and welfare of all. If I am reluctantly bound to oppose, I will not do it systematic- 
ally. I am for peace, union, and harmony, if they can be obtained. I still longed 
for those blessings when I resolved to re-enter public life. 1 would retire soon into 
privacy if we were long to be without them. I will go further, and say without 
aesitation that I would cordially support a Government whose labours would tend to 
impsrt them justly and honestly. Much is to be done, of course, or rather undone, to 
convince me that such is the aim of Government, when for years no other plant* have 
been advanced in theory and put in practice but tho? e which were for the destruction 
and prostration of my countrymen. But, dear Sir, if justice can still bo had, let us 
have justice, and help those who will offer it to us, those who are or may be ready to 

fovern according to a free expression of the people's wishes and feelings. Tou may 
e convinced that I have no wish to quarrel with the present Governor or any other 
one. I hope that in all my life I will be, as I think I have been, and still more than 
over if I can j above individual quarrels and considerations. Before the details of the 
XJnion were known, and before that law bad received its execution, I sometimes im- 
agined that I might be instrumental, in even an humble degree, in reconciling the 
Government and the people. It was my only aim, and a9 I had the honour to raeo- 
tion to Lord Sydenham, the only time 1 have conversed with him, I would not think 
it worth while for me to meddle in public affairs any longer, if I had not a hope 
of seeing that harmony subsist in the end. I may err, and I very often err, but to 
attain that ond 1 would devote with pleasure some more years of my most fervent 
labours, if I could bo brought to the belief that our exertions would be useful to our 
fellow citizens, and our advice be heard in the high quarters. 
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But enough, in a general point of view. T hope you have no fear of misunder- 
standings botwoen you and us. For my part I have none. The following explana- 
tions and details will, I hope, convince yon that the Reformers of both Provinces must 
and will act together, although circumstances peculiar to each late Province put them 
respectively in a different position. 

Your letters aro frank, comprehensive, and to me, satisfactory. They have been 
considered so by every one of the few friends to whom 1 have communicated them, 
and as to those to whom I could not give a full knowledge of them, I have had 
indirect means to be satisfied that their general views are concurred in. Some times 
there is a division in words and denominations, as there may bo between you and Mr. 
Neilson here, when no practical discrepancy exists. Tou must not, therefore, bo 
alarmed at some expressions in newspapers, or in speeches, from anyone or two of our 
public men. And even those expressions, in the mind of Mr. Aylwin and Mr. Neilson, 
of whom you think you have to complain, do not apply to you, I am quite certain, 
but only to some of those whom you admit youself, to be disinclined in some points 
to do justice to Lower Canada. Not that I approve of anything. which may tend to 
irritate or disunite, but when 1 see such prospects of good understanding and 
mutual confidence, I look eagerly to tbem. You have seen how the idea of making the 
Repeal a sine qua rum question, and of the members abstaining from sitting until 
then, which wae entertained iu the Aurore, was com batted by the Canadien. Not two, 
or perhaps not one, of the Quebec members, would be for the line of policy recom- 
mended in those articles of the Aurore ; as to the Montreal members, I would be very 
much surprised if they thought otherwise than we do. I thought that on this subject, 
Parent's article of tho 9th April would allay all uneasiness. This last article has, no 
doubt, met your views. Here, everyone continues to have the greatest confidence in 
you and the Reformers of Upper Canada, and to be thankful to you personally, a* 
editor, for your defence of the Canadian character and rights. 

As to parties in the new Hou«e, there may be probably, five shades or divisions, 
three with you and two with ua. 

1st. Upper Canada Liberals and Reformers, decided to act honestly and inde- 
pendently, and advocating popular and responsible Government. 

2nd. Upper Canada Tories or Conservatives, independent from Government, 
rather opposed to it at this moment. 

3rd. Officials in Upper Canada, whether Tories or Reformers, by name, tied or 
predisposed to vote on all matters as if they were directly responsible to tho pre- 
sent Executive. 

4th. Reformers of all grades from Lower Canada, who for the past have advocated 
liberal and popular measures, representing generally, French constituencies, opposed 
to the Union, but friendly to the Upper Canada Reformers and to responsible 
government. 

5th. Officials from Lower Canada, other representatives of the self-called British 
} arty, and other members at Montreal, elected more or less by violence. 

Now, in my opinion, the most natural alliance is I etween numbers 1 and 4, 
although some of you approve of tho Union, on account of the advantages it gives to 
Upper Canada, whilo we oppose it, because none of its provisions aro just or beneficial 
towards us. But natural justice on the one part, and common ideas and interest on 
the other, will bring an understanding, even on this most delicate point. 

Numbors 3 and 5 will, from the beginning, act together also. 

Number 2 may join either. There is a belief here among some, perhaps from not 
knowing the past divisions and recent strifes in Upper Canada, that the party of 
Sir Allan McNab and Mr. Cartwright might unite with you and us, and agree upon 
identical plans of good government. Do you think that Union possible under the 
present circumstances, or likely to last, if it could take place ? 

1 make no mention of the possibility of that party No. 2 joiuing with some of us 
to upset the Union at once, and bo at warfaro until an" absolute repeal comes. I have 
already said I saw no prudence, in that hostile stand. In that case, wo, Lower 
Canada Reformers, would be divided amongst ourselves, a circumstance which I

would deplore bitterly, bat which I do not apprehend. The necessity of a permanent 
alliance should briDg towards yon those of us who might be inclined to act too decid- 
edly, and the same reason should also bring unto as the less decided portion of yoa 
above. 

Should we, in the beginning, in claiming oar rights as Canadians and as British 
subjects, be abandoned by yoa and helped by the Conservatives, that circumstance 
would be more painful to mo than I could express. It would, no doubt, lead to 
confusion and misunderstanding. Still, after tnat, and here I speak lor myself 
and from my own convictions and firm principles on Government matters, I would 
join you and act with you on general affairs, unless I left the field altos-ether, out 
of discouragement. I know in this declaration I am going very f*r. Many would 
prefer the O'Connell-tail-system, and to unite with one party or the other a* 
momentary alliance or expediency may suggest. This I am unable to do. I have no 
cunning, no intriguo and, perhaps, no discernment; and I crave only forwardness and 
honesty. Therefore, if the friends do not befriend me, I will leave the Party, and not 
befriend another camp. 

You see my sincerity, and I can hardly go beyond that Bat from the contents 
of your letters, there is little danger of our being thus placed. It is in that case that 
I would regret my election, when bo many of my best friends, whom I could consult, 
are not to bo in the House. Lafontaine, Leslie, Girouard and Hnot, will be much 
wanting. .Room may be made for the two first here below, if thcro are no near elec- 
tions for Terrebonne and Montreal, under better protection. As to the two latter 
gentlemen, I am sorry that they have declined from the beginning. 

Past disputes on the subject of responsible government, as exemplified in a Pro- 
vincial Executive Council, have created a chasm between you and Mr. Neilson. Now, 
it is very difficult to guess what he will or will not do, but when you treat with him 
person:)! y, you will find him very accommodating. I am sure he is not for violence 
and for creating difficulties. His opposition to the Union, and his labours as Presi- 
dent of ihe Quebec Committee, have given him an immense influence. If we were to 
support a Government ready to do justice to Lower Canada, and he were to oppose it, 
wo could not go on easily. However, ro thing of the kind is to be feared. We had 
some fears in tho beginning ; now we are convinced of his pacific dispositions. Bat 
again, he is the leader ', and not I or any other one. 

You must not be surprised if wo are opposed to the Union, and even if our elec- 
tions have mainly turned upon that point. Marked with so many defects in its de- 
tails, the measure in principle has been advocated both in England and here as tho 
surest means of destroying the political rights and social institutions of half a million 
of people. No other principle but that one can be squeezed out of it. The few con- 
stitutional advantages it seems to confer on Lower Canada, comparatively with the 
late temporary Government, are offensively curtailed, and in every respect the whole 
of it is injurious to us. As to Upper Canada, with the exception of the debt, which 
I confers is a great boon, it diminishes the public liberties, and we have all been told 
to rost satisfied with that, content or not It reduces the legislative functions of the 
Assembly to tho power of voting new taxes, but withoat power to control the pro- 
ceeds, or apply them, except when over about £150,000 yearly, and with the strange 
anomaly ot the Executive branch having the initiative. 

Hut another thing is to be dissatisfied with the Union, and another thing to be 
disposed t<> break everything on account of it. I am convinced that the late Act 
would n »t be immediately repealed, and that if it was, it would be orly for worse. It 
is a well-known fact that it has boon passed in opposition to the well-known wishes 
of Lower Canada. Bent on injustice, as are presently towards us the metropolitan 
authorities, lrom lack of duty, or from misapplied national prejudice, it is only 
with time, and with the help of honest and liberal men amongst you, that we can 
instil better feelings in the hearts of our rulers. Let as try so to do, and in the 
meantime let Upper and Lower Canadians know and appreciate each other bettor, and 
cement a nnion which, at all events, will be protiLable to both ; it is true that if we 
have not a majority for good government in tho House, we may be left under tba 
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scourge of ordinances passed permanent by the late special Council, bat if the same 
body hud lasted, somo more ordinances might have heaped the system now in operation. 

Wo do not wisu to make the Speakership a political question. If you think it 
just that a member ppenking both languages should have the honour, I would men- 
tion Mr. Viger, Mr. Cuvillier, Mr. Quesnel, Mr. Neilson. The one who suits you best 
would, no doubt, be acceptable here ; as to offering, it has never been done, and how- 
ever proper in its terms the circular of Sir Allan McNab -was, it has appeared to us 
something strange. If you do not, any more than us, make a political question of the 
matter, and if you wish to have a member from Upper Canada, I think Sir Allan 
or Mr. Merritt would have a chance. Why has not Mr. Vigor's name been men- 
tioned ? Ho will certainly be the most learned member in historical, political and par- 
liamentary knowledgo, and his whole life has been devoted to the popular cause, if 
you prefer Mr. Cuvillier, bis nomination would likely be welcome. We have had very 
little opportunity of late to know his opinions, but 1 have no doubt he is independent 
and liberal. Mr. Lsfontaine was the proper choice to be made ; he has been out-seated 
in a bush at the furthermost extremity of a county, with a population of 200 Tories 
and 20,000 Liberal*. Uodor the present circumstances, Mr. Baldwin, who otherwise 
would have met our choice, could hardly be proposed. But we have great confidence 
in him, and so has Mr. Neilson. My name has neon mentioned in Lafontaine's letters, 
and in yours. I must not play the hypocrite, and will speak at once on the subjeot. 
Setting aside the arduousnese of the task, there would be many more aged and raoro 
able members to whom an injustice would be made if any junior member was pro- 
posed. Those members and their friends would consider it invidious I think, 
therefore, that even if I were able to keep the balance and conoile so many conflicting 
parties as there will be in the House, 1 should be out of the question. I hud never 
believed that 1 would be thought of. I must be on the floor, where I will try to vie 
with my colleagues in zeal, independence and sincerity. I know prospect* are not 
encouraging, and many think that it is better for Lower Canada, in the present time, 
to abstain altogether from politics, until justice is done to us. I am sometimes my- 
self dbcouruged, but I hope to be able to bring on that justice, as one of many, if we 
can be understood, as 1 have no doubt we will. Our Quebec people intend to be at 
Kingston a few days beforehand ; ho the Montrealers will be invited to do. Some hours 
of personal intercourse will do much more than a long written correspondence. 

You see at once, no doubt, that the annihilation of Lower Canada as it has up to 
this time exinted, is a favourite project. The Tories of Montroal, therefore have 
realized all their dreams, and they cannot bo said to have J>een kept down, for they 
have all power upon our lives, property, rights, interests and feelings even, and that 
without any successful appeal. And encouraged as they are, they go in every instance 
much beyond what the authorities might have even supposed. But Lower Canada, 
as a community of British-born citizens, has been transferred to that party, styling 
themselves exclusively British. We are told every day that such a system is to be 
maintained, and we bo deprived of our rights and existence by all means, lawful or 
not. Will you accede to that? An enlighten* d regard is to be had for Lower Canada, 
that is to say. tho regard of the officials and the pretended British party, just as they 
may advise for themselves or fancy for their interests, they being in all points to 
decide and judge for us, to make the law or to evade it, just as convenient, the regard 
being always subservient to the annihilation. Hence are legitimated fraud, violence 
and murder at elections, and every other thing which may be resorted to to maintain 
the enlightened regard with those who have assumed it to themselves. I can not 
believe, nor will 1 ever believe unless forced to do so. that such are the views of Gov- 
ernment. If they were, it would be a thing much to be deprecated. Ages of suffering 
and hatred would ent-ue, wbero love and affection aro so easy to be won. There is no 
people oasior to govern or to maintain in affection and confidence, if but tho Govern- 
ment would. Our political rights unimpaired on the oneway, and the full enjoyment 
of our social institutions, unless amended by our own consent, are the best and proba- 
bly the only means of securing for ever that affection and that confidence, at heart, and 
at hand. It is that truth that I will endeavor with all my might to persuade to those 
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in power, whom I would respectfully advise to shake off the dirt which subservient 
And interested partizans are neaping every day on the sacred altar of justice, sullying 
the honour of the Empire itself. Should Government take a contrary course, 1, for 
one, would not only support it, but help it wilh my utmost endeavours, and I would 
have no fears for the result of the experiment. I am a friend to British connexion and 
institutions, if we truly had them ; they are sufficient to render us happy and content- 
ed, and to develop all our energies and capabilities towards one same end, peace, 
Justice and prosperity. Let us only endeavour to obtain in truth those liberties and 
institutions, and let us join in supporting any Administration which will help us and 
protect us. I will add one wish more ; may the present head of the Executive him- 
self be advised to adopt that liberal course. 

To effect hat, a change of some men is necessary. I have confidence in Mr. 
Baldwin and V Daly. The other gentlemen from Upper Canada you know better 
than we do. Tho two others here are the active agents of that domination party to 
which we owe nil our evils ; they belong to tbat class of officials of whom Lord 
Durham's eniployfs taid that they had dene enovgh to drive the people mad into the woods, 
and their irresponsibility and over-enormous salaries have since been increased with 
no great capacity added, as far as Messrs. Ogden and Day are concerned. What you 
may have to say of Messrs. Draper and Sullivan remains with you. Now, if you 
cherish a hope that the result of our first Session might be to bring a change in tho 
Executive Council, by replacing the abovo with more able, more disinterested, more 
honest and more popular men, alike ready to respect all and do justice to all, 1 have 
every disposition to act in concert with you. If the present officials cling to their 
money, why, let them continue to have it, and be divested of the power of doing evil, 
and let honest advice be given to the Governor on all subjects in which tho people's 
welfuro is interested ; let enlightened, public opinion replace the enlightened regard of 
party spirit, and I venture to say that very few of us will be wanting in the support 
of Government, endeavouring in the meantime to obtain justice aud redress, either by 
Provincial legislation or by addresses to the Imperial authorities. 

hut, let me add one thing, and I have done. Have you a hope that responsible 
government, in the way you understand it, or something near, will be offered and con- 
ceded to us ? What would you say of an organization of officials strictly responsible 
to the Executive eummities only, who themselves would not be, in any way. respon- 
sible to the popular branch, arid would pretend, instead of that, to compose that 
branch at their pleasure, and render it r( sponsible also to themselves? Mind that 
there he no misunderstanding in terms when speaking of responsible government. 

I wish, with all my heart, to have given you satisfaction by thus explaining my 
views to you. I repeat it, we will easily be understood. Ton, Reformers, are our 
only natural friends We have been too sincere in our past toils for liberty and 
reform, I wover ill acknowledged and ill-rewarded, to join presently with men of 
other cre« <K This is at loast my view of the position which is likely to be taken 
by my countrymen, a position, independent from the Executive, but not hostile to it, 
and even of readiness to holp and support it, if it would listen to our honest advice, 
and offer to us in its Councils the guarantee of men possessing public, confi leuco. 

I may still, if I have leisure, communicate to you by letter, some views on tho 
practical operation of responsible government. 

This long epi&tlo will, I hope, atone for my past negligence. Excuse my 
English, for 1 know n: any of my expressions must have been very awkward. This 
letter is of course prwote t but I have no objections to its being communicated 
privately also, to some of our friends, if it can do good. 

If the Reformers were still, as should appear to you, miMindcrstauding each 
other in both Provinces, which, however, I do not apprehend to bo the case, pray 
lose no time in setting mo at right, and giving further occasion to di-cus^ion and 
explanation. What I say, I say in good faith. If I have not sooner written, I have 
not, however, been inactive. I bavo consulted many of our c< ll< : gues and other 
iriends. All agree in deprecating violence, in desiring to act in concei t with you, and 
in expressing their confidence in your friends, and yourself personally. For my 
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part, Dear Sir, it shall be an unfeigned pleasure to me, when I am at liberty to culti- 
vate y oar acquaintance and friendship, devoid of any political consideration. 
Mr. Huot and Mr. Parent beg to be recalled to your friendly souvenirs.

The humble Petition of tho Governor and Company of Advon- 
Petition of the Ad- turers of England tiadetng into Hudson's Bay, most humbly 
venturers of En*- 8 heweth ~ 
'*nd Tradeing to bnewein » — 

HalaonsBay. That the Ports and Places within Huisons Bay in America, 

were first discovered by the subjects of the Imperial Crowne of this 
Kiogdomo, denominated, frequented and sailed to, only by them successively for 
upwards of one hundred Years. 

That tho Petitioners havo Traded into those parts above Twenty Yoarcs, and in 
that time have expended near Two hundred thousand pounds sterling in erecting and 
makeing Forts and Factories there, and iu sctlin^ a trade and olhor necessaries thore- 
onto within tho limitts of their Charter, and have now arrived to a very considerable 
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Trade therein to the Honour and profit of this Kingdome, and the increase of Your 
Majoslyes Customes and shipping, and never wore distuibed or any way molested 
therein, nntill the year 1682, when one Monsieur de la Cheney and other private mer- 
chants of Canada, without any Commission or Colour of Authority from hid Most Chris- 
tian Majesty, or from the Governor of Canada, did set out ships, and in a piratical I 
manner disturbe and annoy the Peticonere in their Factories and Settlements at Port 
Nelson and did barn their Houses and robbed them of their Trade thero, of all which 
tho' severall meroorialls were 6ent to the Court of France by his late Majesty of ever 
blessed Memory in behalfe of the Peticoners demanding satisfaction for the same, yet 
none was obtained. 

And in November, 1685, the peticionere renewed their complaints by an humble 
peticon to Your Majesty setting forth they had then received fresh intelligence that 
ye French bad, in an open hostile manner, in the time of peace and Rood correspon- 
dence of the two Crownes, feized within Hudsons Streightsone of yo Peticoners ships 
commanded by ono Edward Humes, and carryed her, with all her ludeiog and severall 
of your JMajestys subjects upon her, prisoners to Quebeck. 

That His Most C hristian Majesty gave answer thereunto ar d promised that as to 
the said ship, he would forthwith bend necessary orders to Canada to have an account 
of what had hapned in lhat affair, and after information thereof, would order what 
should be just and reasonable, but instead thereof Richard Smitbsend mate of the 
said ship, and seme of her crew, were kept prisoners at Quebeck for above Eleven 
months, and for ye mofct part were led only with bread and water, and at 
last tent away as slaves toMartinico in the West Indies, as the Peticoners have been 
lately assured by the said Smithsend, who made his escape and is wth in few days 
since anived in London, and his affidavit attesting ye same and the French their 
proceedings against Your Peticoners in takeing tho Bottomeof the Bay is hereunto 
annexed. 

That in February, 168$, the Peticoners made reply to the said answer, and at 
the same time made their peticon and Memoriall of complaint to Your Majesty 
setting forth the great Injuries and Depredations done to the Peticoners in their 
Tradv, Factories and Estates in the Hudson's Bay, by the subjects of his most Chris- 
tian Majesty [and did annex to the same a deduction of their severall Losses and 
Sum rings by ye French of Canada, amounting to Threescore Thousand pounds. 

Tl at the Peticoners have advice, that the Canada ships are this year arrived at 
Bocl oil and noe wise doubt but his most Christian Majesty has by them received an 
account alout the Peticoners said ship and other their great Sufferings and Losses 
by his eul jects. 

That the Peticoneis have had the honour to receive many gracious Favours and 
Encourage mts from your Majettyes late Boy nil Brother (of ever blessed Memory) 
and not only then bad the GJory to be under Your Boyall Care as their -Governor, 
but also' k lately upon their humble application and Complaint to your Majesty of the 
Continued Injuries they Yearly receive from the subjects of the French King, Your 
Majesty was graciously pleased to give them from your owne Boyall Mouth, the as- 
sureanee of Your Majesties Protection and Care to see them righted. 

And in stedfast assurance of your Majesties most gracious and Boyall Word, 
but in the most humble and dutifull manner, 

The Peticoners do presume to represent to your Majesty, — 

That within these two months the Petitioners have received repeated advices and 
Intelligei ces from France and severall other plases, whereby it appeares that the 
French of Canada, this Yeare, have in a Piraticall manner taken and totally despoiled 
tho Petitioners of three of their Forts and Factories in ye bottom of Hudson's Bay, 
thiee of their ships or vessels, Fifty Thousand Beaver SkinnB and a great quantity of 
Provinons, Stores and Meichandizcs laid in for many Yeares Trade; and have in a 
(mail vessell tuined out to sea above Fifty of Your Majestyes Subjects, who then were 
in the Petitioners service, to shift for themselves or perish miserably besides those 
whome tbey have either Killed or detained Prisoners. 

And the French of Canada give out to the native Indians, that thoy tho said 
.French will have Hudsons Bay and Trade into their owne hands and utterly out the 
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Peticoners of the same, which if they effect will prove a very great Loss to Your 
Majesty and this Kingdome and will utterly mine the Petitioners. 

All which is humbly submitted to yonr Majesty's most gracious consideration. 

And the Peticoners humbly pray, that 'your Majesty will be graciously pleased 
to afford them your Royal 1 assistance and Protection, and that your Majesty will de- 
mand and procure satisfaction to be made to them for all the Josses and Damages 
they have as well formerly as by this last Invasion sustained from the subjects of bis. 
most Christian Majty and that his most Christian Majesty may be instantly pressed to 
give effectuall commands to His Governor at Canada and other bis subjects to Quitt and 
deliver up to the Peticoners their agents and servants, all ye Forts, factories, Bhips and 
whatever else they have taken from the Peticoners in Hudsons Bay and for the more 
sincere and effectuall obtaining of ye same, that his most Christian Majesty may now, 
before the departure of the Peticoners ships this spring, send unto your Majesty a 
positive mandate to goe by the Peticoners owne snips this expedition, comanding 
all the subjects of his most Christian Majty which shall be found in the Bottom of 
the Bay, or any other the Factories or Territories of the Peticoners on sight thereof 
to Quitt and surrender all the said places with all that did to them belong and to de- 
part from thence and leave the quiet and intire possession of ye same to ye Peticon- 
ers their Agents, Factors and servants, and that noe shins or subjects of that Crowne 
may for ye future annoy or molest ye Peticoners in their Bights, possessions and 
Trade, and that ye Peticoners may have ye sole trade of Hudsons Bay, according to 
ye purport and gracious intention of jour Majty s Boy all charter.

CHURCHILL GOVEBNOR. 



Your Lordships have doubtless heard of (as well as all Europe 
Memoriille of ye admired at) the many Insults committed by ye French on his 
tomilj Ccmpuy Majestys subjects in Hudsons Bay for five yeares last past in the time 
to their LcrdpbipB. of peace and gocd Correspondence between the Two Crownes after 

more than an hundred yeares intire and quiet Possession of the said 
Bay by his If sjesties subjects, your Lordpps have also been acquainted with the 
Companys severall Memorialls of complaints and repeated Petitions to his Majesty to 
cause restitution to be made of the ships, Merchandize and Forts taken from them, 
and also for reparation of the vast damage they have susteined thereby ; nor can 
your. Lordships (wee hope) be ignorant oi bis Majesties most gracious answer to our 
Petition delivered in ffebvuary last, when he was pleased to tell us that his Honour 
was concerned with cur Interest, and be would have reparation for boih, which 
Bo j all aEsureance from bis sacred mouth hath soe reanimated our detponding spiritts 
that we have againe prepared fref-h snpplyes of Provisions lor our servants in the 
Bay (if any survive their miseries) as well As new cargoes of Merchandize, for our 
Trade with ihe ratives, the happy success whereof will be intirely owing to your 
Lordships Favour and despatch, and we cannot but acknowledge it as the first good 
step to ye prosperity of our Company, that providence hath eoe kindly inclined His 
Majesty to referr the Companyes Welfare, to persons of soe much real worth Honour 
and Integrity. 

Wee are sufficiently sensible that it is our Duty to wait your Lordships houres 
and to attend your Motions and Comands in all things, but we humbly begg leave 
also to assure you that the Cogency of our affaires is so urgent in this Juncture, that 
we are compelled to mako this humble address to begg your Lordships consideration 
of these preliminary propositions, vizt: 

1st. That it hath been the Company's care to despatch their ships for the Bay in 
the Beginning of May, because there is but one season of the Year to goo and come, 
and if they have not an early dispatch, they will be frozen in and loose their voyage. 

2dly. That this Year by reason of the Treaty Your Lordships are entring upon, 
We have delayed our expedition as much as possible, nevertheless we have contracted 
by Chatter Party with the owners and masters of those ships which we hire, that they 
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shall eaile before or at furthest on the 25th day of this Instant month of May, beyond 
which timo if we delaine them, Wee shall not only break oor Charter Party and pay 
great Demurrage for oar delay, but also highly endanger the Total 1 Loss of our voyage 
as is aforesaid. 

• Now because we are sensible that ye adjusting all differences, betwixt us and the 
French (and especially in agreeing ye Districts of the Gompanyes country for Trade, 
and the particulars of their Damages sustained) may take up too mueh of Tour Lord 
ships time to effect the same before the necessary Departure of our ships at present 
we can only pray That your Lordships will endeavour immediatly to obtaine from 
the French Plenipotentiaries here a positive mandate to all ye French in the Bay 
to be sent in our vessells, commanding them to deliver us all the ships, Factories and 
merchandizes, Ac, which they took from us last year at the Bottom of the Bay. 

This we are humbly of opinion they will not deny because they never made any 
claime nor visited it, till the last summer, when they destroyed His Maty's subjects 
there by surprise, even at the instant when a Treaty was on foot for a good Corres- 
pondence and a perpetuall peace botweene ye two Crownes. And this we hope yoor 
Lordships will agree to be essentially necessary to the welfare of the Company that, 
it would be very imprudent (if our servts. oould live there without a supply of Pro- 
visions from England) to send any ships thithor without the said Mandate : as well be- 
cause the Preni/h there have doubtless received the Publication of the lately Treaty for 
confirming the possessions they had tho sixth day of November last, and consequent, 
ly will treate our servants as enemies and seize our ships and effects as heretofore a* 
also for that we shall find it very diffioult to engage hired ships and men to expo* 
themselves to the mercy of ye Frenoh (who have already treated his Majestya 
subjoets bo ill) and when they carry noe force to oppose their violence. 

All which we most humbly submitt to your Lordsnips serious and timely considera- 
tion.

J^j* 1 0 * m £Z In the Year 1610, Mr. Henry Hudson His Majestys subject sailed 
teaching Hadioiif into the streights and Bay of Hudson, took possession thereof giveing 
b«j. names to severall places therein by whioh they have been since 

called and knowne in the maps of those parts, as woll forreign as Eng- 
lish. 

In the Year 1612 Sr. Thomas Button an Englishman sailed into the said 
streights and Bay, took possession of severall places particularly of the River of Port 
Nelson and Territories thereunto belonging in tho name of his master King James 
the first, and callod the said River and Port wherein they then wintered by the name 
of Port Nelson from the Comandor of the ship wherein he sailed, whose name was 
Nelson. 

In the Year 1631 Capt. Luke Fox by comand of his late Majesty King Charles 
the first made a voyage to Hudson's Bay and amongst other places within the said 
Bay, he entered the River of Port Nelson and finding there a oross which had been 
erected by Sr. Thorn a Button with an Inscription defaoei, he set up the said cross,

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againe with a new inscription declareing his Majestys Right and Possession and then 
named the adjacent countries upon the said Biver New North- Wales as its called to 
this day in tbe mapps of America. 

In the Year 1667 another voyage was made to the said Bay by one Zachery 
Gilham an Englishman who sailed into a River in the Bottom of the Bay calling it 
R a pert River in Honour of Prince Rupert, who was principally concerned in that 
expedition with other adventurers, built a Fort there which he called Charles Port is 
Honour of his late Majesty and taking possession of the River and Lands thereabouts 
entered into a good Correspondence and Trade with the natives. 

In the Tear 1669 Capt.Newland entered Port Nelson and declared His Majesties 
Sight thereto by setting up His Mejestys Armes as the Bnsigne3 of his Sovereignty. 

In the Year 1670 His Majesty was pleased by his Royal charter to incorporate 
the said Adventurers granting them power to Trade exclusively to all others within 
the said streights and Bay and within all the Lands and Territories, Rivers and 
Islands in and about the said straights and Bay. 

In the Year 1673 Charles Bayley was sent by the Company as Governor of the 
Factories within the said Bay, with whome Mon. Sr. Frontenao then Governor of 
Canada, kept a good Correspondence, without complaining of any injury done by the 
Company or their agents in settling of oommerce or building of Forts in the Bottom 
of the Bay. 

In the year 1680 Capt Draper in one of the Companies ships entered the Hirer 
of Port Nelson. 

In the Yeare 1682 the Company's Agents and Factors built a Fort and were 
setting a Factory in Port Nelson when they were first disturbed by the French, the 
Adventurers having expendede near 200,0002 for Twenty Yearcs last past in building 
of Forts and Factories within the Limitts of their charter. 

His Majesties Right to Hudson's Bay and Territories thereunto belonging being 
thus deduoed without any Interruption or dispute, untill tbe Year 1682, is likewise con 
firmed by subsequent Treaties, and particularly by the Treaty concluded between his 
Majesty ard the Most Christian King on ye -fa November, 1686, where in it is stipu- 
lated that both Kings, shall have and retaine to themselves all the Dominion, Rights 
and Preeminences in the America Seas, Roads and Waters, in as full and ample manner 
as of Right belonged to them, and in such manner as they then possessed tbe same, 
which as it certainly establishes and confirmos a Right in his Majesty to 
those Places in Hudson's Bay and streights whereof the English were then 
aotually possessed, soe doth it likewise of those places which were lately seized 
by the Merchants of France, which at ye Signing of the Treaty, were understood by 
both parties to be in the Possession of ELis Majesty's subjects, such dispossession as 
lately hapned haveing been certainly made in the time of peaco and therefore cannot 
be deemed a Rightful Possession of the French within the Genuine intention of the 
Treaty. 

Lastly if any objection should be made to the tracts and arguments herein set 
forth to prove bis Majesty's Title to Hudeons Bav and Territories thereunto belonging 
or if any Right shall be pretended by the Frencn to those places, the Company of 
Adventurers most humbly pray that leave and opportunity may be given them to 
make their reply, not doubting to give His Majesty full satisfaction therein.

Reply to the Answer given by the French Commissioners to the memoriall con- 
cerning the Right of His Majesty of Great Brittain to ye Bay and Streights of Hudson 
and of the Damages which bis Majesty's subjects have sustained by the Violence of 
the French Together with an answer to what is alledged by tho French for justifying 
the Right and Title to that Country and Streights.

It is not necessary to prove settlements made by the said Cabot or by Hudson, 
seeing the French never began to make any till ye year 1682, above twelve 
years after the English had built several 1 Forts and established Factories under the 
immediate Protection of his present Majesty who wan Governor thereof. 

There is noe intention of Establishing a Right by Maps, yet the names given in 
them to Places and Countrys are convincing arguments of the Propriety. 

It would seeme very strange that had they some years before had any thoughts 
of makoing pretentions to this Colony they would have permitted ye printing Mapps 
at Paris (licensed by the King's authority and dedicated to the Dauphin in France) 
in which are seen none but English names for all that part of America. 

It hath been alieady said that ye French never made any apparent settlements 
in the Bay and Streights of Hudsou before that which they made by Force of Armas 
in the year 1682. 

If Opt Henry Hudson in the year 1610 Sr Tho. Button in 1612 and Capt Luke 
Fox in 1631 have made notable voyages into those parts by the express commands 
of their Soveraignes 'tis not to be imagined but there have likewise been private 
Voyages made within that tim<% in which as well an in the other, they did not only 
take possession, but continued there for some time and left the usaall marks of the 
sovereignty of their masters, besides the names which have not been since changed, 
there needed not at that time any other hoc considerable navigators to maintains His 
Majtys Right which other nations never disputed. 

As to the Cross planted and erected by the English Captains the Truth of it it 
beyond all dispute, this Erecting of Crosses haveing been practised by the English in 
every Jioigne as the Publick Aots of all times do testify on like occasions and hitherto 
nothing was ever userped where the Cress was a certaine mark of the takeing Posses- 
sion. 

The name of the North Wales givea by Sr. Thomas Button to the neigubour«ng 
Country after a formall Possession taken ot Judsons Bay and the streights, doth 
sufficiently Justify His Majesty's Rig »t to those parts and leaves noe Koome for 
other nations to make their pretensions. The expedition made in 1667 is alone 
solemn enough to establish the Right of the English, and is not the less valid for 
the service they reaped therein from Grosseliers and Ridieson said to be French 
men. The Venetians migh^ as well pretend to the English Colonies, because ^abot 
made the discovery and the Genoese might demand reason of Spaine for their Pos- 
sessions in the Indies, because Colomb was a native of that State. There are few 
expeditions or Voyages, and scarce any Conquests made where thero is not a mix- 
ture of Foreigners 'tis sufficient that those people were not forced but hired into the 
service of the English nation. 

It hath been made appear that the French never had any right to these 
Countries, so that the Treaty of Breda makes nothing for them, but rather Confirmes 
His Majesties Right and Title. 

The Right '.o the Bay and streights of Hudson, being thus plainly made out, 
it will not be necessory to prove His Majestys Title to ye River, Coasts and Port 
Nelson, which are bit members or a small part ot the fformer inolosed within His 
Majesties continent under those names. It is likewise needless to rehenrse that in the 
Year 1612, C*pt. Nelson goeing in Person dwelt there till his death leaving his name 
to that place and that the French never came into that river or Road before the Tear 
1682, when they first began to build a small (fort upon the Raines of his Majesties 
subjects after having by meer violence caused great Loss and Damage to the Eng- 
lish nation. 'Tis owned that tho two ffrench Vessels came in the yoar 1^82 to ye 
Western Coasts of Hudson's Bay ca'Jed by tho Indians Kakiakioway, tho name of 
Bourbon being given it upon the spott But it can at ye same time bo proved b/ 
Authontick Witnesses that these ships arrived after ye vessell fro ai Boston whereof 
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young Guilharc was master being his Majesty's subject who had no need of commis- 
sion to verify bis Majesty's Title and who, too' he did notowne the English Company, 
was nevertheless under ye Royal 1 Protection of England, and as a subject to ye 
Crowne, might establish the same Bight for his nation as the French ships pre- 
tended to doe for theirs. 

This late taking of PosNession on which there is noe necessity of founding oar 
Right was secoudod lew days after by the arrival of an other vo*9oll from Borland 
whereof Guilham the father was master, at which time Mr. Bridgird Governor for 
the English Company made knowne to ye French His Majostye^ Right and Title and 
the Privi ledges of the Company to the Trade of that Country. Notwithstanding 
which, these new comers overcame by strength or Polioy both the ffather and tho 
son and destroyed or took their vessells with what they had on board, tho' in time of 
peace and within the Possessions of the Crowne of England, which never were dis- 
puted there before even in time of warr. 

'Tis acknowledged that ye Grant or Letters given by His Majesty to ye English 
Company do not of themselves give any Right, but ye establish mt of a Company 
priviledged for so Considerable a Commerce and the Actual Tradeing they have Main- 
tained with ye Inhabitants in pursuanoe of the said Grant or Letters, the Forts they 
have built in severs 1 1 places and the Factories they have kept at so vast a charge, do 
plainly shew that his Maty was not deceived, but that ye grant was founded in hi* 
owne Right which hath been yett further confirmed by this last takeiog of possession 
and ye Continuall Tradeing of his subjects under his Royal 1 Authority. 

The English Company doth not think it selfe obliged to answer the Damages 
sustained by the French in 1683, seeing what they did on that occasion was against 
the Intrusion of the French and in pursuanoe of the Powers and Priviledgcs granted 
tbem by his Majesty for the Trade of those parts. 

What is here meant is little to the Purpose either in regard to ye last Treaty or 
to his Majestyes former or present Title whoreof the Dispute and proceeding by such 
ways in time of peace and under the Bhadow of a Treaty of good Correspondence 
seeme very extraordinary and may prove of dangerous Consequence. 

As to the Titles produced by the French Commrs, the Commission given 
by King Francis the first is of noe force in respect to these Countries, there haveing 
never been any Actual Possession taken and in effect all the other Letters Patten ts 
can signify nothing in prejudice to his Majiys Right, Boeing noe prince whatso- 
ever can he hindred from giveing to his Governors, Agents and Com panys such Titles 
as he shall think best. Those given by Henry the Great and Louis the 13th compre- 
hend all that the Crowne of England possesses or hath possessed on ye Coutinent of 
America, together with severall Largo Islands, which nevertheless cannot in the 
least eclipse or diminish His Majestyes Ciai me. Now if the Commissioners should 
insist on Titles of that nature, there would be no safety for his Majestys Hubjects in 
America. Carolina, Pensilvaoia and other places possessed by his Maje^ys subjects 
even since the Treaty at Breda would be in Danger should the French think tit to> 
surprize them, after which it would not be difficult for them to all edge imaginary 
discoveries or even to prove that five or six French had passed that way before, and 
made bomo Contract with the Indians. It is much more just and reasonable to rely 
upon Actuall discoveries and upon possession taken in view of all the World and 
w hich have continued for a long time together and are too clearly proved by the 
violence of the French in their enterprise in the Years 1682 and Ki86. 

An to the Dammages sustained by the subject* of ffrance, the English Company 
maintai' e they are not obliged to indemnify thorn after soe manifest an Invasion. 

ltehull not be ye fault of ye Company of Hudsons Bay, if their Agents and those 
of ye Company of Canada do not keep within their respective Bounds, the one pre- 
tending only to the Trade of the Bay and straights above menconed, whilst the Other 
keopg to that of Canada — and that the Forts, Habitations, ffactories an I establishmts. 
of tho Englmh Company be restored and their Limitts made good as ye first 
discoverers, Possessors and Tradors thither, being the Lawf nil marks of soveraignty 
aod thia for above Twelve Years together before ever the French thought of attacks 
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ing it or troubling the Trade of the English within the Bounds of ye said Company, 
for otherwise how may subjects of England Trnet to a Treaty of Neutrality iu case 
of a Rupture if oven in time of peace they see themselves bereaved of their posses- 
sions and estates without sueh intire Reparation and satisfaction as proceedings so 
violent and unjust doe require.

des Anglois, et elle n'est pas moins legitime et valable pour le service quils tirerent 
des nommea dos Grosseliers et Radibson qu'on dit estre Francis. Les Venitiens 
pretendront-ils aux Colonies d'Angletene parce que Cabot en fit la decouverte, etles 
Genois demanderont-ils raison de I'Espagne pour leurs Possessions nux Indes, parce 
Colombestoit natifde leur Estat ? II ne se fait gneres ni d'Expeditions ni de 
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Voyages ni m&mo de Conquest* oft il n'y ait quelque melange de Nations Etran- 
geres. II snffit qao ces gens n'ont pas este Forcez maisrecus a Gages au servioe de 
la Nation Angloiso. 

An roste on fait voir que lea Francois n'ont jamais eu aooan droit sar le Pais on 
Question, do sorte que le Traits de Breda ne fait Rien poor eux et justifio sealement 
le Droit de Sa Majesty 

Tclleraent que ces'droits estant si bien establis sur la Baye et Detroitsde Hudson 
il n'est pas necossaire d'entrerdans les preuves de ses Titres sar la Riviere, Costa et 
port de Nelson qui n'en est qu'vn me more ot vne petite partie renfermeo dans 1'oten- 
dae da Domaine de Sa Majeste* sous les susdits noms. II est memo inutile de red iro 
qu'en 1'iinneo 1612 le Capita ine Nelson y eatant en Personne et y ayant demeure jus- 
qu'a Fa mort, il y laissa son nom et que les Francois ne sont jamais entrezdans cette 
Rividre et rado avant 1682 quand ils commencerent d'y bfttir un petit fort sur lee 
Raines des Sujeta de Sa Majeste* et apres leur avoir cause par des violences extraordi- 
naire des penes et Dommagos considerables a la Nation Angloise. On avoue bion 
qao les deux vaiscoaux Francois aborddrent en l'an 1682 a la Coste du Ouest de la Baye 
do Hudson appellee par les lndiens Kakiakioway, le nom de Bourbon y ayant 6ate 
donne sur lo champ.

Cette noavcllo prise de Possession sur laquelle il n'est pas necossaire d 'etablir son 
droit, fut encore seconder pen de jours apres par l'arrivee d'un autre naviredeLondrea 
monte par Guilbam le Pere quand le sieur Bridgard Gouverneur pour la Compagnio 
Anglois declara aux Francois les Titres de Sa Majeste et les Privileges de la Compa- 
gnio pour lo commerce du dit Pais. Mais nonobstant tout cola, ces nouveaux venus 
accablerent ou par Force ou par Surprise les deux Capitainos Pereet fils etruioerent 
ou priront doux vaisseaux avec tout ce qui restoit dessus quoyqu'en terns de Paix ot 
sur lo Domaine de la Couronne d'Angleterre, qu'on n'avoit jamais couteste aupara- 
vant memo en terns de guerre. 

On ecait bien que la Concession ou Lettres du Roi ootroyeos a la Compagnio 
Angloiso ne peut eimploment former un droit, mais l'Etablispement d'une Compagnio 
privilegiee pour vn Commerce si considerable et le Commorce aotuel qu'olle a 
cntrctonu avec les Naturels du Pais en consequence do cette concession. Les Porta 
qu'elle a b&tis en plusieurs endroits et les Factories- qu'elle a main tonnes ai long terns 
avec do si grandee Dopensos, font bien voir que Sa Majeste s'est fondee sur son anoiea 
Droit, qu'elle a cependant affermi par cette dcrniere possession et commerce conti- 
nue! do ses Sujcts sous la Favour de son Autorite Royale. 

La Compagnie Angloise ne croit pas devoir tenir conte aux Francois des dommagos 
qu'ila souffriront en l'an 1683 puiaqu'elle n'a agi en cette occasion con Ire 1' Intrusion 
des Francois qu'en consequence des Pouvoiro et Privileges donnes par le Roy poor le 
Commerce de tous ces Pais. 

II importo pcu a I'interost do Sa Majeste a quoi on sa rapporte ou au dernier 
Traite ou a son ancien et premier droit, dont la Contestation et Procedures par des 
voyes do fait on terns de Paix et foup i'ombre d'un Traite de bonne correspondence 
parroissent fort extraordinaire^ et pcu vent avoir do fort dangcreuses suites. 

Pour Reponse aux Titres produits par Messrs les Commissaires de France, on 
dira que la Commission du Roy Francois premter n'est d'ancune valour a l'egard dea 
Pais en question, n'y ayant point eu do Possession actuolle et memo toutes los autre* 
Lettres patentes montionnees ne pcuvent rion cporer au prejudice de Sa Majeste 
paisqu'on ne t aurait cmpeschor que tout autre Prince ne donno a ses Gouverneurs, 
Agents et Compagnies tols Titres qu'il luy pi air a. Ceux quo les Roys Henry le Grand 
et Louis 13me ont donne aux leurs, comprennent tout co quo la couronne d' Angle- 
terre a poescdS et poBsedo en la Terre forme do l'Araeriquc et pluaieurs Grandee Islea 
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ce qui pourtant no pent rien diminuer du droit de Sa Mojeste. Et si Messieurs Us 
Commiesaires insistoient sur des Titres de cette nature, il n'y aoroit point de seurete 
poor les sujets de Sa Majeste dans l'Amerique, et il y auroit toujonrs A craindre poor 
fa Caroline, la Pensilvanie et autres Pais possedez par les sujets d'Aogleterre, meme 
depuih le Trait o de Breda, ei les Francois trouvoient seulement a propos de les sur- 
prendre apres quoy il ne leur seroit pas difficile d'alleguer des decoavertesimaginairw 
et de prouver meme que cinq on six Francois y auroient pa«s6 et fait qnelque contract 
avec les Indiens qnelque terns auparavant.

The Company of Canada haveing already waved the establishment 
Answer to the 2nd of a Bight to Hudsons Bay and stroighta from the meer Grants 



Such* 1 touching Concessions of their Kings, which indeed cannot operate to the pre- 
Hudflon's Bay. judioe of others that have the Bight of Discovery and Continued 
jjosseaaion on their 8ide, It is agaiue averred that his Majtya aub- 
joots only are poasoaaed of auch a Bight to the Coasts Bays and atreights of Hudson, 
and whatever chance voyage may have been made or Missions sent for ye sake of 
Religion with soldiers to protect ye Missionaries, the same could not bring any pre- 
judice to the Bight of his Majesties^ subjects deduced from the time of the first dis- 
coveries of America and that if before the year 1682 any Establishments were really 
made by any other Nation upon the said Bay and atreights (which is yet denied and 
not proved by the French) yet the same (if any auch will appear) subsequent to those 
of the English and so be Manifest Invaaiona of His Majesty's Sovereignty and pro- 
perty of his Subjects. 

Mention hath been made of Carolina and Ponsilvania only to show the Insuffi- 
ciency of Grants and Concessions not preceded or followed by discoverys and right- 
full possession, and his Majesty is too much concerned in the consequence of such a 
position to eateeme it of the least validity since at the samo time (as hath been already 
alledged) HisMajesties Plantations afore menconed and other Provinces and Countries 
in America would be laid open to the Pretentiona and like Invaaion8 of the French 
founded upon soe Notable a Presedent as this would be, if ye Crowne of England 
should upon such a suggestion, part with soe considerable an Eatont of her Dominions 
and sovereignty (de ses Domaines) nor does the Treaty of 1632 any ways distin- 
guish the Bights of England to any Lands or possessions in America, as is alledged in 
the French Paper, that Treaty concerning Canada barely, and not any Countries 
either southward or northward, which needed no Elucidation or concession of the 
Frenoh to Establish the English Bights and it will bo a sufficient answer to the great- 
est part of the ffrench Paper to assert that the Country of Canada and that of 
Hudsons Bay are two different Provinces and have noe relation but that of neigh- 
bourhood as may appear by Antient and Modern Mapps, nor did the English when 
they were possessed of Canada it selfo esteem the Country of Hudsons Bay as ap- 
pertaining to it, and it is to be hoped that it will not now be reputed a Dapendanoe 
of Canada whioh would be a pretention not to bo advanced between Two Crownea 
that entertaine soo good a Correspondence together, and which would quite destroy 
the end of the lato Treaty of Neutrality since instead of preserving peace in time of 
warr it will be lookt upon as the occasion of the worst effects of warr in the time of 
14 a— 13 
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Cce, if boo notorious an Invasion should remaino unpanieht or satisfaction refused 
the Losses that have beene sustained. 

All that are acquainted with ye nature of the Indians well know their wander- 
ing and variable Dispositions, and it is easy to produce on his Maiestys part submis- 
sions and Capitulations of those people, which do very much effect the French In- 
terest and pretentions in those parts, bnt it is enough to say that noe Action or 
Resolution of those savages can alter an Establish t Bight. The English Company 
do not pretend that the ffrench bad noe knowledge of the Bay and streights of Hud- 
son before the Year 1682, being very sensible that the French have of a long time 
been acquainted with and envied the Prosperity of the Trade and settlement of the 
English, and often attempted to undermine them in their Commerce with the In- 
dians, which nevertheless they could never accomplish in any part till the Assault 
made upon his Majesties subjects in 16*2 which is averred to be the first pretended 
settlement of the French upon the Bay after Twelve Yeares uninterrupted possession 
of the English Company of that name. 

It is a Certaine marke that tho French stand in need of Arguments to main- 
taine their Eight, since they insist upon the service of des Grosseliers and Radisson 
made use of and paid by the English, when it is well knowne that the most famous 
Conquests and discoveries of the world, have in all times been Carryed on, with the 
help of strangers without diminution of the Right of the "Prince, under whose banner 
the same was made. 

It may well be that Monsr. Frontenac might have some Complaint of the English 
but did the ffrench ever openly question the establishment Of the English in the 
Bay or Interrupt their Trade till the Yeare 1682. The possession of this Trade is of 
too great a Consequence to have been passed in silence upon any such account 
for soe long an Interval of time as Twelve Yeares. It will rather be believed that 
ye French did not think it seasonable for other reasons to make their advances de 

S roc he et procheet s'estendre sur lee Lieuz appartenantsa la Compagnie Angloise till 
le Year 1682. Upon further reflection it is to be hoped the French will disowne 
this method of acquisition and takeing possession which is soe injurious to good 
neighbourhood, and soe contrary to the intent and meaning 6f Treaties. 

Finally, His Majesties subjects referr themselves to all the Constitutions of 
Right that are allowed by Treaties and the Law of Nations, and could as well as the 
French have availled themselves even of the Law of Nature (du Droit Naturel) if 
they had not hoped to have received from ye Justice of the most Christian 
King (who hath disowned the whole proceedings of his subjects in this affair) intire 
satisfaction for the Injarv and Losses they have suffered by the Invasion of his sub- 
jects, which has been often demanded by ye reiterated memorials of his Majestys 
Envoy in the Court of France and is now expected with Impatience least by the 
Companys being kept out of possession of their Property by Continued Delays, their 
Commerce in thoee parts may suffer irreparable Dammage.

The Hudsons Bay Company haveing received a rwipcr containing

the propoull of ye Exchange the three fforts surprised by the French the last Year in 
ffrench Commission- ye Bottom of the Bay, forthoFort and Factory of Port Nelson, altho' 
d™ on F aa accomo * the said proposal in it hath neither Justice, Reason nor Equity and 
" therefore can expect noe formall answer, yet that they may know 

the said English Company's Resolutions, they answer 
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That the Hudsons Bay Company haveing made out his Majesty? Bight and 
Title to all the Bay within Hudsoos streigbte, with the .Rivers, lakes and Creeks 
therein and the Lands and Territories thereto ad joyning in which is comprehended 
Port Nelson as part of the whole, and tho said Company* Right and property being 
thereby established past all dispute and to the satisfaction of the Lords Commis- 
sioners appointed by his Majesty to examine this matter, It cannot bnt see me 
strango and dissonant from all reason that the ffrench Commissioners should now 
fiome to offer the said Company their owne which they took by violence in Exchange 
for another part of their owne whioh the French had never had any colour of Right to* 

That both places by a Proper and genuine Construction of the last Treaty of 
1he Year 1686 as well as by Antient Right, must abide and belong to his Majesty of 
Great Brita'ne. 

That the Hudsons Bay Company having evidently made out his Majesties 
Bight and consequently tbeir owne and done all which hath been requited on their 
Parts, having nothing more now but with all Dutifull submission to waite and ex- 
peot his Majesty's Justice for tho restitution of their Places and full satisfaction for 
tbeir Damages as thoy have been exhibited to the Rt. Honble. the Lords Com- 
misiooers. 

And whereas the said Paper doth see often repeat that both Rings are resolved 
not to part with the entire propriety of the Bay, the Right being apparently on his 
Mjjesties Bide as much as any his other Plantations in America, this secmes only a 
stilbess in the French to try to get that by Treaty which they can noe way make, 
oat by Right. 

But the said English Company cannot but hope better from tho Justice of his 
most Christian Majesty, who haveing declared his disapproval of his Subjects Pro- 
ceedings in this affair in soe plains a case, will not infringe the good Corres- 
pondence that is betweene the Two Crownes. 

Upon the whole matter the Hudsons Bay Company cannot accept a proposal! of 
an Expedient soe much against His Majesty s Honour and their owne just Right that 
after an exponce of above Two Hundred Thousand Pounds, and many Yeares es- 
tablishment (besides the Injuries of above one hundred Thousand Pounds) that the 
French should come now to reaps where the English have sowed and have the Con- 
fidence to propound to share ye better half of thoir Right and property with them. 
Bat the said English Compy for obtaining their Right and full satisfaction do humbly 
cast themselves upon his Majesties Royali flavour and Protection. 

Most humbly representing to his Majesty that in case the French be suffered to 
be sharers in the Bay and Strei^hta of Hudson or bo permitted to trade therein tho 
Company cannot any longer subsist, but must inevitably be dissolved and by tho 
Monopoly of the French a Trade of so great importance to this nation, be utterly 
lost haveing been hitherto wholly supported by His Majesty's {favour to them in tho 
enjoyment of the sole Trade of the Bay. 

Whereupon their Lordships agree to report their opinions to His Majesty as 
follows.

nc *" which by surprise were seized on by them as also touching several I 

other differences depending betweene the Two Crownes and as 10 the business of 
the Hudsons Bay haveing already acquainted your Majesty with our Proceedings 
Jwrin, Wee do further add our humble opinion, That as it plainly appeares vour 
*»jty. and your subjects have a Right to the whole Bay and StreightB of Hudson, 
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and to the sole Trade thereof, bo it may be fit for yonr Majty. to support the Company 
of Hudsons Bay in the Recovery and maintenance of their Right since otherwise that 
Trade will be Totally Lost, and fall into ye hands of the French, if they be permitted 
to continue in the possession of thDee fforte, or of any ffort or place of Trade within 
the eaid Bay or Streighta. 

Whereas the French Commissioners have declared that they are ready to doe all 
that is necessary for the regulation of Li mitts between the Dominions of bothCrownee 
in America, Wee humbly propose that your Majesty be pleased to order and im- 
power us to treate with them for the adjusting the same, which may be the beat 
ineanos to remove the occasion of Differences that happen between the two nations.

orders in writeing concerning this matter, It shall not be lawfull for any Governor 
or Commander in Chief of ye Colonies, Islands, Lands and Territories belonging to 
either Kings Dominions being in America to Comitt any Act ot Hostility against or 
to Invade the subjects of the other King, nor shall the said Governors or Command- 
ers in Chief upon any pretence whatsoever suffer that any Violence be done to them 
under Corpora 1 1 Punishment and penalty of makeing satisfaction with their goods 
for tho Damages ari-eing by such Contravention nor shall any others do the same 
under the like penalty. 

And to the end the said agreement may have the better effect, We do likewise

The Letter appointed to be written to ye severall Governors in pursuance of the 
Treatys is as follows : — 

Trusty and wellbeloved. Wee greet you well. Whereas for 
the composcing of severall disputes and differences that have 
arisen between our subjects and the subjects of our good Brother 
the most Christian King in America, and for the preventing 
further occasions of controversy in I bote parts, Wee have lately 
thought fit to constitute and appoint Commissioners to treat* with 
tho Commissioners appointed by our said good Brother the most Christian King for 
the purpose aforesaid, as also to settle and determine the Bounds and Li mitts of the 
Colonies, Islands and Territories within our respective Dominions or Depending on 
us in America for the accomplishment whereof a further time will be requisite in 
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regard of the distance of those places, from whence the necessary informations are to 
be received. Wee have therefore Authorized and Impowered our said Commissioners 
to sign and seal an Instrument with the Commissioners of the most Christian King 
For ye preventing all Acts of Hostility or Violent proceeding between our respective 
subjects, A Copy whereof is herewith sent to yon And we doe accordingly expect 
from you a conformity to our Directions herein by avoiding all occasions of misun- 
derstandings betweene our subjects and those of the most Christian King without 

Jermitting any hurt to be done them in their persons or Estates untill the ^, day of 
anuary 168| and after that time, untill wee shall send you new orders under onr 
nign Manual. 

It being our Pleasure that you entertaino a good Correspondence with tho 
Governors and officers of the said King in those parts, and take care that noe just 
Complaint be brought unto us against you in that behalfe and soe woe bid you fare- 
well, from our Court at Whitehall this 22d day of January 1687 in the Third Yeare 
of our Reigne.

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REPORT ON HISTORICAL ARCHIVES. 

DOUGLAS BRYMNER, ARCHIVIST. 

Hon. J. II. Pops, 

Minister of Agriculture 

Sib,— I have the honour to present the report on Historical Archives for 1884. 

DuriDg the year, very considerable progress has been made in the work of 
investigation and in procuring copies of doouments of historical value. The acquisi- 
tion of the papers of Dr. Rolph f in relation to the rebellion in Upper Canada in 
183*7-8, tending to throw light on the events of the period, is of interest, as the docu- 
ment* will be an assistance to those engaged in studying the history of Upper 
Canada. The papers inolude Dr. Rolph's own statement of his connection with Mr. 
William Lyon Mackenzie, letters from Mr. Baldwin, Sir Francis Hincks, Mr. David 
Gibson, Mr. W. L. Mackenzie and others, largely relating to the vexed qestion of the 
" Flag of Truce. " Original papers and copies have been received from Detroit, 
Windsor, 8andwich, Ac., respecting the early occupation of that distriot. Copyists 
are at work in the Publio Record Office, London, on the State Papers from a date 
immediately preceding the cession of 1760, every copy being carefully revised, 
checked and compared with the original before transmission to this office, so as to 
ensure, if possible, that exact copies are obtained for consultation here. It was con- 
sidered better to begin at the period of the oession, leaving documents of an anterior 
date to be copied afterwards, one reason for the delay being the fact that many of the 
papers relating to Canada, classed under the title of America and West Indies, are to 
be found scattered in different series, so that much confusion would have arisen in 
having them transcribed before preparing a chionologioal arrangement Many 
documents under the sub title of " New England " relate direotly to Canadian affairs, 
but a number of the volumos being altogether, some chiefly, composed of documents 
having no connection, even indirectly, with Canadian affairs,, it is impossible to give 
general instructions to those engaged in the work of copying ; they must be special, 
requiring care and deliberation in their preparation. So soon as I can have a 
definite chronological scheme ready, for the guidance of copyists, I propose to havo 
the work proceeded with concurrently with that now going on in the Record Office. 

Copies are also being made in Rome of documents till now inaccessible, Mgr. 
Taschereau, Archbishop of Quebec, having, by the good offices of the Abbe* Casgrain, 
undertaken to have documents transcribed from the Archives of the Gesu, the 
Propaganda, &c., and carefully revised to secure correctness. 
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These are examples of the work that is in progress, of whioh it Is not considered 
necessary to enter into long details. Particulars will be found in a subsequent 
part of this report of some of the other papers. 

In the report on Archives for lS8l,a reference was made to the settlement whieb 
the Count de Puisaye proposed to make about thirty miles to the North of Toronto in 
1797. The papers selected in the British Museum are now received, and have made, 
as anticipated in the report of 1881, a valuable addition to the original documents 
already on the shelves. In one of the latter, written in Puisaye's, own hand dated 
Biviere de Niagara, 24 May, 1801, and addressed to Major General Hunter, the Count 
says : " My plan is to leave towards the end of Autumn for England — occupied until 
then with the composition of a work of some extent which should be made 
public." * 

The only work I can find a trace of is one in six volumes, published in London 
from 1803 to 1808, entitled "Memoires qui pourront servir a l'histoire du parti 
royalisteFrancaisdurant laderniere revolution." 

It may be interesting to note the names, ranks and grants of land made to the 
French Loyalists in the settlement of Windham. These I have condensed from 
several documents, among the original papers in the Military Correspondence (C 630; 
Settlers 1801 to 1808.)

T Je name of Mr. Boitou, Adjutant General of the District of Kennes et Fougeres, 
with the rank of Lieut-Colonel, appears in the list of those holding military rank 
but not in the table of distribution of the lands. So far as can be ascertained, only 
one family, that of Mr. Quetton St George, is now represented in Canada.

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In a work of such magnitude as that of collecting in one central place of depoaitair 
the documents, original or copies, relating to the history of the Provinces composing 
the Dominion, Ac, it is evident that without the cordial cooperation of all interested in 
the various parts of British North America, no progress commensurate with the extent 
of the task could be expected, I have, therefore, endeavoured to enlist the sympathy 
and help of as many as possible, so as to make the collection coextensive with* 
the field to be covered. Among those who have most kindly offered to be of service 
are Sir Ambrose Shea, who has undertaken to collect, as far as possible, the papers 
bearing on the history of Newfoundland. Mr. Brecken, of Oharlottetown, has under* 
taken to do the same for Prince Edward Island. The assistance rendered in Borne 
by His Grace the Arohbishop of Quebec, has been already referred to. Mr. Heoeker, 
Commissioner of the British American Land Company has most obligingly offered 
to furnish copies of the correspondence relating to the early settlement of the 
Eastern Townships. Acknowledgments are due to other gentlemen for services and 
offers of service, and at the end of this report will be found the names of those who 
have forwarded documents of various kinds, suitable for deposit among the Historical 
Archives. To the Governments of Ontario and Quebec we are indebtod for collec- 
tions of official documents. In addition to these, must be added the presentation by 
the Hon. Mr. Blanohet, Provincial Secretary of Quebec, of the recently published 

Tolumes of valuable papors under the title of " Collection de Manusorits relatifs 

a la Nouvelle France " and the Hon. Mr. Ouimet, Superintendent of Eduoation, has 
presented a very extensive collection of historical works, illustrating the history of 
Quebec, before and since the Conquest, besides an almost complete set of the reports 
and other documents relating to the important Department of Eduoation. To the 
Bight Hon. the Master of the Bolls of England, the Archives are indebted for the 
publications of the Publio Becord Offloe, a munificent gift of nearly 400 volumes, a 
complete catalogue of which I have placed at the end of this report (Note A). 

I may be allowed to appeal to all who are in a position in any of the Provinces, to 
assist in the work of collection. The following note received from His Honour 
Judge Pringle, of Cornwall, is an example of how this may be done in respect to diffe- 
rent localities:—

M Mr diar Sib, 

"In compliance with your request, I enclose three papers. The first relate to 
old books and documents in the Publio Offices at Cornwall. 

" The second is a list of private documents of old date in my possession. 

"The third is an account of an old map lent me by D. B. McLennan, Esq., 
Barrister.

The papers, with a fourth, not mentioned in the letter, containing a list of 
Magistrates appointed for the Eastern District of Upper Canada in 1793, will be 
found in Note B. Copies of papers of a similar nature have already been received 
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from Judge Pringle. Reference has been made in previous reports to the security 
the deposit of originals or of copies wonld afford for the preservation of papers 
whose loss wonld be irreparable, and an instance may be oited to show that the risk 
of loss oi most important documents is not an imaginary danger, and that it is not 
fire alone that is to be dreaded. During the summer, instructions were given to hate 
•copies made of the registers of the " Aotes de Foy et Hommage " deposited at Quebec. 
These registers contain the authentic evidence of the grants of seigniories and noble 
fiefs, from almost the earliest date of the French settlement, and although by great 
labour lists might be compiled from various publications, — from official returns to the 
Legislature, from the docaments published by the Seigniorial Tenure Commission, <fcc., 
jot even the best that could be done in this way would be incomplete. 

When the first-copies were received, I found that they began with the Registers 
of 1723. In answer to inquiries, I was informed that these were the earliest to be 
found, but aware that there had existed registers dating from about 1660 for the 
Royal Grants, besides the earlier grants to be found in the Rfgistres des lntendants t I 
gave instructions to have a further search made, and after a lengthened correspondence, 
requested Mr. E. E. Tache, Deputy Minister of Crown Lands, to give Mr. Bedard, 
who had been employed in the work, full powers to search until the missing registers 
<could be discovered. The search, 1 am happy to say, was successful for the grants 
from 1667 to 1674. The registers had, many years ago, been removed from the 
-custody of the Department responsible for their *afe keeping, and added to those 
relating to the Jesuits' Estates, where they were lost sight of. They were in the 
most dilapidated condition, covered with dust, mildewed, and so fragile that they 
could scarcely be handled without crumbling into dust. After consultation with 
Mr. Tache, with Mr. S. J5. Dawson of Montreal, who happened to be in Quebec, and 
with Mr. T. Lemieuz, binder, means were taken to have them restored. Instruc- 
tions "have been given to continue the searches for the registers etill wanting. 

M. Lemieuz has sent a report (of which I give a translation) of the state of the 
■documents, the process of restoration and their present condition. As it may be 
useful to those possessed of old documents, in a decayed state, the report is published 
in full. 

REPORT BY MR. LEMIEUZ ON OLD REGISTERS. 

DESCRIPTION. 

The " Actes de Foy et Hommage " were placed in my hands in a state of the 
most complete decay. To understand properly the difficulties of restoring snch 
documents, a detail of the condition of these 114 sheets, or rather rags, becomes 
accessary. 

CONDITION. 

The whole presented the appearance of papers which had moulded after remain- 
ing for some time in the water, gnawed, ragged, thick fragments blended and packed 
together, constituting a compact mass. A part of the sheets was so decomposed that

all cohesion was destroyed, the slightest attempt to separate them threatering to 
break them into fragments. 

PRO0I8S. 

It was necessary to separate these sheets one by one with a pallet knife, collect 
the pieces on a plate of glass, and secure the whole with a sheet of silk paper, pasted 
on ; some held more together and required only the application of a sheet of good 
paper cat in advance, according to the irregularities or the leaves, and which by mak- 
ing np the contour supplied the place of the missing margins. 

Another annoyance was the replacing the detached pieces, which had been care- 
lessly arranged, so that they did not fall into their proper places; to reunite tho 
fragments, the sole guide to their true position consisting for the most part in the 
difference of writing, the variation in the colour of the iok, a fragment of a date or 
of a name, the work being, in fact, a puzzle. The sheets having been thus prepared, 
it was necessary to restore to the paper its original cohesion, a delicate work, done 
by means of a gelatinous solution, alter which the sheets were dried, stretched and 
passed through a rolling maohine, to make them smooth, all the work being done in 
accordance with the improved methods of modern manufacture. 

This restoration, which was considered as practically impossible, demanded from 
the workman great patience, added to acquired experience and an enthusiastic feel- 
ing that he was able to contribute to the preservation of documents of value to the 
Archives of the country. It cost seventy hours of arduous labour, requiring as much 
intelligence as skill. 

RIBCLT. 

After a careful examination of each sheet, and a severe test by manipulation, we 
can state positively that we have delivered the manuscript in a condition of perma- 
nent durability and complete restoration so far as regards the material part of the 
damage.

It being considered desirable to have an index of the registers published as early 
as possible, to supply* in an accessible form information for which this office is 
frequently asked, those from 1723 have been placed in the hands of Mr. Joseph 
Marmette, Assistant Archivist, to be indexed in such a manner as to show the 
original grants and all subsequent changes. To make it thoroughly correct, so that 
it may be relied on by those consulting it, very careful comparison with works of a 
geneological character was necessary. Of these I may be permitted to refer to the 
" Dictionnaire Genealogique " of the Abbe* Tanguay, as a work of the most essential 
service for the period which it covers. 

The registers have been indexed from 1723 down to 1731 and the result of 
Mr. Marinette's labours (at the end of the notes) will, I believe, be found most satis- 
factory. In next year's report, the rest of the work of indexing will be given, so 
that the original grants and all tho changes that have taken place by succession, 
sale, purchase or otherwise will be accessible down to 1851, in the most compaot 
and intelligible form possible. 

Indexing, calendaring and arranging the documents, so as to be most easily 
available for the use of investigators, are carried on continuously. Loose Alanusoripts 
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that have been added to the collection since the date of last report, as well a those 
previously received bat then unassorted, have been arranged, classified and bound, if 
their condition admitted, or, in the case of those which could not be so treated, have 
been placed in guard books, after being strengthened by such moans as experience 
has shown to be most effectual. No pains have been spared to make the additions 
accessible as speedily as possible after their reception, and as conveniently arranged 
as the accommodation will permit. The numerous inquiries made on points of 
historical interest and the personal searches made by those engaged in the work of 
investigation are evidences that the value of this branch of the Department is 
beginning to be recognised more fully as the work advances. It is almost unnecessary 
to say, that every possible assistance has been given to those who are engaged in 
searches, and it is gratifying to be ansa red that the benefits of this help have been 
recognised. 

It is to be regretted that no response has been made to the notice given of the 
very incomplete state of the records relating to the United Empire Loyalists, the 
earliest settlers in Upper Canada. It was hoped that on the celebration of their 
settlement means would have boon taken to have documents of this nature collected 
and transmitted for preservation, and copies of the report in which information on 
the subject is contained, and in many cases, letters in addition, wore sent to the descen- 
dants of the Loyalists, but, so far, to little purpose. 

Nor have the attempts made to obtain traces of the registers of births, mar- 
riages and deaths, kept by the Military and Naval Chaplains, been more successful. 
These registers are of very considerable importance in questions of succession, and 
although there is little likelihood of them being now discovered, yet there is 
the possibility that among the family papers of those who filled Ibo office of Chaplain 
in the Army or Navy, such registers may still be in existence. It is most desirable 
that publicity be given to the fact, that these are missing, and also that attention be 
directed to the quarter in which it is believed the search may, if any where, be 
successfully prosecuted. 

It may be permitted, without impropriety to call again " the attention of the 
possessors of family and other papers, which throw a light on the social, commer- 
cial, municipal or political history of the Country, to the importance of having these 
deposited among the Archives, either for present, or, if the contents do not admit of 
it, for future reference." 

The material for the history of Haldimand's administration in Quebec, in the 
interval between the recall of Sir Guy Carleton, and his return as Lord Dorchester 
in 1786, has hitherto been very meagre. Even the most recent histories of Canada 
speak of the want of documentary information regarding the events of that interest- 
ing time. Haldimand'e character is known almost entirely from the picture drawn 
by Du Calvet, imprisoned on suspicion of corresponding with the revolted Provinces 
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during tho Revolutionary War, who, with others held under similar circumstances, 
was, at its close, released without trial. In the Public Record Office, London, the 
papers relating to Haldimand's administration are contained in nine volumes and 
part of a tenth, but the collection made* by himself and presented by his nephew to 
the British Museum in 1857, extends to 232 volumes, of which little use has boen 
made. Between his leaving Quebec, in 1784, and Dorchester's resumption of the 
Government in 1786, the affairs of the Province were administered by Lieutenant 
Governors Hamilton and Hope, whose correspondence in the Record Office is being 
copied. 

As stated in last report, a calendar has been made of Haldimand's papers, so far 
as received. The first instalment is given in the present report. It is proposed 
to continue its publication in subsequent reports, until completed, its paging to go 
on consecutively, so that the whole may be detached to form a separate volume. It 
would be superfluous to point out the service that the indications thus afforded will 
render to those who are making investigations into the history of that period, during 
which tho fate of Canada was so often trembling in the scale. 

On the 28th of July, 1783, Sir Guy Carleton, then Commander in Chief of the 
forces in North America, having his head quarters in Now York, gave instructions 
to Lieut. Colonel Robert Morse, Chief of the Rjyal Engineers, to make a survey of 
Nova Scotia, and report on its condition, the state of the defences, &c. The report 
on the Province (including New Brunswick, only separated in 1784), is not dated, 
but was evidently prepared after July, 1784, and contains a eaggestion for the Union 
of the Maritime Provinces with Canada, the Seat of Government to be in the Island 
of Cape Breton, as the most central situation. It gives a dear description of the 
natural features of the Province, its harbours, means of communication, state of 
agriculture, remarks on the boundaries, suggestions for a Canal at Baie Verte, with 
a report on the state of the defences. To illustrate the latter part, is a volume con- 
taining plans of tho difforent forts and harbours, thirteen in all, of whioh facsimiles- 
are in this office, copies of these as well as of the report having been obtained in the 
British Museum (Kings Collection 208.209). The report will be found in Note C. 

It would be interesting to compare the account of the condition of the harbours 
in 1783, contained in this report, with those to be found in the General Eoport of the 
Department of Public Works for 1868, in Appendices 10 and 15, and in the Report 
for 1867 to 1882, beginning at page 210, under the title of " Report on Harbours and 
Piers, throughout the Dominion." 

There are two documents printed as notes to this report, to whioh attention is 
respectfully directed, one relating to the Capture of Quebec by Kirke in 1629 and 
the other to the Martyrdom of two Jesuit Fathers in the Huron Country in 1649. 

The first Conquest of Canada by the Brothers Kirke, in 1629, is well known to 
historians, but the cause of its retrocession by Charles I, with so little difficulty and 
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the reason for the liberal terms granted by him before any formal treaty was made, 
as well as by the Treaty of St. Germaine-en-Laye in 1632, have been left nnacoonnted 
for, only conjecture more or less nearly approaching the truth having been ventured 
apW The general histories of England, to which I have had access, do not even 
mention the name of Quebec or Canada in this reign, or refer in the remotest terms 
to events taking place there. Knight's History, in eight large volumes, which pro- 
fesses to give, in tabular form, a list of all the treaties made by Charles I, does not 
mention the treaty of St. Germaine-en-Laye of 1632, and Haydn's Dictionary of 
Dates, whioh I had the curiosity to examine t) seo if that treaty was mentioned 
there, is equally silent. 

To understand the full import of a letter from Charles I. to Sir Isaac Wake, his 
Ambassador at Paris (Note D) it may be permitted to give a summary of the events 
which led to the taking of Quebec by the brothers Kirke and its retrocession by 
Charles I. 

In 1627, France and Eogland being then at war, cortain London Merchants 
formed themselves into a Company of " Merchant Adventurers," and fitted out ships 
for which they obtained letters of marque to enable them to seise French and Spa- 
nish vessels and goods, having previously obtained a patent from Charles I. autho- 
rising them to found a plantation in the countrio* bordering on the St. Lawrecco, 
the patent giving them a monopoly of the trade. 

The fleet thus fitted out, consisting of three vessels, was under the command of 
Captain David Kirke, son of Gervaise Kirko, a native of Derbyshire, who had ro- 
moved for purposes of trade to Dieppe, whore he married and where his children 
were born, but from whence he returned to London, where he died in December 
1629. Besides David, who was on board of the largest ship of 300 tons, were his two 
brothers, Lewis and Thomas, in command of the other two ships. In that year 
Kirke captured the fleet under command of De B>quemont, with reliefs for Cham- 
plain. In the following year (1628) David Kirke sent from Tadouaio, by Basque 
fishermen whom he had pressed into the service, a summons to Champlain to sur- 
render Quebec. The answer was so confident, that Kirke thought it was useless to 
attempt the capture of what he believed to be a well supplied stronghold. 

On the 25th of March, 1629, Kirke with a fleet of six ships and three pinnaces, 
all armed and with letters of marque, left Gravesend. Peace was established between 
France and England by the Treaty of Suza, on the 24th of April following, although 
not sworn to till the 6th of September by England and on the 16th of the same month 
by France. Kirke reached Gaspd on the 15th of June, but it was not till the 19th of 
July that he appeared before Quebec, with two of his ships. The settlers there were 
in the last stage of destitution. Charlevoix states (though it is not mentioned by 
Champlain himself) that so far from viewing the invaders as enemies, Champlain 
regarded them as deliverers. He capitulated on the most honourable terms, the 
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settlers were treated with kindness and inducements held oat to them tc remain. 
Cbamplain himself was sent to London, that he might return to Franee. 

• 

The news of the fall of Quebec appaars to have been received in Franoe wfcb 
comparative indifference, a large party being hostile to a longer continuance of the 
efforts, involving bo many sacrifices, to colonise a country offering, as they main- 
tained, no hopes of a pecuniary return for the loss of life and the money expended. 
Champlain, however, succeeded in arousing a different feeling, and negotiations were 
begun for the restoration of Quebec and Acadia to France. These were so imme- 
diately successful, that when Kirke's expedition returned, every thing had practi- 
cally been given up, not only the country, the ships of France, the stores and furs 
belonging to tbe settlers, but the cargoo* obtained by Kirke as the result of his 
trading with the Indians, the restoration boing formally sanctioned by the Treaty ol 
St. Germaine en-Laye in 1632. 

The cause of this ready abandonment of a conquest, so easily defensible in a 
military point of view and so important for the commercial interests of Great Britain, 
has been a pozzle to historians. Every effort wa* made, bat in vain, to shake the 
King's resolution. Tbe act has been attributed by some authors, of whom Moreau is> 
one, to the fear of Cardinal Richelieu's throat to send a fleet of six ships to recover 
Quebec by force. But Kirke had pointed out that, properly provisioned, it could 
resist a hundred sail of ships and 10,000 men. Far land believes that the demand for 
restitution was so just that it was impossible to resist it. Charlevoix suggests a 
reason for the restoration, not only of Quebec but of Aoadia in addition, with whiob 
it is easy to see ho himself is not satisfied. " The facility," he says, « with which 
the English restored Acadia to France arose, no doubt, from the fact that they had 
not yet taken me as a res to establish themselves there, and* its distance from Now 
England." O.her reasons mast be looked for and these will, I believe, be found 
supplied by tbe letter to which these remarks refer. Such works as Hallam's 
Constitutional History and Guizot's Rivolution en Angleterre 16*0, not to speak of 
historical woi ks of a more general nature, show the straits to which Charles was 
redaced to obtain money even for bis household exponBes, and prove clearly the need 
he had for the part of Queen Henrietta's dowry, retained by the Court of France. 
The dowry, by marriage contract dated on the 8th of May, 16 J5, was 800,000 
crowns (huit cents mile icus, de trois liore piece monnoie de France) one-half of which 
was *o be paid on the eve of the marriage in London, the other half in a year after, 
dating from the first payment The marriage took place on the 13th June, 1625, 
when the one-half was paid, the other half being due at the same date in 1626. 
These dates are given for the purpose of comparison with the statement by Charles 
in 1631, that the insertion in a new treaty of the obligation by Franoe to pay the 
remaining half of the dowry, due by contract five years previously, as an offset 
to the surrender of Canada and Aoadia, wa< a mere formality. 
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Mr. Henry Kirke, who has written a very careful work on the Kirke Expedition, 
nnder the title of the «• First English Conquest of Canada," says at page 83, " It is 
Lm possible to divine the motives which inflaenoed the King to make such a promise" 
(to restore all forts captured after the 24th of April, 1629.) " It may have been that 
he was yet totally ignorant of the value of his conquest, and was only anxious to 
secure the four hundred thousand crowns, part of Henrietta Maria's dowry, which the 
French King threatened to withhold unless the forts were restored." The truth of 
this conjecture is proved by the letter. Its close connection with the history of 
Canada will, I trust, be accepted as a sufficient roason for the spase given to the 
subject in the present report. 

The letter, signed by Charles himself, is in the Harleian Collection, 1760. A short 
extract from it was given in the Beport on Archives of 1881, but its importance was 
then overlooked, owing to the pressure caused by other researches. No reference 
is made to it in the Calendar of the Colonial Series of state papers, although there are 
other letters there on the same subject and of similar dates. The Foreign series is not 
calendared to so recent a period ; in a collection of Royal Letters, published by the 
Bannatyne Club, is one from Charles I to Sir William Alexander (Lord Stirling), 
dated in July, 1631, intimating that Port Royal was to be restored to France, but no 
hint is given of the existence of this letter to Wake. In none of the histories of 
Acadia or Nova Scotia, Haliburton's, Murdoch's, Moreau's or Rameau's, is any refer- 
ence made to it, nor in Ferland, Faillon or, indeed, any other. 

In Hannay's History of Acadia, it is said that Charles wrote to Wake in Jane, 
1631, as to the restoration, but no authority is given for the statement. It is pro- 
bable, however, that reference is here made to the Warrant (not letter) dated 29th 
June, 1631, under the Great Seal, signed by Charfes himself, empowering Wake to 
negotiate the Treaty. The text (in Latin) is in the Mercwre Frangois, vol, 18, p 47, 
(Paris, 1638.) It seems, therefore, impossible to avoid the conclusion, that the letter 
has escaped the notice of previous investigators, and that it is a valuable addition to 
our historical documents, a statement made, however, with proper reserve, as it is 
possible that it may have been published, although I have failed to discover it. 

Another interesting document will be found at Note E, an original account 
of the martyrdom of the two Jesuit Fathers, Jean do Brebceuf and Gabriel 
Lallomant, slaughtered by the Iroquois in the Huron country, in the neighborhood 
of Matchedash Bay, in 1649. The " Relation dos Jdsuites " of that date and the 
" Lettres Historiques de la Mere Marie de 1* Incarnation," give a circumstantial 
account of the death of tho two Jeeuits. As will be seen, the narrator, Chriatophe 
Regnaut, was the lay brother to whom was entrusted the care of proparing the 
remains for conveyance to Quebec, where the ukall of Breboeuf is still preserve! in 
the Hotel Dieu in a receptacle under the silver bust sent by his family, an opening 
overed with glass allowing only a portion of the front part to be soen. B ebcBif is 
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described as a man of great size and strength, a proof of this being the statement 
that the Indians objected to carry him in any of their canoes when he first went on 
the Huron Mission in 162*7, on the ground that he was too heavy, until one Indian, 
bolder than the rest, undertook the task. From this date it will be seen that he was 
twenty-two years engaged in Mission work among the Hurons whon he was killed. 
There was a striking difference between the Bufferers. BreboBuf, although past middle 
life, was still strong and vigorous, yet he succumbed to the torturo in less than four 
hours, whilst Lallemant, the mere shadow ot a man physically, lived for twenty-one 
under continuous torture, and even then did not die from exhaustion, but from a death 
blow dealt by a savage impatient at his still continuing in life. The writer of the 
account, it may bo remarked, was one of a number of lay brothers, members of the 
Jesuit order, but holding no priestly office. Neither his name, nor the name of any 
of the engagte (as thoy were termed) appears in the Relations written by the Jesuits. 
In the Relation by the Superior, R. P. Paul Bagueneau, speaking of the event, it is 
simply said : " We sent out one of our Fathers and seven other Frenchmen to search 
for the bodies at the place of torture." 'In a note at page 42 in a work by Mr 
Marmette, " Le Tomahawk et l'Epee " is an extract from a MS. which at the date 
of publication was among the records in the Archbishop's Palace at Quebec, relating 
to anothor lay brother, Francois Malherbe, who died in 1696. It is there stated 
that Malherbe carried for two leagues on his back, the charred remains of the two 
Jesuits, Brebceuf and Lallemant, as they were being conveyed to Quebec. That 
MS. is now among the records of the Bishopric of Chiooutimi. 

Regnaut's account, which bears every mark of authenticity, I obtained in Paris. 
It was guaranteed to be original and authentic, and I have since had it oloseiy 
scrutinised, the result being to leave no doubt that the document is genuine. I havo 
added a translation, mado as litoral as the structure of the language would admit, so 
as to preserve, so far as that i* possible, the simplicity of the original. 

* 

It may be permitted to give briefly a statement of the negotiations consequent 
on this event, the success of which might have changed the whole aspect of affairs 
in North America. 

The slaughter of ihe two Jesuits was the climax to a series of attacks by the 
Iroquois on the Hurons, and so terrified the latter, that they fled to what they 
believed to bo places of security, leaving the French settlements of Montreal, Three 
Rivers and Queboc, completely exposed to the Iroquois. In 1647, negotiations had 
been opened by Governor Winthrop, of Massachusetts, for a treaty of commerce 
between New England and New Franoe, but, according to the " Bpistola " of R. P. 
Gabriel Dreuillete to Winthrop's son, these had ceased on the death of the elder 
Winthrop. The letter, " Epistola ad Dominum Illustrissimum, Domioum Joannem 
Winthrop, Scutarium" was found among the family papers of Mr. Robert 0. 
Winthrop and printed by Mr. J. Gilmary Shea in 1869. The statement it contains, 
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that the first proposals for a treaty came from New England, is confirmed by the 
evidence of two documents to be fonnd in Charlevoix, vol. I, pp. 287 to 239 (Paris, 
1744) and reprinted in the first volume of the " Collection de MaouscriU" published 
by, the Government of Quebec in 1883, one at page 127, the other at page 128. They 
are entitled, " Lettre du Conseil de Quebec aux Commissaire* de la Nouvelle Angle- 
terre, " and " Nomination de M. de Godefroy, pour traicter avec les commissaires de 
la Nouve}le Angleterre." Both are dated 20 June, 1651. 

Shortly after the death of the two Jesuits and the diapers ion of the Hurons, the 
Governor and Council of Quebeo reopened negotiations through R. P. Dreuillete, the 
scope of the proposed treaty being, however, extended so as to include, as will be seen 
by reference to the above named documents, not only a treaty of oommeroe but also a 
league offensive and defensive against the Iroquois. M. Godfrey was appointed in 
1651 to cooperate with Dreuillete in the negotiations. Their proposals, which were 
at first received favourably by the separate Councils, were rejected atNewhaven 
on the 6th September, 1651, by the General Court of Commissioners for the four 
United Colonies, and the struggle between New England and Canada, continuing 
for upwards of a hundred years, was renewed with increased bitterness. 

With respect to the Catalogue of the documents added since the publication of 
last report, It has been considered better not to give it this year, improvements in 
the arrangements being now in progress, which will, when completed, enable a more 
satisfactory catalogue to bo published than is possible at the present moment. The 
total number of bound volumes now on the shelves is about 5,500, chiefly manuscript 
and official records, the others being works of historical importance, the contents of 
all of which are readily accessible by means of the office catalogues.

"branch of the St. Lawrence River, commencing near Point au Bodett, on Lake 
" St. Francis, and extending westerly along the said north bank to the west boundary 
"of Township Number 5, laid down from the latest surveys and observations, Novem- 
ber 1st, 178u.

The townships are not named as they are now, but are designated on the Margin 
thus:—

The town plot, of a mile square, is marked where Cornwall stands, it is not laid 
out in streets or lots, and is named "Johnstown " on the map. The lots in the 
townships that were occupied, have the names of the respective occupants written on 
them. 

The map is well drawn, is mounted on canvas and, though showing signs of age, 
is in good preservation ; it gives the Lake and River with the islands from Point au 
Beaudette to the west limit of Matilda, and extends to the front of the 3rd Concessions 
of Matilda, Williamsburg, Oanabruck and Lancaster, and to the 5th of Cornwall and 
Charlottenburg. 

It proves that up to the end of 1786 the townships were not named as they are 
now, but (with the exception of Lancaster, called the "Lake Township,") were num- 
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bered, and also shows the probability of the present names not having been given 
until Lord Dorchester's Proclamation was issued in 1788.

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NOTE C. 

REPORT ON NOVA SCOTIA BY COL. ROBERT MORSE, 

R. B., 1784. 

A General Description of the Province of Nova Scotia, and a 
Report of the present State of the Defences, with Observations 
leading to the farther growth and Security of this Colony, done 
by Lieutenant COLONEL MORSE, Chief Engineer in America, 
upon a Tour of the Province in the Autumn of the Year 1783, 
and the Summer, 1784. Under the Orders and Instructions of 
His Excellency, Sir Guy Carleton, General and Commander-in- 
Chief of His Majesty's Forces in North America, given at 
Head Quarters at New York, the 23th Day of July, 1783. 

The Geographical Situation being known, as well as the late 
political Revolutions, which have so much increased the consequence 
of this Province, I shall confine myself to a more local description 
of the Coasts, Harbours, Rivers, Nature of the Country, Soil and Pro- 
duce,Climate, Extent and Contents, Number of Inhabitants, and Pres- 
ent Defence. 

Description of The Southern Coast, lying upon the Atlantic Oaean, extending 

CoMt° Uthern {rom CaDe Can80 » the ©astern extremity, to Capo Sable the western, 
a distance of seventy-five leagues, is a high, rooky, barren shore, 
but abounds with, or is rather a continuation of, Bays and Harbours, 
the principal of which, Halifax and Port Roseway will be more 
particularly mentioned hereafter ; but there are many others, deep, 
spacious, easy of access, and good harbours. In most of these are 
rivers drawn from the country at less or greater distances, some 
navigable for canoes from 20 to 40 miles, communicating with lakes, 
with which the country abounds, and which never fail to supply the 
rivers with waters. These, from their having a considerable fall, 
are very proper for turning all sorts of mills. From Cape Sable 
the coast runs north about 21 leagues to St. Mary's, the southern 

Bar of Fundv P°' n ^ °* * na ^ arm °^ ^ e 8ea 0*1^ the Bay of Fundy, whioh, run- 
ning in a north-east direction almost through the Province of Nova 
Scotia, to within 16 miles of Bay Verte, in the Gulf of St. Lawrence, 
divides the Province nearly into two equal parts, making a great 
peninsula of one ; the southern and western coast of which, having 
been already described, it remains to desoribe the northern from St. 
Mary's, whore there is a large Bay running parallel to the coast 
nearly 27 miles in depth, with two passages out of it into the Bay 
of Fundy. The next is that of Annapolis Royal, which is about 
12 leagues up the Bay of Fundy, and is not only the best harbour 
in the Bay, but among the best in the Province. The coast from 
hence as high as Cape Blowmedown, whioh is at the entrance of 
the Bason of Mines, and is distant about 26 leagucp, is very high, 
steep and rocky. The other point forming the entrance into this 
bason is Cape Chigneoto, a remarkable high and bold tongue of land, 
which divides the Bay of Fundy into two large branches. 
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The northern of these Branches is called Chignecto Bay, and is 
that which, running in a north-east direction aboat thirteen leagues 
np the country, approaches near to the Golf of St* Lawrence, as has 
been before mentioned. The southern Branoh is the Bason of Mines, 
which penetrates into the country in an easterly direction to within 
30 miles of Pictou Harbour in the Gulf of St. Lawrence. Off Cape 
Chignecto, about five miles to the South- West lies Isle Haut (probably 
so called from its height). The tides in both these branches rise to 
a remarkable height, to upwards of 60 feet, which render the 
navigation extremly difficult and precarious. To complete the 
coast of the Peninsula, I shall cross tne Isthmus to Bay Verte, and 
North Bast describe that part of the north east coast which is in the Gulf of St 
Coast and the Lawrence, and runs east to the Gut of Canso, distant about 40 
OutofOaoeo. i^g^ a remarkable passage which separates the Island of Cape 
Breton from the north-east extremity of the Peninsula of Nova 
Scotia, and makes a communication between the Atlantic Ocean 
and the Gulf of St Lawrence, which, though not above three- 
quarters of a mile broad, is safe and easy of navigation. Between 
Bay Verte and the Gut of Canso, are several smallharboars fit for 
fishing towns, such as Romsheg, Tatmegouche, Harbour St. John, 
Pictou and Margomish, besides St. George's, which is a large Bay at 
the mouth of the Gut of Canso, opening into the Gulf of St. Lawrence, 
and between Cape Canso before mentioned and the mouth of the 
Gat towards the Atlantic Ocean is another deep and spacious Bay 
called Chedatucto, out of which, on the western side, is a very good 
small Harbour called Mil ford Haven. These Bays at each entrance 
of the Gut of Canso. in both of which is good anchorage, are very 
favourable to the navigation of the Gut. Having traced the Coast 
of the Peninsula, it may next be proper to mention the principal 
island of Islands adjacent; as Cape Breton, St Johns, &c, but as I have 
Cape Breton. not visited any of these 1 can only at present show their situations. 

The former, I have before observed, is separated from the North Bast 
extremity by the Gut of Canso, a passage about four leagues in 
length. This Island follows nearly the same direotion with the 
southern coast of the Peninsula, and has all the appearance of having 
been separated from it by the weight of water in the Gulf of St 
Lawrence forcing this passage. The Island of St John is in the 
johS d Gulf of St. Lawrence, at the distance of seven leagues from Cane 
George, extending about 32 leagues nearly parallel to the north- 
east coast of the Peninsula, at a distance of from four to seven 
leagues, and forms that passage called Northumberland Streights. 
Off Cape Canso in a south-south east direction, at a distance of 
isle of Sable, about 25 leagues, is the Isle of Sable ; a long narrow, sandy Island 
rising to a ridge ot a considerable height towards the centre. This 
Island, from its situation off that part of the coast generally first 
made by ships coming from Europe, has proved fatal to many. 
Seal Islands About four leagues to the westward of Cape Sable, are the Seal 
Islands, a chain of dangerous rooks unfortunately situated for ships 
making the western extremity of the Peninsula ; and in the month of 
the Bay of Fundy, there are the Grand Manan and Wolf Islands, 
OrtUd Ma E an Th® former considerable, being 12 leagues in length and five in 
breadth. This Island though always considered as a part of the 
Province of Nova Scotia, has never been settled, probably owing to 
the difficult navigation about it, produoed by tho powerful tides of 
the Bay of Fundy ; nor are these Islands a less evil in respect of the 
navigation into the Bay of Fundy. There are besides, at the 
entranee of most of the Bays and Harbours, small Islands which are 
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so numerous that few of them have even been named. On the whole 
of this Coast at different distances, are various fishing banks, from 
30 to 40 fathom deep, which aboaod with cod, haddock and other 
excellent fish, to the taking and curing of whioh, the numerous 
Harbours before mentioned, give a facility peculiar to this country. 

Having gone round the Coast of the Peninsula, I shall cross 
the Bay ol JPundy to Pasamaquody Bay which may be considered 
as the north west extremity of that arm of the sea, and 
is distant from St. Mary's, which has been before named, about 
. 17 leagues. Into Pasamaquody Bay, whioh is of great extent, falls 
Pasamaquody the River St. Oroix, the Boundary between the Province of Nova 
faland? l h?" Scotia ana * lne easternmost of the American States. Aoross the 
across it. mouth of this Bay lie several Islands, whioh make the navigation 
into it very difficult. 

The most considerable, and which are in some degree settled, are 
Oampo Bello, Moose Island and Deer Island. At the former there 
is a tolerable harbour, but the great Bay of Pasamaquody is much 
too spacious, and the water too deep, to be considered in that light, 
though the Branch which runs up to the mouth of the Soodiao River, 
after getting into the Bay, is a very secure harbour. A little to 
Etan Har- * n6 ea8twar ds of Pasamaquody, and whioh may be considered as con- 
boar* Ar " nected with it by a ohain of islands, is Etang Harbour, the best 
perhaps, in a military light, in the Province, as being the easiest to 
defend. The entrance into this harhoar is formed to the eastward 
by a narrow point of the main land, and to the westward by a 
small Island, making a passage about four hundred yards wide. 
Both the shores are high and bold, and have about 14 fathom water. 
This harbour is also sufficiently spacious for any purpose what- 
ever, and most perfectly land-locked. The passage into it, whioh 
is in a north-west direction, is strait and easy, and in case of 
contrary winds there are very good anohoring places, or rather, 
other harbours on each side— one to the south west, the other to 
the north-east. Should not the general situation of this harbour 
be objected to on account of its being so near the extremity of the 
Province, and what seems a greater evil, lying in the mouth of the 
Bay of Fundy, the navigation into whioh is so extremely diffioult 
on account of the rapidity of the tides and frequonoy of fogs, I 
should think it the most eligible harbour I have seen for securing 
the naval and military arsenals of the Province ; and as the tide 
is more moderate here than higher up in the Bay of Fundy, docks 
might be constructed in this harbour. I shall now proceed up the 
Harbour at northern coast of the Bay of Fundy, to the harbour, which is at the 
the mouth of mouth of the River St. John. This is about 12 leagues to the east- 
John*"" TOrd of Etang Harbour, and nearly opposite to Annapolis Royal, 
the breadth of the Bay of Fundy being here about 12 leagues. This 
is not an harbour for men of war, nor indeed a good one for mer- 
chantmen. There is a bar which can be passed only at certain 
times of the tide, and there are other shoals which make the navi- 
gation into it diffioult j nor can it be deemed a safe harbour even 
when a vessel has got in. ^The coast from hence, eastwards, far up 
into Chignecto Bay, is like that described on the opposite side of the 
Bay of Fundy— -high, steep, rocky, and without a break in the 
shore, whioh is so bold as to render anchoring dangerous, and the 
tides are so rapid that a very fair and fresh wind is necessary to 
stem them. In short, the navigation of the whole of the Bay of 
Fundy, except for a few months in the summer, and then with good 
pilots, is extremely dangerous. To complete the coast of the Pro- 
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vince, I must again cross the isthmus to Bay Verte, and describe the 
remaining part lying north-west in the Gulf of St. Lawrence till it 
joins the coast ot Canada in Bay Chaleurs, into which runs the 
Restigoache River, the Boundary between the Provinces of Nova 
Scotia and Canada. From Bay Verte to Bay Chaleurs is about 47 
leagues; and between them are the small harbours, Shediao, 
Cocagoe, Bichibucto and Mirimiohi, which is 20 leagues distant 
from Bay Chaleurs. 

I have next to speak of the Rivers,— and I shall begin with those 
in the Peninsula. The prinoipal ones, or rather those most known, 
are Annapolis and the Rivers which fall into the Bason of Mines, 
and those which fall into Chigneoto Bay, in which order they shall 
be named. Annapolis River, from the Bason or Harbour, rises 
north-east and nearly parallel to the coast about 12 miles, navi- 
gable for ships of any burden, as high as where the Town and Fort 
are built :— This River is drawn from the country nearly in the 
same direotion, and is navigable for boats with the tide from 30 to 
40 miles higher ; the banks of which, though among the first 
settled in the Province, are very thinly interspersod with poor in- 
habitants, who, from, want of industry, money and perhaps that 
protection necessary to secure their property, have done no justice 
to a soil, surface and situation, capable of producing as good and 
great a variety of grain, and perhaps better pasture than most 
parts of America. 

The Rivers Pierro, Petite Habitanto, Canard, Cornwallis, formorly 
called Grosse Habitante, and Horton, called by the French Gas- 
poreau, fall into the west side of the Bason of Mines, just above 
Cape Blowmedown, having their mouths very near together. This 
district of country, now making the Townships ot Horton and 
Cornwallis, is the richest and beet cultivated in the Province, 
and yields as fine productions as any in America. The banks 
of these rivers were first cultivated by the French, who 
diked in large tracts of land formerly overflowed, and whioh 
are still so rich as to appear inexhaustible. The next is 
Windsor River, which is more considerable than any of the latter, 
though not so well cultivated, evidently from the want of inhabit- 
ants, as the soil is not inferior. Into the Windsor River, which 
divides the Township of Windsor from Falmouth, fall the half-way 
Biver, the St. Croix, dividing the Township of Newport from 
Windsor, and the Kenticook :— The latter has a communication 
with the Shubenacoady, which is the largest and perhaps the most 
valuable river on the whole Peninsula. The source of this river 
is a large lake not above ten miles from Halifax Bason, from whioh 
lake it is navigable for boats 50 miles into the Cul de sac that 
terminates the Bason of Mines, and is called the Cobbiquid. The 
banks of this river from the natural productions and the few in- 
considerable settlements there are upon it, show as good Boil and 
surface as any in the whole Peninsula and from its proximity 
to Halifax, with whioh, by a chain of small lakes, it com- 
municates and is passable in canoes to the Dartmouth side 
of Halifax Harbour, it may appear extraordinary that it should 
not have been more cultivated ; but this will be accounted 
for hereafter. About 16 miles from the mouth of this river on the 
east side is the Souiac, the largest river that falls into the Shub- 
enacoady. It rises in an easterly direotion to within about 20 
miles of the south east coast. The tide Aowb up the Souiac from 
six to eight miles, and up the Shubenacoady above 30 mileB. There 
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are several other small rivers which fall into the Shubenaocady. At 
the head of the Cobbiquid, the Salmon Kiver, which divides the 
Townships of Truro and Onslow, and on the North side of the Bason 
of Mines, are the Chignoiae, dividing the Township of Onelow from 
Londonderry, the IseBurk, Great Village River, Poro-epic, Base 
Kiver, and Chignecto, which latter falls into the Bason of Mines 
near Partridge Island, where the Ferry between Windsor and Cum- 
berland is established. 
The upper part of Chignecto Bay terminates in Cumberland

and the River Hebert. The latter nearly traverses the tongue 
of land, whioh divides Chignecto Bay from the Bason of Mines, by 
means of which the communication is in part maintained between 
Windsor and Cumberland. There is another considerable river on 
this tongue of land, which empties itself into the Chignecto 
Branch, called Apple River. The Messaguasb River nearly 
traverses the narrowest part of the Isthmus or the great Peninsula, 
and rises to within about four miles of Bay Verte. The banks of 
the rivers in the neighbourhood of Cumberland are considerably 
cultivated. There are large tracts of marsh land whioh have been 
diked in, and when belonging to the Frenoh bore vast quantities of 
wheat and other grain, but are now mostly in meadow. The up- 
land in this part of the country is tolerably level, the soil good, and 
appeare very favourable to tillage ; but this country, with all the ad- 
vantages described, has been extremely neglected, the few inhabi- 
tants who were well affected, raising little more than was necessary 
for their own subsistence. The causes assigned for the nogleotod 
state of the country about Annapolis apply alike here, and that of 
its insecurity still more forcibly, for such was the disposition of the 
An extraordi- major part of the inhabitants, that during the late War, the Fort

but in the time of the French was much used, and, grain carried to 
Bay Verte for exportation, quantities of whioh were sent to Canada. 
Principal Having spoken of the rivers in the Peninsula, the banks of which 
Rivera on the are cultivated, I shall proceed to name the principal rivers on the 
pert^of 3 the continental part of the Province, beginning with St. John's, whioh 
province be- is not only the most considerable in this Province, but among the 
gianinff with largest in the eastern part of America. The mouth of this river 
8t. John. ^ before mentioned as falling into a harbour of the same 
name, immediately opposite to Annapolis Royal. At the entrance into 
this river, which is very narrow, there are two falls. The lower 
one, about 150 yards wide, is rather a rapid than a fall. The upper 
one is between 400 and 500 yards across, and appears to be formed 
by a vast bar of rocks, which, at high and low water, occasions a 
fall and tremendous convulsions in the water: — These, however, at 
half flood and half ebb, subside, and are passable for twenty iriinutes 
or half an hour, not only for boats, but for vessels drawing from 12 
to 14 feet water. This is a curious phenomenon produced by the 
great rise of the Bay of Fundy tide meeting at this bar and holding 
in equilibrium, the vast discharge of waters from the River St. John, 
in which state the surface is perfectly level, till the tide prevailing 
and rising much higher than this bar, occasions nearly as great a 
fall at high water as upon its return in the opposite direction at low 
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water; nor is it less curious that the tide which rises at least 24 
feet below the bar, immediately above does not rise more than three 
or four feet. After passing the Falls a spacious bay opens, and 
from thence rises in a northern course a vast river expanding 
itself in many places to a Sea navigable for ships of any 
burden ; but for vessels drawing nine feet water, to the Township 
of Maugerville— large boats and petite augers go above St. Ann's 
Point which is 20 miles higher and the tide flows perceptibly to 
the Indian Chapel, which is about 9ft miles from the month of the 
river. Here is the first rapid or rather shallow place, over which 
however flat boats and canoes pass with ease, and go up the river 
to the Great Falls, a distance of 220 miles. Here is a portage or 
carrying place of about three quarters of a mile, after which it is 
still a vast river upwards of 20 miles higher, where the main 
branch takes a western course, and has not been explored. From 
henoe rises in a northern direction the Madawaska River likewise 
navigable for canoes. About 30 miles higher to the Temisqnata 
Lake whioh is only 36 miles from the River St. Lawrence, from 
whence a road has been opened near the Kamaraska,which is about 
100 miles below Quebec, to this lake, offering a most favourable 
communication with Canada. By means of tnis road, and going 
down the Madawaska and SL John's Rivers in canoes persona have 
passed from Quebec to Halifax in 12 and 14 days. The whole 
distance from the mouth of the River St. John to the River 
St Lawrence being by the foregoing computation about 
300 miles.— Besides the great extent of the River St. 
John, there are several very large branohes running out 
outotit particularly on the eastern side, such as the Kenebeccasius, 
the Washadamoic, and the Grand Lake. There is also an infinite 
number of rivers, falling into it, more perhaps than into any 
river in America, some of them very extensive, communicating to 
the eastward with different bays in the Gulf of St. Lawrence, 
and to the westward with Pasamaquody, and several Bays in the 
New England States, as far as Penobscot— cirenmtances which 
must prove very advantageous when the country becomes settled and 
cultivated. Such a number of lakes and rivers discharging into 
the St, John, must, of course, make a vast body of water. This, 
the original or Indian name of the River (Orastook) implies, 
signifying a great collection of water; and here I would observe 
that, the bar whioh has been described at the mouth of this river, 
and whioh at first sight appears an evil, I am persuaded is an 
advantage, for by chocking the impetuosity of the Bay of Fundy 
tide, that which flows over the bar becomes so moderate as to 
render the river at all times navigable either up or down. This is 
not the case with any of the other rivers falling into the Bay of 
Fundy which are affected by that irresistible tide. In a river of 
this extent a variety of soil must be expected, but as it is not my 
business at present to enter into a minute description, I shall speak 
of it in general terms ; For the first thirty miles, the borders of 
the river are high, rocky and barren. The lands mostly burned, 
and scarcely any settlements on them. From henoe the banks 
become in general low, and in the spring of the year are occa- 
sionally overflowed, such lands in this country are oalled Interval 
Lands, and are exceedingly rioh. From henoe the river has been 
laid out on both sides, into different Townships for about 40 miles 
highor up and almost all the lands granted away, though there are 
very few settlements except in the Township of Maugerville, whioh 
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is on the east side and has about 18 miles front on the river, tole- 
rably well inhabited, but the people, poor and indolent, have 
cultivated only those Interval Lands, which being easily cleared, 
and the soil inexhaustible, they have drawn a subsistence from the 
spots they first cleared. From whore the banks become low, there are 
several islands in the river, forming almost a chain ; these islands 
are all of this Interval Land, are very rich and valuable, some of 
them containing three or four hundred acres of land. The Town- 
ship of Sunbury on tho west side of the river was the last laid out, 
and the lands gen orally granted as high as St. Ann's Point, about 
90 miles up the Rivor ; and although I have already said they arc 
very thinly settled, yot very small portions, indeed, have been 
escheated in favour of tho Loyalists. Tho country, however, from 
St. Ann's Point, up to tho Great Falls, is not at all inferior, abound- 
ing with islands, interval, and all the advantages of the lower 
country, excepting that tho navigation must be carried on in very 
flat boa 14, and that it is 60 much further from the mouth of 
the river, circumstances which have proved very unfavourable to 
settling tho Loyalists. Thoro is a great deal of valuable timber on 
tho river St. John, though not much oak, nor mast-wood; but in 
some of tho rivers falling into it, very fine masts are still to be found ; 
to the preservation of which timely attention should be paid. Upon 
the whole, notwithstanding the difficulties which from the descrip- 
tion given must attend tbe first settlers upon the upper parts of 
this river, it must, in the end, become the most flourishing, as well 
as permanent part of tho Province. 

I shall now proceed to the Potcudiao. This likewise is a very 
considerable river, but not comparable to the River St. John, nor 
is it so well known. It is large and deep for some distance into 
tbe country, but the tide rising to such an extraordinary height 
renders even tho passage of boats precarious. About 20 miles up 
this river which rises nearly in a north diroction, a large branch 
goes off west, and communicates within a distance of two miles 
with the Kenebeccasins, a river falling into the St. John, at its 
union with which is a great bay or lake. The distance through 
tho country traversed by these two rivers, and nearly parallel to the 
coast, is between 70 and 80 miles : — There is another considerable 
river, the Momramcook which also falls into Chigneoto Bay, near 
the mouth of the Petcudiac, and about ten miles to the westward is 
tho Shopody Biver. 

Rivers felling I have next to name the rivers falling into the Gulf of St. Law- 
into the Gulf renoo, but as I had not an opportunity of visiting that part of the 
of St. Law- GOa£ x i nor of rocoiving such information respecting them as I could 
trust to, I shall speak of them only in general terras. In all the 
bays before named lying from the Gut of Canso to Bay Chaleurs, 
there aro rivers, too many to be enumerated, and some very con- 
siderable ones, particularly in the Bay of Mirimichi and Bay 
Chaleurs, — into tne lattor falls the Kestigoucho, tbe boundary river 
between tho Provinces of Nova Scotia and Canada. Upon many of 
these rivers thoro are old settlements, and from what I saw at Bay 
Yorte and Pictou Harbours, the only parts of this coast I had an 
opportunity of visiting, which I did by crossing the Isthmus, there 
is a great deal of valuable timber. At the latter I saw very large 
masts, which I am told are to be found upon all the principal rivers. 
Besides other fish, these rivers abound with salmon ; great quantities 
of which aro cured for exportation. Oysters are likewise found upon 
this part of the coast. A little to the south east of Bay Verte is the 
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Tignish River, which, though not considerable, yet as rising 
The rirer« within two miles of the Mowaaguasb, the river before namod, which 
which ae&rlj bo nearly traverses the Isthmus, is worthy of observation, and sug- 
tr»j«rt* the gestw the idea of opening a water communication between the Gulf of 
iithmuB. gt Lawrence and theBay of Pandy. This, notwithstanding the 
surprising difference of tho rise of the tides in these two seas, which 
in the latter is upwards of 60 feet, and in the former not more than 
seven or eight, would, I am of opinion, be attended with good 
effects. It appears, upon inspection, that these two rivers at their 
sources, where the waters are almost at rest, are nearly upon the 
same level, and as both these rivers are affected by their proper tides, 
the conclusion is, that the two seas likewise at high water are not 
far from being upon the same level ; a communication therefore 
might be opened between them, and if a canal were cut the depth 
of eight feet, which is the rise of the t ; de in the Gulf of St. Law- 
rence, it would produce an almost constant discharge into the Bay 
of Fundy. Besides tho many and great advantages which would 
result to the oouutry from such a communication, the constant dis- 
charge of water into the Bay of Fundy mighjt, in some degree, 
check the prodigious rise of tide there. This, however, might be ascer- 
tained by taking the levels, which my time would not permit. 
The River \% remains yet to speak of the St. Oroix .River or western Bound- 
w-estera*' °* ar 7i between the Province of Nova Scotia, and the easternmost of 
Boundary. the American States, which is far from being explicitly described 
in the Treaty of Peace, and, it is presumed that no time should be 
lost in ascertaining an object of so much importance. Into Great 
Pasamaquody Bay, which has before been named, three rivers fall 
each of them called by different Geographers and Surveyors St 
Croix : — I shall speak of them separately under their original or 
Indian names, according to the best information I coold collect upon 
the spot, having been disappointed in my intentions of exploring 
them particularly. The western, or Copacook, which falls into a 
Branch of Pasamaquody Bay, is considerable, rising from about 
20 miles up the country, and is divided into such a number of small 
streams as to render its sources doubtful: This river, however, 
apppears by records in the Province of Nova Scotia, to have been 
the boundary between that Province, and the Territory of Sagada- 
hoe in the Province of Maseachusets Bay. The middle SL Croix or 
Scodiac, falls into the great Bay of Pasamaquody, and' is by muck 
the most considerable of these rivers. It comes from a large lake 
which lies in a north-west direction between 40 and 50 miles op 
tho country, from whence the principal branch rises in a more 
western course a great way into the country, but how far to its source 
I could not with precision learn. At the height of about 15 miles 
up this rivor are falls or rather rapids — occasioning a portage or 
carrying place of three-quarters of a mile, above which it is naviga- 
ble for flat boats and canoes upwards of 40 miles to the lake before 
mentioned. The eastern St. Croix or the Majiggadewy, which also 
falls into the great Bay of Pasamaquody, is less considerable than the 
Scodiac, and is drawn from some lakes near the banks of the river 
St. John, and has different communications with that river. It will 
therefore appear from what has been said, that the middle river or 
Scodiac, not only from being so much the most considerable and 
consequently the best natural boundary, but from its western course 
is the mo6t favourable to the interests of Groat Britain, as securing 
infinitely the greatest tract of country, for as the Copscook risos 
but a little way, upon applying the line North from its source - 
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as directed in the Treaty of Peace — not only all the upper country 
lying upon the Scodiac would be lost, bat the greatest part of the 
upper and beet lands upon the river St. John likewise : — This it is 
presumed could never have been intended, and appears to have 
oeen occasioned by a want of that geographical knowledge so 
necessary in drawing boundaries between Powers, who have 
been at war; in doing which, rivers, or other distinct and 
natural features should be sought after, instead of having recourse 
to imaginary lines. I cannot help extending this observation some- 
Observationa what further. About 50 leagues to the westward of Pasamaquody, 
upon the is the Kenebeo River, the old boundary between the Province of 
Kenebec Main and Sagadahoe, which latter has scarcely been considered m 



belonging to the American States, having never or very irregularly 
paid taxes nor performed service, and is thinly inhabited by persona 
who withdrew themselves to avoid both. This is not only a very 
considerable river rendered notorious by Arnold's Expedition into 
Canada, but rises so high as to meet within a degree of latitude the 
River Chaudiere, which falls into the St. Lawrence nearly opposite 
to Quebec, a circumstance so favourable to both Provinces, aa 
Beems to have pointed it out as tho best and most natural boundary 
between the British Colonies and the American States ; besides 
what has been said of the condition and disposition of the few Ameri- 
cans settled in the Territory Sagadahoc, at the time the Provisional 
Treaty was made, there was a British Military Post established at 
Penobscot in the very heart . of that country, and a number of 
refugeos settled in it, who have lost their labour and been obliged 
to abandon their settlements in that neighbourhood. After these 
observations, to speak of the value of the lands and the more valaable 
timber, would lengthen the digression and might be considered out 
of place. 

Nature of the Tho appearance of this Province from the sea, has already, in 
country in the part been described. It is universally high, bold, rocky, and such 
Peninsula. M j 8 commonly called an ironbound shore. The lands, too, near 
the coast, particularly on the south east side lying on the Atlantio, 
are verv stony and barren. They are covered, however, with trees, 
most of which are evergreens, such as spruce, pine, &o. ; but there 
is very little valuable wood near the coast. The interior of this 
country is so much unknown, that very little description can be 
Road from given of it. It may, without impropriety, be said, that in the whole 
Halifax to Peninsula thero is only one road, that leading from Halifax to Wind- 
Annapoiis qqj.^ through Cornwallis and Horton to Annapolis Royal, a distance 
of about 135 miles. And this cannot be considered as penetrating 
into the country further than Horton, which is about 60 miles, as 
afterwards the road runs parallel to, and very near the coast of the 
Soil and Bay of Fundy. The soil and surface, as far as can be judged of from 
produce. the road, which is through a continuation of wood, after going 
15 or 16 miles from Halifax, begin to be good, and continue improv- 
ing all the way to Windsor. The country adjoining to which, in- 
cluding the Townships of Falmouth and Newport, is very fertile, a 
good deal cultivated, and produces all the European grain in as great 
abundance, and hay in a greater, than most countries in America. 
Indian corn is likewise raised here, and a variety of pulse, which, 
with all porta of roots and vegetables, are remarkably good. The 
country about Horton and Cornwallis still excels that of Windsor, 
both in original soil and in cultivation. They have here the com- 
mon fruits of apples, pears, plumbs and cherries, all which thrive so 
well, as to prove that cultivation only is wanted to raise the various 
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fruits of Europe, or those of the northern parts of America. Nor is 
the soil at all inferior of the other Townships of Truro, Onslow and 
Londonderry, which havo before been mentioned as lying on the 
Cobbiquid, at the head of the Bason of Mines; bat these lands are 
not so far advanced in cultivation. From Horton to Annapolis 
Royal, a distance from 60 to 70 miles, the surface is in general good ; 
bat the soil for the firet 20 miles, till the road meets the Annapolis 
Bivor, is sandy and sterile. This road, as has been before observed, 
roDB nearly parallel to tho coast of the Bay of Fundy, and is not any 
where distant above 15 miles, and as soon as it meets the Annapolis 
A remarkable River, is traced nearly parallel to that likewise. Between the An- 
mountains napolis River and the shoro of t**e Bay of Fundy, is a vast ridge of 
mountains, terminating to the south-westward at Annapolis Gut, of 
which it forms one side, and to tho north-eastward at Capo Blow- 
medown. This ridge, which seems to rise immediately out of the 
sea, and is at the Dot of Annapolis very high, rises gradually to 
Cape Blowmedown. whore, as has been before observed, it forms one 
side of the entrance into tho Bason of Minos, and is remarkable for 
having two such passages through it, the snores of which are per- 
pendicular, and of a prodigious depth. This ridge, which may be 
considered as a barrier, and sheltor6 all the north side of the Penin- 
sula, falls so gradually towards the Annapolis Rivor, as to be capa- 
ble of cultivation, to which tho soil invites. It is, at present, en- 
tirely covered with wood, mostly birch and maple, which are distin- 
guished in this country by the appellation of hard woods, and 
generally denote a good soil. Before I quit this ridge, I would ob- 
serve that tho long narrow nock which forms tho Bay of St. Mary, 
before named, appears to be a continuation of it, cut through only 
by the narrow Gut of Annapolis, which is about three quarters of a 
mile broad. St. Mary's Bay is separated from tho Bason of Annapo- 
lis, by a narrow isthmus of about tive miles, on which are some in- 
considerable settlements of tho Acadians. 
Paths cnt Out of the road leading to Windsor a path has been opened 
through the through the wood to the Cobbiquid, communicating with the 
towns already named in that neighbourhood, and from thence 
through the Township of Amherst to Cumberland, by means of 
which, cattle have been driven upon the snow, when frozen, to 
Halifax. Such other openings have likewise been made from the 
head of the Cobbiquid to Pictou and Tatmegouche Harbours. These 
cannot be called roads, being simply cuts through the wood, with 
trees marked to discover them, which serve, howevor, to show the 
country is fit for and would amply repay the labour of cultivation. 
Wherever the wood has baen cleared an excellont grass springs up, 
which fattens cattle, and produces as rich milk and as good butter 
as in any country whatever. There are, besides, some inconsider- 
able paths in different parts of the coast communicating from one 
bay to another, but not such as at all discover tho interior part of 
the country, which, from tho ruggedness of the surface, the thick- 
ness of the woods, innumerable lakes and difficulties arising from 
climate, is littlo known. But perhaps the negligence and supine- 
noes of the inhabitants may have contributed more to this ignor- 
ance than all the rofet, for among them I have found very few who 
have oven traversed the Peninsula, though it is nowhere above 75 
/from miles across. From Annapolis Royal to Liverpool (which is on tho 
Annapolis to south-east coast, and about 23 leagues to the westward of Halifax) 
iverpoo the country has been travorsed the greatest part of the way in a 
birch canoe, going up a small river near Annapolis, called Allan's 
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Biver, for about 12 miles to a lake, and by communications from 
lake to lake to the head of Liverpool River; which runs out of a 
large lake, called Panuke, that is 10 or 12 miles across, the length 
Iving cast and west, or longitudinally as to the Peninsula. From 
this lako down the river to Liverpool is about 20 miles. The whole 
journey was performed in four days ; the several carrying places, 
being ten or twelve in number, amounting togothor in length to 
about 18 miles. The banks of these rivers and Takes are described 
as rich lands, bearing, among other hard woods, large red oak, and 
tho graes remarkably luxuriant. The country from Port Rose way 
to An^apoliT. to Annapolis Bason bas boen traversed— first by going up a small 
river from the head of the former harbour, and from lake to lake to 
the distance of 45 mites, dono in a flat boat pushed up against the 
9 stream with polos. From hence tho surface is described as rugged, 

rocky, cut with a number of rivers communicating with innumer- 
able lakes, till towards tho approach of the opposite shore and the 
head of the rivers falling inio the Bay of Fundy, when the soil 
becomes better, producing hard woods and red oak timber. The 
surfaco likewise, though raihor steep, is capable of cultivation. This 
having been tho first attompt, tho account of the country is but 
imperfect. Tho distanco travolled, by computation, was somewhat 
about 100 miles, which, from bad weather and other obstructions 
common through a country entirely in wood, and so much cut with 
rivers and lakes, employed fourteen days. Upon the whole it 
appears that towards tho centre of the Peninsula are tho largest 
lakes— that these generally take the coarse of tho Peninsula, nearly 
east and wost, that they supply the rivers, and that there are 
various communications between them. 
Nature of the Still less is known of the nature of the country on the continental 
XcoVent P a rt of the Provineo, for except at the mouth of the St. John's 
al part ofthe Kiver, whore a few hundred acres only have been cleared, the sor- 
Province. face of which is very 6tony, tho whole is a scene of wood, and that 
60 thick, that it is neither possible to describe tho soil, nor the sur- 
face. Of the former some idea may be formed by the great 
luxuriancy of the natural productions. Besides the vast quantity 
of standi Dg wood, the surface is covoroi with trees which have 
decayed and fallen. And tho moss growing upon those and running 
from one to another entirely covers, for large tracts together, the 
surfaco of tho earth and not only renders it difficult to judge of the 
soil, but occasions infinite labour in clearing the land. There is 
another appearance common throughout the Province. Vast tracts 
of what is called burned lands, having standing wood upon thorn that 
is doad. When the moss before described is dry, it oasily takes fire, 
which running according to tho direction of the wind, frequently for 
an hundred miles together, destroys the trees and every thing it 
meets, and is supposed greatly to injure the lands. This evil is 
common all through Amei ioa, and has produced the worst effects. 
These firos have been oftentimes occasioned by the carelessness of 
tho Indians and probably sometimes by lightning, as they have 
been known to break out in the most unfrequented parts. The soil 
and produce having been already partially mentioned, and reasons 




The various 

productions grasses appearing wherever tho country has been cleared. It 

already has been said that all sorts of European grain are produced 
here, and, where tho lands have been cultivated, in quantity per acre, 
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and in weight equal to most parts of Europe. Hemp and Flax are 
likewise produced, and so are very fine Hops. Indian Com grows 
too, and though the ears are not so large, tney are more numerous 
than in the Southern climates, and it is much cultivated by the 
poorer inhabitants. All sorts of European legumes and edible roots 

Fruits. are produced here, and they are remarkably good. Fruits have been 
but little cultivated, though in the old French settlements, apples, 
pears, plumbs and cherries are found, and prove that cultivation 
only is wanted. The woods universally atford strawberries and 
raspberries, tho latter in the utmost abundance, for wherever the 
woods have been cleared, the raspberry shrub constantly shoots up 
and the iruit is excellent. Wild gooseberries, wild cherries, cran- 
berries, and all the more common berries of Europe are found here, 

Woods. There aro of the various sorts of spruce and pine, of birch, maple, 

beech, elm, oak and ash, but not much valuable timbor on the 
Peninsula. Up the River St. John, and many of the other large 
rivers, some white oak is to be found, but in no great quantity. 
There is mast wood upon them all, and upon some very large, and 
in great abundance. To the medicinal woods I did not pay much 
attention. Saisapari 11a is common, however, all through the Pro- 
vince. The maple of this country yields, by a very simple process, 
most excellent sugar, little, if at all, inferior to that produced from 
the cane, and 1 ho same tree will yiold for eight or ten years suc- 
cessively. 

Animal*; The oxen and sheep of this country yield the best of meat, from 
the excellence of the pasture, better than in most parts of America, 
and the country in general seems very proper for grazing. It is 
also favourable for breeding horses, and there is a strong, useful 
race of them at present raised here. The most valuable of 
tho wild animals is the moose deer, which is in great 
abundance. The vast size of this animal, and tho excellence 
of its meat prove a great resource to the Indians and poorer inhabit- 
ants, who dry the flesh without salt, 60 as to keep it the year round. 
There are but few of the caribou, and still fewer of the smaller doer 
now left in the Province. There is an abundance of hares, an 
animal that in its appearance, and in the taste of its flesh, seems to 
partake of both the hare and the rabbit of Europe. The black bear 
is common, and when young, the flesh is eaten, either fresh, salted 
or driod ; the fat melted and clarified is a good substitute for oil, 
and their skins are valuable. The peltry is inconsiderable, and the 
few Indians remaining on the Peninsula neglect to take even the 
little there is. In the northern part of the Province joining to 
Canada, some valuablo furs are still to be found, but the Indians, 
during tho late war, brought very little to market. There are no 
animals in this Province dangerous to the human species, nor are 
there any noxious roptiles. 

Birds. There is a great variety, as well as abundance, of water fowl, and 

a vast many of the birch and spruce partridges in the woods. These 
birds in size, plnmago and nature, especially the former sort, are 
more like the European pheasant than partridge, and are delicious 
eating. The flesh of the former is white, of the latter brown, and 
somewhat like tho grouse of Europe. There is no great variety of 
other birds, except of the Falcon genus. 

Fish. Of fish. I have already said, this coast abounds in the greatest 

degree. Cod, mackerel, shad and salmon may be exported from 
this Province with as much advantage as from any part of America^ 
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nor is its t ituation lens advantageous for the whalo fishery. The 
rivers and lakes likewise afford an abundance of fish. 
Fweiis. I have yet to add that iron and copper ores have been found in 

the neighbourhood of the Bason of Mines, from whence it probably 
took its name ; and that coals are found in different parts of the 
Province. In Chignecto Bay, and near to Fort Cumberland, there 
is excellent coal within eighteen inohee of the Burfaoo of the earth, 
with whioh the people in that neighbourhood supply themselves. 
Upon the St. John's Biver, coals have likewise been found, and as 
the country becomes cleared and better known, it is presumed more 
coal will be discovered to supply fuel in place of the wood cut down. 
In different parts of the Province, but particularly up the St. John's 
Biver, there is an abundance of lime stone, and there is also a kind 
of ooarBe marble ; and in the neighbourhood of Halifax the true 
moor stone and tolerably good slate. Bricks are made all over the 
Province ; and upon the SL Croix Biver, near Windsor, the Shub- 
•naocady, in the Gut of Canso, and in some other parts of the Pro- 
vince, there are vast quantities of plaster of Paris ; the harder sort 
has been used and makes excellent plaster, and the softer kind is in 
great demand in Pennsylvania as manure, for which a considerable 
quantity has been exportod thither. 
Climate. The climate is perhaps the greatest natural evil attending this 

country. The winters arc long and severe, and tho weather ex- 
tremely inconstant. The snow does not lie upon the ground here 
as in Canada, to preserve the winter grain, which by frequent thaws 
and frosts is injured, as are all sorts of plants. The weather, even 
in the summer, is vory uncertain and liable to groat and sudden 
changes ; yet the climate is remarkably healthy, and this Province 
affords as striking instances of longevity a«* any upon tho Continent 
of America, The summers though short, are wonderfully pro- 
ductive and vegetation stronger and more rapid than in most other 
parts of the world. Tho autumns are serene and moderate, and the 
winters come on by degrocs, though the summers do not, for there 
is no spring ; nor is the inconstancy of the weather, when fairly 
considered, peculiar to Nova Scotia, for upon tho sea coast of the 
whole Continent, the transitions from heat to cold are very sudden ; 
and when the interior of this country comes to be settled there is 
no doubt but this evil will diminish here, as it ha* done elsewhere. 
Fogs are very prevalent upon all the coasts, particularly in the Bay 
of Pundy, and prove very uniriendly to ships approaching, but 
being most common in the summer season, they are of course less 
dangerous. In the winter, indeed, this is not a coast to navigato 
upon. These fogs, whioh oome in from the sea, are not found to be 
at all unwholesome. There is a vast deal of rain falls upon the 
coawt, but this, from the same cause, is common to most countries 
lying upon the Atlantic Ocean. 
Sxtmtand The extent of this Province, beginning, as before, with the 

entente Peninsula, from the north-east to the south west, the greatest 
length, is about 225 miles; and the greatest breadth, which is nearly 
north and sooth about 75 miles, containing, by calculation, 16,271 
square miles. There are, in different parts of the Province, abo'it 
30,000 acres of cleared up lands, and 24,000 acres of marsh land 
diked in, making together about 60,000 acres under cultivation. 
The extent and contents of that part lying on the Continent, can- • 
not be ascertained with the same precision till the boundaries are 
better established. There may be about 27,000 square miles, 
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miles. 

Number and The old inhabitants, whom I shall first name, separately from the 
of tne P ow n di8bandod ' ^P 8 and loyalists, whioh have come since the late war, 
inhabitants, a™ computed at about fourteen thousand, exclusive of Acadians and 
Indians. Of the former, who are the remains of the old French in* 
habitants, and aro dispersed all over the Province, thore are about 
one hundred families ; of the latter about three hundred men of the 
tribe of Mickmaoks, the original Indian of the Peninsula; and upon 
the rivers St. John aod the Scodiac about one hundred and forty 
men of the tribe of Mareshites ; but as I could not obtain suoh in- 
formation upon this head as I wish, the computation may not be 
strictly correct Before 1 proceed to give the number of the dis- 
banded troops and loyalists, it may not be improper to observe that 
a great part of the old inhabitants, especially the wealthy ones, aro 
from Now England, and that they discovered, daring the late war, 
the same sentiments which prevailed in that country. I think it 
necessary to add that the Legislature is principally composed of 
these men, and that some of tho higher pubiio offices are at present 
filled with the most notorious of such characters. 

The number of new inahabitants, via , the disbanded troops and 
Loyalists who came into this Province since the peace, I shall be 
able to give with precision, the whole having been mustered in the 
Summer of 1784, in order to ascertain the number entitled to the 
Royal bounty of provisions. The following Return will not only 
show the number of men, women and children, bnt the different 
parts of tho Province in which they are settling, and here I am 
sorry to add that a very small proportion, indeed, of these people 
are yet upon their lands, owing to dffferent causes — First—their 
arriving very late in the season. Secondly — timely provision not 
having been made by escheating and laying ont lands, in which 
great delays and irregularities have happened. Thirdly — a sufficient 
number of surveyors not having been employed, but lastly and 
principally, the want of foresight and wisdom to make necessary 
arrangements, and steadiness to carry them into execution, the evils 
arising from which, will be felt for a long time to come, not only by 
the individuals, but by Government, for if these poor people who, 
from want of land to cultivate and raise a subsistence to themselves, 
are not fod by Government for a considerable time longer, they must 
perish. They have no other country to go to — no other asylum. 
They have hitherto been mostly employed in building towns at tho 
principal settlements. At Port Roseway and the mouth of the 
River St. John, astonishing towns have been raised, and in less time, 
perhaps, than was ever known in any country before. It is, how- 
ever, much to be lamented such great exertions had not been more 
profitably directed in cultivating their lands, for besides loss of time, 
they have wasted their substance in that which can never prove 
profitable to themselves or useful to the country.

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The Indians are not enumerated, nor can thoy be considered as 
making any part of the community. 

This Return includes the Negroes, whose numbers are about 
3,000, but as tbcy bare not been distinguished from the other 
JjOyalists, I cannot give their number with precision. 

Among the people mustered and included in thin Return, there 
are 1,590 who are not considered as entitled to the Royal bounty 
of provisions ; and the children under ten years of age draw but 
half a ration. 

rort Eoseway I have yet to describe the Harbours of Halifax and Port R">S9- 
Baiixmr. way — the latter is situated three leagues and a half to the eastward 
of Cape Sable. It is strongly marked by the high lands near it, 

Cicularlv Cape Negroe, U easy of access, deep, spacious, perfectly 
•locked, and in all respects a good harbour. At the ontrance 
lies Rosencath Island, about three miles long and one and a half 
broad, making two passages, the easternmost of which only is navi- 
gable. This island and tho shoals in the westernmost (commonly 
called the falls) passage contribute much to shelter the harbour 
from the southerly winds, which are very heavy upon this coast 
After passing the island the passage contracts to about 1,400 yards 
across, and then gradually opens into a spacious harbour which ter- 
minates in two branches, the northeast one extending in that 
direction eight miles, having five and six fathom water nearly to 
the very head, where the new town of Shelburne is built. To give 
a better idea of this harbour, a chart of it is subjoined to the Report 
No. 1. To this place some of tho first refugees who left New York 
came, and perhaps a greater progress was never made in any new 
settlement- In six months time there were upwards of 800 houses 
built, and most of them of the very wood that grew where the town 
new stands. Hereaieat present from 1,400 to 1,500 houses, and 
some of them as good as any in the Province. Upon the western- 
most point of the Narrows (now called Point Carleton) the detach- 
ment of artillery that went with the first settlers took poet, and the 
artillery stores were landed there ; good log barracks have since 
been built for officers and 100 men, betides covering for all the mili- 
tary stores. Upon a small island in front of, and close to the town, 
three large framed store houses have been erected/capable of contain- 
ing provisions for upwards of seven thousand persons, a number that 
has been victualled there. And opposite to the Town of Shelburne 
upon the tongue of land that divides the two branches of the 
harbour, and which has been recommended to be preserved for 
public uses, good log barracks have been built for 300 men, and 
framed buildings for a proportionate number of officers. Several 
other spots and points of land have been recommended to be 
reserved for defence, which are maiked in the chart subjoined ; but 
I must hero observe that, with all the advai tages attending this 
harbour I do not think it an eligible one in a military view, for 
though there is a fine situation for careening wharfs, and a naval 
yard upon the tongue before mentioned, it would be difficult to 
defend this harbour against a superior naval for< e, without extensive 
and expensive works. The entrance into it at the Narrows is too 
r wide to be secured by batteries ; nor does there appear any single 
situation within, favourable to the protection of naval and military 
aisvnals. For a place of trade, however, it is an excellent situation, 
and should it ever be judged proper to establish a free port in tbo 
Province, I think this the most eligible. I muBt not omit, however, 
to observe that the upper part of the harbour, in common with 
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almost all upon the coast, is occasionally frozen over, bat never 
below the Narrows, and as there is no quantity of back water there 
is never any danger from floating ice. There is a spot just within 
the Narrows which has been recommended to bo reserved, where a 
town wonld have been very advantageously situated, and where 
wharfs and warehouses may still be built in a part of the harbour 
that is never frozen, and not too remote for any necessary commu- 
nication with the present town. This has been suggested to the 
Governor. 

Halifax I now come to Halifax:, the seat of Government, the principal 

Harbour. where there is a naval yard, and where the military stores of 

the Province are deposited. I shall first describe the harbour. 
It is situated about midway between Cape Canso and Cape Sable, is 
deep, spacious, and easy of access. It is somewhat embayed, but 
Sambro Lighthouse, near the westernmost head, marks the way into 
it. The mouth of the harbour is formed to the eastward by Corn- 
wallis Island, and to the westward by Point Pleasant, making a 
passage at the nearest points of 1,900 yards wide, and 2,400 yards 
tig her up lies George's Island, making two channels into the har- 
bour, the westernmost which is nearest to the town, 750 yards 
wide, the easternmost 1600 yards ; both these channels are equally 
good for ships of any burden. The town, which is situated on the 
western side, commences at the point nearest to George's Island, 
and is built parallel to the coast with a continuation of wharfs ex- 
tending 2,400 yards in length, where the naval yard is situated. 
From thence to the entrance into the Bason is 3,<:C0 yards, and the 
whole extent from George's Island to this entrance, a distanco of 
above three miles, may be considered as a good Harbour, gradually 
diminishing in its breadth towards the Bason. This entrance, 
which is but 433 yards across, admits vessels into the Basou,and 
seems to offer another and more secure harbour, but the water is 
too deep and the Bason too spacious for ships to lie in with safety, 
for with a north-west wind there is frequently a high sea hero, and 
the anchorage near the coast which is bold, is foul and rooky. Near 
the entrance of Halifax Harbour, on the westorn side, separated 
from it by Point Pleasant, is the North- West Arm, a very secure 
little Harbour. This branch running in that direction to within two 
miles of the Bason, makes a Peninsula of which the isthmus is 2730 
yards across, and there is all the appearance of these two arms of 
the sea having somo time or other had a communication between 
them. 

Present I have now to spoak of the defences of this Province, and shall 

defences. begin with those of Halifax, to elucidate which a correct Plan No. 2 
of the whole Peninsula accompanies the Report. There is a chain 
of batteries, composed of sods or fascines, from Point Ploasant or 
the entrance into the North West Arm, to the town, on which are 
mounted 39 pieces of heavy cannon. George's Island is nearly 
surrounded with field works, and on batteries of the same com- 
position there are 48 pieces of cannon mostly 24 pounders. On 
the most projecting point of the oastern shore, there is a battory 
of 15 guns of the same calibre with a small enclosed fascino work in 
its rear. Close to the town, and upon the point nearest to George's 
Island, is the principal battery mounting 16 guns, and is very well 
situated for co-operating with those on George's Island for defend- 
ing the western channel, which might be rendered difficult to pass; 
but as the eastern chaonol would still be open, and is of such a 
breadth that no batteries on the shore could prevent ships from 
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passing, defending the other Channel would be of little use, so that 
it appears from what has been said of the breadth of the several 
passages, and the repeated experience of the inefficiency of batteries 
which can only fire upon ships when passing, that the entrance into 
this harbour cannot be prevented by any works oh shore,. At the 
back of tho town about 880 yards distance from the shore there is 
a very commanding height which is called tho Citadel Hill, offering 
a most advantageous situation for a fortress. This height is at 
present occupied t>y an irregular field work compo8ed principally 
of fascines, built and enlarged at different times, but mostly daring 
tho late war, and is at present in ruins, having nothing substantial 
in it excepting a large octagonal blockhouse, which will contain 
about 100 mon. A particular plan of these works is subjoined No. 3. 
There are *75 pieces of cannon, mostly heavy ones, and 25 mortars 
of different calibres mounted on these works — here are two field 
magazines for gun powder, and three temporary sheds for pro- 
visions, within tho exterior envelope. These having been built 
during the war, and whilst attacks were threatened, are very unsub- 
stantial, and the magazines are all damp. There are besides two smalt 
irregular redoubts upon commanding grounds, to the north and south 
of the town, of which there are likewise Plans No. 4 and 5. The 
former towaids the Bason, is called Fort Needharo, and is an old 
sod work now ,in ruins, with two small wooden barracks in it 
which might contain 50 men. In these barracks powder was 
lodged for a considerable time, for want of a more safe and 
convenient place. The latter, Fort Massey, which was lately enlarged 
is a fascine work in tolerable repair. Here are 13 pieces of cannon 
and coehorns and there are new wooden barracks which will con- 
tain the officers and men of two companies. In this fort there is 
likewise a small block house and a powder magazine. In the roar 
of the Naval Tard there are the remains of three detached bastions, 
the figures of which are now bcarcely to be traced ; these were 
thrown up under the idea of securing the yard, to which however 
they never in any degree contributed. They are situated upon the 
side of the hill laid out into fields full of stone enclosures, from 
some of which the Terre Pleine of the bastions may be seen, at the 
distance of 40 yards. In one of these bastions there is a block 
house equally useless. At tho noith west extremity of the Naval 
Yard, on a projecting point there is another block house with a 
bank thrown up round it called Fort Coote, on which there are 
three 18 pounders— a situation where a good battery would contri- 
but somewhat to defend the yard from an enemy afloat, and in the 
rear of the Naval Yard against the stone wall that encloses it> wn 
two other small blockhouses. 

The works upon George's Island having been considered as a 
material part of the defences of this place, a particular plan of 
them is subjoined, No. 6. These, too, are composed of sods and 
fascines, and are falling fast into decay. There are two field 
magazines (viz., sunk underground, the side walls composed of 
masonry, tho roofs covered with large logs of wood, and a quantity 
of earth to make them bomb proof) but those, like those in the 
Citadel, are so damp as to render gnu powder useless. Here area 
number of wooden buildings which nave been run up in a temporary 
and superficial manner, from time to time, to cover troops, and 
there may now be lodgod in them 150 men. A plan, No. 7, is aluo 
subjoined of the Eastern Battery, the works of which are likewise 
in tho same ruinous state. Hero was a large wooden barrack that 
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has been lately pot into repair, and the gun powder, which was 
lodged in different houses, barns, vesssels, Ac., in and about the 
Town of Halilax, has been deposited here, to the amount of nearly 
7,000 barrels, till proper magazines maybe built, or the powder 
otherwise disposed of, in which no time should be lost, for, besides 
the constant danger it is in of taking fire, it is every day perishing. 

These make all the defences of Halifax, among which there is not a 
substantial work, or one that could be brought into use upon any per- 
manent plan of fortifying, though more money has been expended 
here than would have built a rospcctable fortress. After this remark it 
is necessary (in justice to the officers who have commanded, and 
the engineers who faavo been employed) to observe that, except the 
block houses, all the works are composed of sods or fascines, which 
will scarcely stand in this climate the heavy rains and the frosts of 
one winter, but as theso works were thrown up during the war, 
and when danger threatened, the most expeditious mode was of 
course adopted. In respect of situation and construction, no regular 
system seems to havo been pursued. The officers commanding 
from time to time wore changed, and each directed according to his 
own judgment. Here the trite observation occurs, that it is in time of 
peace we should guard against war. 

I shall next speak of the barracks, of which there are in different 
parts of the town, sufficient to covor 2,100 men. These have been 
ouilt from time to time in a tomporary and unsubstantial manner, 
and placed without system or protection, wherever there were 
vacant spots of Crown Land not granted away, excepting only the 
Rod Barracks, which were first built near to the Citadel Hill upon 
a good and substantial plan, bat these are now old and going last 
into decay, and at this time require a thorough repair. The barracks 
in the different detached works, which have been already named, 
are in general of the most temporary kind, and such as it would be 
bad economy to keep in repair. Thore are besides at Birch 
Cove on the west side of the Bason, log huts for about 400 men, and 
framed houses for the officers, built at the expense of the 
Government, but upon land that is private property, of which the 
Crown has a lease only for four years, and at Sackville, at the hoad 
of the Bason, there are barracks for 50 men, besides a small block 
house. At Halifax thore is only one stone magazine, which will 
contain 1,000 barrels of powder, and that is so old and so much out 
of repair as to bo in danger of falling. It U not enolosed in any 
, work, but stands between the town and the Citadel Hill, exposed to 
every sort of danger. 
Ordnance The spot appropriated for an Ordnance wharf and storehouses was 
originally too small, and has been so much encroached upon that 
there is now scarcely room enough for the buildings necessary to 
cover the great quantities of Ordnance stores at present here, which 
are scattered about and very improperly disposed of, as indeed are 
the King's provisions and all the other public stores which are 
lodged in private houses, and for which exorbitant rents are paid ; 
nor has propor and sufficient land been reserved to the Crown to 
erect buildings upon for those uses, so inattentively and inconsider- 
ately has the whole been given away. It is presumed, howevor, 
that this essential right of the Crown might be recovered, if active, 
able and honest men filled the proper offices ; and I must hero 
observe, that if storehouses are not bunt by Government, to contain 
the vast quantities of pnblic stores which have been accumulating 
for a great length of time at Halifax, and particularly sinco the 
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evacuation of New York, Charles Town, &c, they should be sent 
home. It would be better economy even to destroy them at once 
than let them perish by degrees in bad storehouses hired at the 
present rents. 

\aval Yard. j 8na H next mention the Naval Yard, which is all that remains to 
the Crown of any value, out of the moneys which have been ex- 
pended in public work a at Halifax. Hero the wharfs, storehouses, 
and other buildings are well and substantially built, have been laid 
out with Bystem, and wear the face of permanency. A plan No. 8 
is subjoined, but the situation is injudiciously chosen for defence. It 
is placed too high up the Harbour to be under the immediate cover 
of any work which maybe established upon the Citadel Hill, and 
is also from the same cause exposed to an enemy that might possess 
themselves of the opposite side of the Harbour, where the distance 
across is not above 800 yards. Had the Naval Yard been placed 
diroctly under the Citadel Hill where the Ordnance storehouses 
stand, and where there is a favourable break in the shore, and all the 
public storehouses collected there, they would not only have been 
less exposed to an enemy in possession of the opposite shore, but 
the whole might have been protected by a fortress upon this hill. 
Unfavourable The town too would have been infinitely better situated higher up 
the^towu and * ne harbour, at the back of the Naval Yard, where the ground is 
iiUonge^* much more favourable to build upon, and where, by being within 
qutncea ads- the fortress, it would have been more secure from an enemy, 
ing from the whereas at present the town interferes with the defences of the works 
sam '"' on that hill, from whence guns could not be fired upon shipping in 

the harbour without damaging the houses and obstructing the shot. 
This will bo better understood by referring to the General Plan of 
Halifax No. 2, which will show how near the town approaches to 
the summit of this hill, and the several objects and situations which 
have been mentioned and doscribed. It will also show how very 
imprudently the land about this hill originally reserved, has been dis- 
posed of without holding to the Crown a sufficient quantity to build 
a fortress upon, with such an esplanade round it as would be 
necessary to its defence. That which remains now to the Crown in 
described by a lino stained yellow in the General Plan No. 2. 

I shall next speak of Annapolis Royal, which was originally the 
seat of Government of this Province ; and though this Harbour 
has been mentioned as the best in the Bay of Fondy and among the 
best in the Province, the narrow entrance into it through the ridgo 
of mountains before doscribed, obscured by the fogs so frequent here, 
together with the rapid tides, were sufficient objections to its ever 
being made the principal port. The* course of this river and situa- 
tion of the town, fort, &o., will be better understood by having 
Fort at recourse to the plan No. 9. Upon a point of land projecting into 
Annapolis the Annapolis River formed on the other side by Allan's River, 
Koy . which falls into the former, there are the remains of a square fort 
* of about 130 yards exterior front, with a ditch, ravelins, and a 

covered-way. The situation is well chosen for the defence of the 
river, and being upon the highest part of this small Peninsula of 
which the neck is not more than 300 yards across is a very strong 
position. Though the surrounding country is much higher, the 
heights are all too distant to be any objection to tho placing of a 
fort here, which could only be attacked from tho sea, or by tho 
neck, and might therefore be rendered very strong. This fort was 
originally a sod work, but at the latter end of the former war, a 
project was made for enlarging and improving it, and the founda- 
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tion of a revetment of masonry was laid round a great part 
of the fort, as will appear in the particular plan No. 10, whioh will 
show the stato of the works in tho year 1763, and the number 
of buildings there were at that time within the fort, and depen- 
dent upon it. After a very considerable expense had been incur- 
red in providing material, building wharfs, laying foundations, 
&c, these works were stopped in the year 1166, and sobered with 
the buildings to go altogether to ruin. Of a number of good brick 
buildings, there now only remain, in a usofal condition, the 
powder magazine and the casemates. Of excellent barracks, 
capable of containing 300 men, the walls only remain, and these, 
from having beon unroofed and totally negleotod, are so far gone to 
rnin as scarcely to aimit of repairing. In the course of the late 
war, when it was judged necessary to send troops again to Anna- 
polis, they wore put into the wooden buildings without the fort, as 
tho most easy to repair. These were paUisaded round, as represented 
by a double dotted lino in the plan No. 10, and a block house 
erected in the bastion nearest to thorn by way of defence, which 
proved so insufficient that, during the late war, the crew of a pri- 
vateer landed here, took possession of the block house and plundered 
the inhabitants. The fort was entirely dismantled in tho year 1770, 
and such of the buildings taken down of which the materials were 
thought worth transporting to Newfoundland. The works are 
now so much mouldered away as to be quite open in all parts. 
Here, as everywhere else in the Province, the same temporary expe- 
dients have been used, and money bas been wasted in erecting 
unsubstantial wooden buildings when good and well constructed 
barracks were suffered to go to ruin. Since the present garrison 
arrived in Nova Scotia, more of these temporary sheds have been 
erected, over tho foundations of some of the old buildings within the 
fort; There is now sufficient covering for the offieors and men of 
five companies of Foot, till some general plan shall be adopted. 
Tho Crown Land about this fort has boon given away to tho very 
foot of the glacis. 

Cumberland Cumberland Fort is situated at the upper end of tho bason of the 
* >ort * same name, which terminates Chigriecto Bay, between the Rivera 

Au Lac and the Mesaaguash, which have boon before mentioned. It 
is a small regular pentagon of 75 yards exterior front, with a ditch, 
covert- way and glacis, as will appear by tho plan No. 11. This 
fort was also built by the Frencn and called by them Beausejour. 
It was, originally, a sod work, and having beon kept up 
during the late war, was fascinod. The body of the place 
is now in tolerable repair, and has sixteen pieces of cannon 
mounted in it. The covert-way and spur are gone to ruin. 
Here is a good magazine, composed of bricks and masonry, but is 
improperly placed in the covort-way. In two of the curtains were 
temporary casemates, one of which is in ruins; the other is used as 
a provision storehouse. All tho other buildings are of wood, whioh 
appears the more extraordinary as there are quarries of excellent 
free stone close to the fort. The barracks here are habitable, and 
might contain 300 men. All the buildings in the spur or out-work 
are gone to ruin, and have been mostly taken down. The situation 
of this fort, for its size, is well chosen. It is upon high and dry 
land, and free from being commanded, but being brought so noar the 
water side, and to the extremity of the point of land, there is not 
room onoagh for a , respectable work, but there is ample space fur 
ther back, and upon the same plane upon which there was an 
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intreoobed camp formed after this fort was taken from the French, 
and again before the troops wont from this Province to the attack 
of Louiabourg. This land still remains for the use of the troop* 
quartered in the fort, bat a large tract of the Crown lands surround- 
ing has been given away. The general situation of this fort being 
upon the isthmus of the great Peninsala of the Province seems to 
point it out as proper for a place of arms, should ever a plan be 
• formed for the defence of this country. 
Port Edward. The next work I shall mention is Fort Edward, on the Windsor 
River, running into the bason of Mines: — This is a small square fort 
of 85 yards oxterior front, with bastions, a ditch, and a rained coun- 
terscarp, and is composed of sod. Here are eight pieces of cannon 
mounted. This fort, of which there is a plan, No. 12, was built 
early in the settlement of the Province, first intended as a place of 
security against the Indians, and repaired and improved in the be- 
ginning of the late war to protect the inhabitants of Windsor from 
the ravages of the American privateers. The situation of this fort, 
for any present purposes, is ineligible; it does not answor for the 
defence of the river, and is commanded by different heights sur- 
rounding, some of which are very near. Here are wooden barracks 
for 200 men, but much oat of repair, a block house, a temporary 
magazine, and a good provision store. A few acres of land have 
been left about this fort for the use of the troops, but the greater 
part of the Crown land here, as everywhere else, has been given 
away. 

Fort Hngbea. At Corn wal lis there is a small stockade work, called Fort Hughes, 
enclosing barracks for one company, built during the late war, 
partly at tho expense of the inhabitants, to prevent their being in- 
sulted and robbed by the American privatoers. 

Those make all tho defences upou the Peninsula of this Province; 
and upon the continental part, there is only one small irregular 
field work at St. John's Harbour, not far from the mouth of the 
river, the situation of which will appear in the plan No. 13, as 
will two new towns lately laid out there. This little work Was 
erected in the course of the late war, in preference to repairing » 
small square fort thrown up during tho former war, which is like- 
wise marked in tho plan No. 13, but that position being low 
and commanded, and not so well situated for tho protection of the 
few houses built In the cod of tho bay, where two or three persons 
lived of a company, to whom a largo tract of land had been granted, 
and who carried on a considerable trado with the Indians and per- 

Fort Howe, gong settled up tho river, the ridge upon which the now fort stands 
was offered by them, and a work in which there are eight pieces of 
cannon, barracks for 100 mon, and a small block houMe, were ac- 
cordingly erected, togo the r with a larger blockhouse at the other end 
of the ridge. The blockhouses remain, but the work whioh was 
composed of fascines and sods, is falling down, and the ridge upon 
which it stands is too narrow to admit of any useful works being 
constructed upon it, besides tho evil of tho lands not belonging to the 
Crown. This evil, too, has been greatly aggravated on account of 
the only reservations which were made on each side of tho Harbour 
when the grant before mentionod was passed, having been lately laid 
out into two large towns, and given among the Loyalists who went 
with a view of settling up the river, without so much as reserving 
land nropor and sufficient for any public uses, not even for erecting 
storehouses to contain the provisions Government sent therefor the 
uso of the Loyalists. The points which have been reserved, or 

• 
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rather left as unfit for private uses, can only serve for sea batteries, 
for which they are not woll situated, so that the principal settle- 
ment in the Province, and one that bids fair to vie with the best in 
America, has been so disposed of, as not to leave to the Crown a 
spot to build a fortress upon for its protection, or even barracks 
and storehouses for such troops, as it may be necessary hereafter to 
send there. 

A return of the cannon, mentioned in the several works, to 
gether with such a* are under the charge of the Commanding Offi- 
cer of Artillery and Storekeeper of the Ordnance, is subjoined to the 
Kepoit, and likewise a return of all the Barracks. 

Having now shown the whole of the present defences, and having 
before given a general description of the Province, it remains to 
offer what appoars most immediately necessary for the benefit and 
security of this Colony, which, from the late great accession of in 
habitants, and other considerations, socm to claim the attention of 
Government. As nothing contributes more to the advantage and 
security of any country than good roads, or easy communications, 
and as it cannot be expected of persons lately arrived in a new 
country to labour for the good of the community, till each indi- 
vidual nas secured subsistence for himself, it may be politic for' 
•Government to do a part of this necessary work. I should, there- 
fore, propose that a road be made through the middle *of the Penin- 
Pmfruw d sula, longitudinally from the Bason of Mines, as, for example, from 
Windsor or Horton, to one of the bays near Cape Sable, as Townsh- 
end or Fourchu ; and that at least one road across the Peninsula 
be likewise made, which should commence from the town of Shel- 
burne, that is at the head of Port Roseway harbour to Annapolis 
Royal. By means of these two roads the communications most 
material to Government might be kept up, and the inhabitants on 
each side of the Peninsula would presently find their way into 
these roads for their own convenience, and the settling of the country 
be greatly facilitated. I should further propose that the road from 
Sackville to the head of the Cobbiquid, which has before been men- 
tioned, be oponed, and from thence to Cumberland, whioh would 
pass through a valuable tract of country, and make a communica- 
tion with that part of the Province lying in the Gulf of St. Law- 
rence, without crossing the Bason of Mines which, at particular 
seasons of the year, is dangerous and always uncertain . This road, 
besides being proper to secure a communication at all times with 
some of the bays in the Gulf of St. Lawronoe, and by that means 
to Quebec, without going through the Gut of Canso, or round the 
Island of Cape Breton, would be attended with the same advantages 
to the settlers upon that part of the coast, as the principal roads 
before described to others and would unite a part of the Province, 
with which, at present, there is scarcely any communication. 

These roads, or rather communications, it is presumed might be 
made at very little expense, as the lakes and waters running between 
thorn, especially along the middle of the Peninsula, might frequently 
be turned to good account, by settling persons on these lakes and 
having craft proper for them which is practised all over America. 
Besides those principal roads upon the Peninsula, the establishing a 
safe and easy communication by means of the River St. John, with 
Canada, seems to be an object of the first importance to both 
Provinces. This in some measure is done, as the river is passable 
in canoes in the summer and upon the ice in the winter, as high as 
the Lake Temisquata, and a road has been opened from thence to the 
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River St. Lawrence, which has been before described ; but it remains 
to establish Post Houscb which should be the property of the Crown 
at the most convenient places and distances, to secure in time of 
danger a communication bo absolutely necessary. These spots 
should be made choice of, and considered as military posts, and a 
small reservation of land bo made at each, in case it should ever 
become necessary to place troops at them, and I would wish to see 
the same precautions taken upon all the public roads. Many other 
communications may hereafter become necessary upon, and with, 
the continental part of this Province, but at present there are so 
few settlements, and those so distant; that the evil of crossing the 
Bay of Fundy rau3t be submitted to ; though when the north side 
of it becomes settled, a road may be practised round the Chigneoto 
branch as well as the Cobbiquid, and by means of the Petcudiac 
River a good communication established with the St. John's 
Eiver. I am informed, also, that branches of the St. John's and 
Mirimichi Rivers nearly meet and offer another easy communication 
to the Bay of that name in the Gulf of St. Lawrence. 

If it should not bo judged proper to employ the troops upon these 
communications, or should Government not station a sufficient num- 
ber in the Province for such purposes, I would suggest that, from 
among the negroes brought to this Province from New York and 
made free, a Corps might be raised and clothed and fed by Govern- 
ment, to be employed upon publick works ; or that, by a law of the 
Province,a certain proportion from out of the whole should be annually 
called upon for such services. The former of those propositions 
would, I am persuaded, prove a benefit to the negroes, as well as to 
the Province, for it is Known by experience that these persons, 
brought up in servitude and slavery, want tho assistance and pro- 
tection of a master to make them happy; indeed to preserve them 
from penury and distress. 

As tho intentions of Government with respect to this Province 
should be determined upon, before any system of defence be formed, 
general ideas only, at present, will be offered. One of the first ob- 
jects should be the establishing in the mo3t convenient and secure 
port, an arsenal of military and naval stores, in such a situation as 
to be protected by a land force, without the assistance of a fleet, 
late wars having proved the uncertainty of all naval operations ; and 
oi the several harbours which have been described, I am of opinion 
that Halifax (notwithstanding the mistakes which have been com- 
mitted there) is still the most eligible port in the Province. The 
Citadel Hill, which has been before mentioned, is one of the most 
unexceptionable situations for a fortress I ever saw. • A respectable 
work here, with casemated barracks for six or eight hundred men, 
containing magazine, storehouses for provisions, and water, which 
the hill affords, would be very difficult to reduce, and would oblige 
an army to undertake a siege upon unfavourable ground, the hill 
being so much higher than any land near it, and the sides, though 
steep, of so equals surface that approaches could not be carried on 
without being seen into. Though this work could not prevent an 
enemy from coming into the harbour, yet it would prevent ships 
from lying therein, spacious as it is, for they could be no where out 
of the reach of shells. And though the naval yard is unfortunately 
so placed as not to be immediately under the protection of this work, 
it would obstruct an enemy from landing to destroy it, without which 
it could not be effectually done. For ordnance, and all other publie 
stores, good situations may be yet obtained under the protection of 
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this fortress. Nothing is wanted for the former, but to remove the 
encroachments which have been made upon the King's land reserved 
for that purpose, the situation being proper for wharfs, and the original 
reservation might even bo made sufficient to contain the necessary 
storehouses; for this purpose a plan was submitted to the Governor, 
but after having been referred to two magistrates named for tho 
purpose, and after receiving the Governor's sanction, the officer 
employed to enclose the same was committed to gaol, and no subse- 
quent steps taken to secure the right and dignity of the Crown. About 
the middle of the town, in the rear of one of tho old batteries, where 
tho fuel of the garrison is at present improperly deposited, there is 
an area of public ground sufficient to contain storehouses for pro- 
visions, and all other public stores, at this place. This area was 
lately applied for, when that part of it only stained yellow was 
given up, which is scarcely adequate to the purpose for which 
it was required, and no reasonable objection assigned for not re- 
linquishing the whole. The taking possession too of this part, 
was disputed in a court of justice by one of the Members of the 
Legislature, who had obtained a temporary licence of occupation of 
this ground during pleasure only. The observation already made, 
that most of the public stores are in private houses, for which large 
rents are paid, may best explain suoh conduct. I must extend this 
digression a little further, and mention that rent is now paid for the 
very wharf at which the King's provisions are landed for the troops 
and Loyalists. But to return. The situation of this ground is con- 
venient for wharfs, and the whole might be placed under the pro- 
tection of a proper work upon the Citadel Hill, which will be better 
understood by referring to the general nlan No. 2. I would here 
concentre the whole force in one substantial fortress, and abandon 
the several points and works now occupied, which, from what has 
before been said, can never prevent an enemy from coming into the 
harbour, and by being so much detached and divided, are every 
where weak. I shall not at present offer a design for suoh a work, 
but observe that by taking off the top of the hill a base of any size 
may be obtained ; and from the account bofore givon of the various 
productions of this country, be it remembeied that all the materials 
for a permament and solid work, which this climate particularly 
requires, may be found in the Province. Another advantage pecu- 
liar to the Port of Halifax should be named— that this harbour is 
scarcely ever frozen over. It seldom happens to be shut up for 
more than two or three days in a winter, whereas almost all the 
other harbours on this coast are frozen up for months together. 
This is a circumstance of great importance. 

I should further conceive a smaller fortress necessary at Annapo- 
lis Royal, as the principal harbour in the Bay of Fundy, where the 
force of that side of the Peninsula and the shipping might assemble, 
and as the most proper place tor supporting and insuring a commu- 
nication with the continental part of the Province, and with 
Canada. I also conceive that another fortress should bo established 
near Cumberland, or upon some part of the isthmus of the great 
Peninsula which, by oooupying tne three points proposed, with 
proper communications between them might be defended with 
advantage. These fortresses of whatever sizes may be thought 
proper, should be built in a solid and substantial manner, of brick 
or masonry foundations, as no sort of field works will stand in this 
climate, and upon a plan capable of making a separate defence. 
Some smaller work I should likewise think proper near the boundary 
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a fortress river between this Province and tbe American States, which should 
proposed near first be ascertained, the vague and indefinite description of it in the 
Rire Treaty of Peace, leaving groat room for error and dispute. If ever 

rational and well meaning persons are employed to determine this 
line, which I humbly conceive it is our interest as well as duty to 
have done without delay, the Scodiao or Middle St. Croix River 
must be made choice ot, a particular description of whioh, as well as 
of the two other rivers called St Croix has already been given, 
(page xxxiv of this Report.) I cannot forbear here to remark that, 
upon the boundary river, provincial regiments and other disbanded 
corps should have been settled, as the most likely people to 
form a good Militia, and make a secure frontier. Here as in. 
every part of the Province I visited where the lands had not 
been previously laid out, I recommended to the Governor of 
the Province, such spots to be reserved, as appeared proper for 
defence, and particularly at Harbour Etang, which has been des- 
cribed as one of the best and most easy to protect of any in the 
Province. This harbour is now become an object of more im- 
portance, for since my Report was nearly finished, in which I had 
throughout distinguished the Peninsula, from the continental part 
of the Province, the Bay of Fundy having naturally divided 
them, I find the latter is formed into a separate Government, it 
should of course have its own port, and this harbour is evidently 
the most proper for that purpose. Besides the advantages already 
described, a water communication may be obtained from hence, by 
means of the Majiggadewy (a river which has beon named before) 
with the upper part of the River St. John, and when this country 
has been more explored, and is better known, I am of opinion other 
Obferrationi rivers will be found to communicate with this harbour. I would 
on the here wish to make some further observations upon the boundaries 
NewBrSnl 0 ' of lhiB new Province. That made choice of to separate it from 
wick. Nova Scotia, by taking a river which nearly traverses the narrowest 

part of the isthmus was judiciously chosen. That to the westward 
between it and the American States has been described, and repeatedly 
mentioned as liablo to error and dispute, which may not only involve 
individuals in ruin, but this country in another war. That to the 
northward and eastward too, adjoining Canada, is surely not well 
choson, and seems to have been the effect of inconsiderately following 
the encroachments made by the French when in possession of 
Canada, who to extend their dominions, and perhaps to have a 
better pretence for dispute, passed the original, natural, and excel- 
lent boundary, the River St Lawrence, to take up an imaginary 
line, which in the Treaty of Peace is called a Ridge of Mountains 
separating the rivers which fall into the Atlantic Ocean, from those 
whioh fall into the River St. Lawrence. There is no such ridge, 
and the sources of those rivers are indented and pass one another 
according to the accidental form of the ground. In the present caso 
I am humbly of opinion that the western boundary line towards 
the American States, should be continued north, till it meets the 
River St. Lawrence, and that part of Canada, which lies sout h 
of the River St. Lawrence thrown into tbe Province of New Bruns- 
wick ; for though no immediate evil may arise from such a vague 
line, yet when so good a natural boundary might be obtained, it 
A military should bo taken. 

poet proposed At the mouth of the River St. John in the bay, which has be- 
of the river * ore ^° en described, there should certainly be a military post, that 
St John. river being the great inlet to the Province of New Brunswick, and 
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the most easy and natural communication with Canada. Besides 
from the description which has been given of that river, and the 
extensive country through which it runs, more produce, and conse- 
quently more trade, are likely to be brought to this bay than to any 
other in the Province; thorofore an early attention should be paid 
to the security thereof. In the description already given of the 
present defences there, it was said no land had been reserved for 
public uses; I therefore suggested that the proprietors of the land 
upon which the fort stands, should be requested to make it over to 
Government, with such surrounding space as should ho judged 
necessary for its defence, including a spot at the head of the bay 
proper for wharfs, storehouses, &o. This was obtained in the summer 
of 1784, though not upon so large a scale as, from the growing appear- 
ance oi this part of the country, I wished ; and a wharf and store- 
houses wero in consequence ordered to bo built, with a recommenda- 
tion irom the General Commanding in the Province to the Governor 
to give other lands in lieu of those so relinquished. 

Perhaps, too, a military post should be established in one or 
other of the bays on that part of the coast lying in the Gulf of St 
Lawrence, but as I had only an opportunity of visiting Bay Verto 
and Pictou Harbours, I cannot say which would be the most eligible, 
though the latter of these appeared a very proper situation. I am fur- 
ther of opinion that a small military post should be established to- 
wards the south-east extremity of this Province, and I should think 
Mitford Haven, a small harbour in Chedabuoto Bay, into which the Gut 
of Canso runs, a proper situation. Besides the sovoral posts enumer- 
ated, distinguishing the throe first named, viz.: Halifax, Annnapolis 
Royal and Cumberland as fortresses, especially the former, I should 
recommend batteries for a few cannon to. bo established in all the 
bays which may be settled on tho south-east coast, if for no other 
purpose than enforcing the laws of trade upon such vessels as may 
frequent them. I would further recommend a chain of Light houses 
upon the highest and most projecting points, from Cape Canso to 
Cape Sable, beginning with ono light at the first, and increasing the 
number of lights with the number of Light houses. There should 
likewise be the same number of cannon as of lights at each point, 
and by discharging the cannon in the very thick fogs so prevalent on 
this coast, ships near might bo advertised of their situation. Tho 
care of these Light houses and guns would be very properly given to 
the pilots who came to this Province after the evacuation of New 
York, many of whom are retained in the service with half pay. By 
a judicious disposition of these people and a plain systom of signals 
adopted by lights and firing gans, navigating upon this coast might 
bo rondored infinitely more safe and easy. I believe it has been 
omitted to observe that tho tide upon this coast in general rises from 
six to seven feet. 

As in the course of this Report, my mind has been strongly im- 
pressed with the idea of uniting those Provinces with Canada, to 
the advantage of both countries, and that by establishing the same 
laws, inducing a constant intercourse and mutual interest, a great 
country may yet bo raised up in Amorica, to facilitate which it 
may bo found proper to establish a seat of genoral Government and 
protection, and for this end it has occurred to me that the Island 
of Capo Breton is very favourably situated. It is a promontory 
standing, as it were, between the three Provinces, and happily situ- 
ated for communicating with tho several parts of all the three ; 
besides being tho most safe and easy land for ships to make coming 
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from Europe* It is likewise contiguous to Newfoundland, and may 
bo said to tie in the centre of all that remains to Great Britain upon 
the Continent of America, and as nothing can save these remains 
but a good and wise government, so the employing an able man 
to preside over the whole, seems to be the most probable, if not the 
only means. A man of integrity and ability, with a comprehensive 
understanding to discover the resources and interests of the several 
parts, and unite and apply them for the good of the wholo to some 
great and useful end. These Provinces are not only capable of 
supplying tho wants of our West India Islands, but by proper 
encouragement, wise regulations and a good government, may be 
made a formidable rival to the American States. It is a great country, 
and from the description given, poseosses as many natural advan- 
tages as any in America. In respect of the fishery, infinitely 
superior, and in point of lumber tho Province of New Brunswick is 
inferior to none. It wants inhabitants, and these may be drawn 
from th* American States. Persons who have not forgotten tbe 
excellence of our constitution and government, who are tired of tho 
anarchy of their own, may be easily drawn away ; many have 
already solicited to be received; nor is it altogether without hope 
that the revolted Provinces, having constantly before their eyes, 
written in the most indelible characters, the happiness arising from 
systematic government, may be disposed, after fruitless efforts of 
their own, to return to that connection wherein they found, and 
perhaps wherein only they can find, true liberty and union j but as 
this subject is of great political importance it may be considered oat 
of my sphere. I must, however, before I conclude, add that if the 
Navigation Act is not enforced in the Provinces of Nova Scotia and 
Now Brunswick, the ill consequences, or rather ruin, which will 
attend them is self evident.

^Letter from Charles I. to Sir Isaac Wake, Ambassador to France, respecting: 

THE REDDITION OF QUEBEC AND ACADIA, 12 JUNE, 1631. 

CHARLES B. 

Trusty and wol beloved wee greete you well. By yo r severall dispatches to the 
Viscount Dorchester since yo r coming to yo r place of residence in that court, Wee 
havo particularly observed us well the delayes, where w ,h you were long entertayned 
for yo r first accesse to that King & his chiefe Ministers, as likewise the mannere & 
language was held w th you at yo' first audience. And as wee could not but marvell 
that you wore no sooner admitted to the Kings presence upon yo' diligent demands 
& respective sollicitasn of audience by d'Angier ; so doe wee, on the other side, find 
sufficient reason to content o' selves w ,h the reparacon was made vnto you by so signifi- 
cant a profession of a brotherly lovo, & deolaraoon of a firme purpose to hold strict & 
friendly correspondence w"' vs as was expressed vnto you by that Kings owne moutb. 
for the fayro treatment you had by some of that King's Ministers, & the distance wa* 
held w' 1 ' you by others concerning the Cardinal de Richelieu, you have done well ia 
following yo' instructions, & for the rest we must leave both them & you to the rules 
of yo' discretions. And as wee see by yo r cariage of yo r self you are no new man 
in Ambassages : so need wee not to give you any new directions how to comply© 
\v ,h those you have to doale w t: ' at that court, but to goe on as you havo well began 
in tho ceremoniall part of yo r charge. 

The Bubstantiall part comes to you by this dispatch: which is a shutting vp of 
all differences betwixt the twoCrownes, & laying a foundacon of a firmer friendship 
than hath been of late yeares; w d> is no new worke, but in effect the renewing onely 
of former allyances as well by practise, as they are by promise. 

The chiefo scope & ayme & very first article of the last treaty concluded now 
two yeares since after an unhappy rupture was to that purpose, & every thing com- 
prised in the said treaty, or could any way be pretended vnto by vertue thereof hath 
Seen punctually performed on o r part: such things onely excepted as did at the tyme 
& doe necessarily reqoiro a mutuall performance. 

Wee havo accordingly (as you will observo it specified in the thyrd article) 
admitted an alteration fin tho family of o r doar Consort, by increase of the number of 
the Religious persons about her, as was found fitting do gv6 a gre, & have caused 
divers restitutions to be made of whole shipps and their charge of goods to that 
nation to a very great value w"' out holding any thing of that kinde, whdreas the 
delivery was required of vs by way of arrest or reprisaYl. 

The liko con ten tm 1 hath not been afforded vs or o r subjects in eyther of these 
particulars ; for whereas the thyrd article before specified doth expresly require that 
all articles & contracts of o' mariage should be confirmed, the particularity of the 
family of o' deare Consort onely excepted for w c " in this lost treaty there is 
a particular clause, and that the porcon money is clearely sett downo as well for 
the sumo as the tyme of paym ( in the sayde articles & contracts of mariage, & accord- 
ingly promise hath been often mado vnto vs of our payment, & specially by Mons' 
de Chastoauneuf now Garde des Sceaux when he was fcere in ambassage, yet the one 
halfe thereof remaynes still unsatisfyed & not only three wealthy shipps of o r subjects 
taken and held w ,h out any iust subject, dr so much as apparent of pretention, have 
been still detayned notw"' standing often reiterated demands of restitution : bnt divers 
arrests and seisures have been mode of clothes & manufactures of drapery of this O 1 
Kingdom there w lh in the land, directly contrary to stipulacon & treaty. 

The paym ( of the remainder of the porgon money hath bene since agayne 
promised vnto vs by that Kings Ministers as well to such persons as wee have em- 
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ployed in that Court as by this French Amb r here resident about vs whereof wee can 
not dispense w* any longer delay, and therefor have annexed it to other conditions 
of full and perfect reconcylement. 

This French Amb r persisting still in his promise of paym 1 , doth not wth standing 
desire to have the businesses separated making it a point of hono r to be obliged by 
new treaty to pay that w ch is already acknowledged due by former contract. 

Whereunto wee have willingly consented, because a formality should not inter- 
rupt the busines, but the point of hon r pressing us more neare to have prewdent 
agreements, yf not precedently & in order of tyme at least equally k in effect 
performed * ,h things of great moment, w ch are required of vs. Weo can no ways 
agree so as to separate them as that one should be ordayned and accomplished w lh 
out the other 

What weo chiefly understand to be put in ballance, yf not in contract against the 
porcon'money, is the rendition of Quebec in Canada; taken by vertue of a comission 
given during the late warre under o r great seal, by a Company of o r subjects of this 
o' Kingdome of England, k the rctyring ftom Port Royal, a place adioyning vpon 
.New England, where a Company of o f subjects of o r Kingdom of Scotland were seated 
k plantea by vertue of the like comission under the seale of that o r Kingdom, given 
out likewise during the warre ; in consequence of one formerly given by the IL o* 
father of happy memory. 

Trew it is that ono of these places was taken & the plantacon was made in the 
other after the peace ; & in that regard (so all other differences may be accomodated) 
wee have formerly consented k still continue o* purpose & resolution that the one, 
that is Quobcc shall be restored, & from the other such of o* subjects as are ".there 
planted shall retyre, leaving those parts in the same state they were before the 
peace : w ch wee do not out of ignorance as yf we did not understand how little wee 
are hereunto obliged by the last troaty (the 7th Article whereof, w rh is that of resti- 
tution, regards onely shipns w cl1 were then abroade w th letters of mart) but out of an 
affection k desire to complye w th o r good brother, the French King, in all things that 
may friendly k reasonably, though not rightly & duly be demanded of vs. 

And this difference may iustly be put betwixt what is demanded on both sydes; 
that w^ wee require, w 1 '' is the paym 1 of the remainder of the poroon, the restitution 
of certayne shipps taken k kept w th out any colo' or pretence & the taking of arrests 
& seisures w ch are made in that Kingdome against o' subjects contrary to treaty, 
being of right k due; and that w ch is demanded of vs concerning the foresayd places 
in Canada & those parts, & some few shipps of that nation w th remayne vet unrestored, 
but have passed sentence of confiscaon in o r high Court of Admiralty upon good 
grounds in iustice, being things of curtesy & good correspondence. 

Thus having lajd down vnto you the state of the whole busines for the general 1, 
we refer you for more particulars to such writings as are past betwixt the French 
Amb r & such of o r LL di Coinissioners who have had charge in this busines, as like- 
wise to Philip Burlamachy whome wee send expressly over w Ul such memorialls k 
powers as ho shall present vnto you. 

The memorialls concerne shipps k goods and other circumstances belonging to a 
mutuall restitution as may give you full informacon of all particulars ; k therein we 
leave you a latitude to goe more or lease as you shall find fitting for the shutting vp 
a good agreem*. 

The powers are on his part, the receaving the remainder of the porcon money 
due unto vs eyther in present paym 1 or such good and valuable assignacon as may 
give him contentm' and on yo" the rendring of Quebec and retyring from Port 
Royal for w eh Philip Burlamachy will deliver you severall and solemn e jnstrumente 
under o r hand and seale : w th o r pleasure is you should deliver to that K, or such of 
his counsel 1 as he shall appoint when Burlamachy shall have reoeaved the fore sayd 
money or oaaiguacons, and contentm 1 shall be given you in such other particulars as 
are before specifyed : but in case of .refusall or delay of paym 1 or good assignacons 
(such as Burlamachy is to be responsable vnto vs for) you are then to detayne those 
powers and returne them back to him, he being to make no longer stay then to see 
the end of this business, w ch is his only a r rand. 
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One thing remaynes, touching the remainder of the poison, is an abatem' wee 
make of such sumes as we formerly ordayned to such of o r deare Consorts family at 
returned into France, w th we willingly ailowe of & another, touching the re tyring of 
o r subjects out of Canada & those parts ; that an abolition should be made of all acts 
published in France against any, particularly the three brothers, the Kirks, employed 
in that occasion, like manner as wee have formerly demanded touching the Baron de 
la Tour & his sonne, w th whome S r William Alexander had treaty, w ch was found 
reasonable by that King's Ministers & must still be insisted upon. 

There wa9 a Regie m f for liberty of oomerce treated and sett downe in writing 
betwixt o r comissioners & the Garde d*es Seaux of that Kingdome, when he was here 
extraordinary Arab', w ch being called upon by the French Amb' now resident in 
o r Court to be accorded & concluded, wee doe very willingly give o r consent thereunto, 
chiefly because it doth £i ve lyfe & vigo r to the former treatyes betwixt y e two Cvownes ; 
& as well for this particular (whereof wee take order a Copie shall be delivered vnto 
you) as for such other things that you have new in charge, wee give you an ample 
comission undor o r great seale in that forme as is usual 1 in such cases. Given under 
o' signott at o' Manno r of Greenwich the twelft of June in the seaventh yeare of o* 
itaygno.

Recit veritable du Martyre et de la Bien heareose mort, da Pero Jean de Brebceof 
et da Pero Gabriel L' Ale man t En la Nouvelle france, danB le pays des hurons 
par les Iroquois, ennemis de la Foy. 

Le Pere Jean de Breboeuf et le Pore Gabriel L'Alemant parti rent de nostre 
cabane, pour allor a vn petit Bourg, nomme St Ignace esloigne de nostre cabane, 
enuiron un petit quart de Lieiie pour instruire les Sauuages, et lea nouueauz 
Chretiens de co Bourg. Co fut le 16m Joar do Mars au matin que nous apperceumes 
vn grand feu, au lieu ou estoient alles ces deuz bons Pores ; Co fou nous mist fort en 
peine, Nous ne 89 anions si c'estoitdes ennemis ou bien que le feu auroit pris a quelque 
cabane de co village. Le Si Pere Paul Raguenau nostre Superiour, prist aussi tost 
la Besolution denuoyer quelqu'vn pour tcauoir ce que co pourrait estro. Mais nous 
n'eusmea pas plus tost pris led essoin d'y allor voir que nous apperceumes plusieura 
sauuages dans le chemin qui venoient droit a nous, Nous pensions tons que ce fust 
des Iroquois, qui nous vonoiont attaquer, mais les ayant considered de plus pros nous 
apperceumes que e'estoient des hurons, qui s'onfuyoient do la meslee et qui e'estoient 
eschappes du combat; Cos panares sauuages nous faisoient grand pitie, lis estoient 
tons blesses. LVn auoit la teste oassee, l'autre le bras rompu ; L'autro vne fleohe 
dans l'oetl ; l'autre auoit la main couppee d'un coup do hache. Enfin la journee bo 
passa a receuoir dans nostre cabane tous ces pauures blesses, et a rogardor par com- 
passion, le feu et le lieu ou estoient cos deuz bona Peres. Nous voyons le feu et les 
oarbares, mais nous ne pefimes voir ancun des deaz Peres. 

Voioy co que nous dirent ces Sauuages de la prise du Bourg de St Ignaco et des 
Peres Jean de Breboeuf ot Gabriel L'AUemant. 

Los Iroquois sont vonusau nombre d'enuirondouze cents hommes, ont pris nostra 
vilage, ont pris le Pere Breboeuf et son compagnon, ont mis le feu par toutos les 
cabanes. lis vont decharger lour rage sur ces deuz Peres, car il les ont pris tons deuz 
et les ont depouillez tons nuds, et attachoz chacun a vn posteau. lis ont les deuz mains 
lieos ensemble. lis lour ont arrache les ongles des doigts, lis lour ont decbarge vna 
gresle de coups de baston sur les epaulles, sur les reins, sur le ventre, sur les jam bos, et 
sur le visage n'y ayant aucune partie do lour corps qui n'ayt endure* ce tourment ; 
Us nous dirent encore ; quoyque le Pere de Breboeuf lust accabfe soub3 la pesanteur da 
ces coups do baston, II no laissoitpaa de tousiours parler de Dieu ot d'encourager tous 
les nouueauz Chretiens qui estoient captifs comme luy, de bien souffrir, afin de bien 
mourir poor allor de compagni© avec fay dans le Paradis. Pendant que co bon Pere 
encourageoit ainsi ces bonnes gents ; vn miserable huron ronegat,qui demeuroitcaptif 
auoc les Iroquois, que Io Pere de Breboeuf auoit autrefois instruit et baptise, L'enten- 
dant parler du Paradis et du St Baptosme fut irite et luy dist, Echon, e'est le nom da 
Pere de Breboeuf en Huron, Tu dis quo le Baptesme et les souffrancos de cette via 
meine droit en Paradis, tu irras bien tost, Car ie to vais baptiser et to bien fairo souffrir, 
afin d'aller au plus tost dans ton Paradis : Le barbare ayant dit oola, prist vn chau- 
dron plein d'eau toute bouillanto, ot le renverse sur son corps par trois diuerses fois 
«a derision du St baptesme. Et a chaque fois qu'il le baptisoit de la sorte le barbare 
lui disoit par railleries picquantos va au Ciel, car to voila bien baptise. Apres cola ils 
luy firent souffrir plusieurs autres tourments : Le lr fut de fair© rougir des baches 
toutes rouges de feu ot les appliquer sur les reius et soubs les aisselles, Ils font vn 
collier de ces baches toutes rouges de feu et le mettent au col de ce bon Pdre. Voicy 
la fagon que iay veu faire ce collier pour d'autres captifs ; Ils font rougir siz haches 
prennent vne grosse hart de bois vert passent les 6 n aches par le gros bout de la 
nart, prennent les deuz bouts ensemble et puis le mettent au col du patient Je nay 
point veu de tourment qui m'ait plus esmeu a compassion que oeluy la. Oar vo 
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voyes an homme tout nod, lie" a vn posteau, qui ay ant ce oollier au col, no seroit en 
quelle posture se mettre Car s'il ee penche sur le deuant celles dedessus les epaullee 
pesent dauantage ; s'il se vout pencher en arridre, celles de son estomach lui font 
eouffrir lo mosme tourment ; s'il se tient tout droit sans pencher de coste ny d'autre, 
Les h aches ardantes de feu, appliquees egallement des deux coBtez luy donnent vn 
double supplice. 

Apres cela ils luy mirent vne ceinture d'ocorce toute pleine de poiz et deraisine 
et y mirent lo feu qui grilla tout son corps, Pendant tons ces tourments, le Pere de 
Brebceuf souffroit com me vn rocher insensible auz feuz et auz flamraes, qui eeton- 
noient touB les boureauz qui le tourmentoient. Son sole estoit si grand qu'il preschoit 
tousjours a ces infidel les pour tasoher a les conuertir ; ses boureauz indignez con t re 
luy de ce qu'il leur parloit tousjours de Dieu et de leur oonuorsion. Pour 1'empescher 
den plus parler ils luy couperent la langue et les leures dembas ot denhaut. Apres 
cela ils Be mirent tons a luy deoharnor toute la chair des jambes, des cuisses et des 
bras iusqu'auz os, et la mettent rostir devant lui pour la manger. 

Pendant qu'ils lo tourmentoient de la sorte ces miserables se moquoient de luy, 
en lay disant, Tu vois bien que nous te traitons d'amy puisque no serons cause de 
ton bon bear Eternel, remercie no done de ces bons offices que no te rendons, car plus 
tn souffriras, plus ton Dieu t'en recompensera. 

Ces bourreauz voyant que oe bon Pere commencoit a deuenir foible, ils le firent 
asseoir contre terre, et l'vn deuz prenant vn couteau, luy ooupent la peau qui couure 
le crane de la teste, vn autre de ces barbaros, voyant que le bon Pero alloit bien tost 
mourir, luy fait vne ouvorture au dessus de la poitrine et luy arraohe le oceur le fait 
rostir et le mange. D'autres vinrent boire son eang tout chaud, qu'ils beuuoient 
avec les deuz mains disant que le Pere de Brebceif auoit este* bien courageuz a souf* 
frir tant de mal, qu'ils luy auoient fait et qu'en beuuant son sang ils deuiendroient 
courageuz comme luy. 

Voilaoe que nous auons appris du Marfyro et de la bionheureuso mort du Pere 
Jean de Brebceuf par plusieurs Chretiens sauuages dignes de foy qui ont tousjours este 
presonts depuis que le bon Pere fat pris jusqu'a la mort. Ces bons Chrestiens estoient 
captifs des Iroquois et les menoient en lour pays po les fairo mourir, mais ndtro bon 
Dieu leur fist la grace de se pouuoir sauver par les chemins et no sont venus raconter 
tout ce que iay mis par escrit. 

Le Pere de Brebcouf fut pris lo 16e jour de Mars au matin avec le Pere Lalemaut 
en Panne* e 1649. Le Pere de Brebceuf mourut le mesmo jour do sa prise sur les 
4 heures du soir. Ces barbaros jetterent le rest© de son corps dans lo feu, mais la 
graisso qui rostait encor a son corps esteignit le ieu et ne fut point consomme*. 

Je ne doute point quo tout ce que ie viens de raconter ne soit vray et ie le 
signerois demon sang, puisque iay veufaire le mesme traitom* auz captifs Iroquois 
que les sauuages hurons avoient pris en guerre, a la reserve de l'eau bouillanto que 
ie nay point veu versor sur aucun. 

Jo m'en vay vo decrire au vray ce que iay veu du Martyre et do la B h mort du 
Pere Joan do Brebcouf et du Pere Gabriel L'alemant des le lendemain matin que nous 
eusmes assurance du dopart de l'ennemy, nous allasmes sur la place, cherchor le reste 
de leur corps, au lieu ou ils auoient este faits mourir, Nous les trouuamestous deuz, 
mais vn peu escai tez l'vn de I'autre ; on les rapporte a nostre cabane, et on les ezpo6a 
sur desescorces do bois ou ie les considere a loisir plus de deuz heures do temps, pour 
voir si co que les sauuages nous auoient dit de leur martyre ot de leur mort estoit 
vray; je consider^ prem't, Le Corps du Pere de Brebceuf qui faisoitpitie' a voir, aussi 
bien quo celuy du Poro L'alemant; le Pere de Brebceuf auoit les jambes, les cuisses et 
les bras tons decharncz iusqu'auz os ; jay veu et touohe quantite de grosses ampoules 
qu'il auoit en plusieurs endroits do son corps; de l'eau bouillante que ces barbaros 
lui auoient verse 1 en decision du St. Baptosmo. Jay veu et touche* laplaio d'vne cein- 
ture d'ocorce toute plaine de poiz et de raisine qui grilla tout son corps. Jay veu et 
touche les bruleures du Colier des haches quon luy mist sur les epaulles et Bur 
1' estomach ; Jay veu et touchy ses deuz leures qu'on luy auoit couppees a cause qu'il 
parloit tousjours de Dieu pendant qu'on le faisoit souffrir. 
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Jay veu et touche tous les endroits do son corps, qui avoit receu plus do deux 
cents coups de baston ; Jay veu et touche le dessus do sa tc->to ocor he ; Jay veu et 
touche iouverture quo ces barbares luy firent po lay arracher le oo3ur. 

Enfin, jay veu et touche 1 toutes les playes de eon corps, comme les sauuages nous 
1'avoient dit et assure" ; nous enseuelismes oes precieusos Roliques le Dimancne 21 me 
jour de mars 1649 avec bien de la Consolation. 

J'euas le bonheur de les porter en terre et de les inhumer, auoc cellos du Pdre 
Gabriel l'alemant ; Lorsque nous parti smes du pays des hurons nous levasmes les 
deux corps de terre et nous les mismes a bouilhr dans do forte lesive. On gratta 
bien tons les os, et on me donna le soin do les faire seicher ; Je les mettois to us loe 
jours dans vn petit four de terre, que nous anions, apres l'avoir vn peu chauffe Et 
ostant en 6tat de les serrer on fee enueloppa separemt dans de Petoffo de soye 
Puis on les mist en deux petite coffrer, et nous les apportasmesaQuebech, ou ils sont 
en grande veneration. 

Ce n'est pas vn Dooteur de Sorbonne qui a compose cecy vous le voyez bien j 
ceet vn reste dliroquois et vne personne qui a vescu plus qu'il ne pensoit, qui est et 
seratoujdurs

(Translation.) 

Yiritable Account of the martyrdom and most happy death of Father Jean de 
Brebcenf and of Father Gabriel L'Allemant in New France, in the country of the 
Hurons, by the Iroquois, enemies of the Faith. 

Father Jean de Breboeuf and Father Gabriel L'Allemant had set out from our 
cabin, to go to a small bourg, called St Ignace distant from our cabin about a short 
auarter of a league, to instruct the savages and the now Christians of that bourg. 
It was on the 16th day of March, in tho morning, that we perceived a 
great fire at the place to which these two good fathers had gone. This Are mado us 
very uneasy. Wo did not know whether it was enemies, or if the fire had taken in 
some of the huts of the village. The Rev. Father Paul Raguenau, our Superior, 
immediately resolved to send some one to learn what might be the cause. But no 
sooner had we formed the design of going there to see, than we perceived several 
savages on the road coming straight towards us. We all thought it was the Iroquois 
who were coming to attack us, but having considered thorn more closely, we per- 
ceived that it was Hurons who were flying from the fight and who had escaped from 
the combat. These poor savages caused great pity in us. They were all covered 
with wounds. One had his head fractured ; another his arm broken ; another had an 
arrow in his eye ; another had his hand out off by a blow from an axe. In fine, the 
day was passed receiving into our huts all these poor wounded people, and in 
looking with compassion towards the fire and the place where were these two good 
fathers. We saw the fire and the barbarians, but we could not see anything of the 
two fathers. 

Here is what these savages told us of the taking of the Bourg St. Ignace and of 
F athers Jean de Brebcenf and Gabriel L'Allemant : — 

The Iroouois came to the number of twelve hundred men ; took our village ; 
took Father Brebcenf and his companion ; set fire to all the hats. They proceeded to 
discharge their rage on these two fathers, for they took them both and stripped them 
«Dtirely naked, and fastened each to a post. They tied both of their hands together. 
They tore the nails from their fingers. They beat them with a shower of blows 
8—1 
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from cudgels, on theshouldors, the loins, the belly, the legs, and the face, there being 
no part of their body which did not endure this torment. They told as further : 
Although Father Brcfrceuf was overwhelmed under the weight of these blows, he did 
not cease continually to speak of God and to encourage all the new Christians who 
were captives like himself, to suffer woll, that they might die well, in order to go in 
company with him to Paradise. Whilst the good Father was thus encouraging thee? 
good people, a wretched Huron renegade, who had remained a captive with the 
Iroquois, and whom Father Brebceuf had formerly instructed and baptised, hearing 
him speak of Paradise and Holy Baptism, was irritated and said to him, " Echon,* 
that is Father Brebceuf s name in Huron, " thou sayeet that baptism and the suffer- 
ings of this life lead straight to Paradise, thou wilt go soon, for I am going to baptise 
thee and to make thee suffer well, in order to go the sooner to thy Paradise." The 
barbarian having said that, took a kettle full of boiling water, which he poured over his 
body three different times, in derision of Holy Baptism. And each time that he 
baptised him in this manner the barbarian said to him with bitter sarcasm, " Go to 
Heaven, for thou art well baptised." After that they made him suffer several other 
torments. The first was to make axes red hot and apply them to the loins and under 
the arm pita. They made a collar of these red hot axes and put it on the neck of this 
good Father. This is the fashion in which I have seen the collar made for other 
prisoners : They make six axes red hot, take a large withe of green wood, pass the 
six axes through the large end of the withe, take the two ends together, and then 
pat it over the neck of the sufferer. I have seen no torment which more moved me 
to compassion than that. For you see a man, bound naked to a post, who, having 
this collar on his neck, cannot tell what posture to take. For, if he lean forward, 
those above his shoulders weigh the more on him ; if be lean back, those on hie 
stomach make him suffer the same torment ; if he keep erect, without leaning to 
one side or other, the burning axes, applied equally on both sides, give him a double 
torture. 

After that they put on him a belt fall of pitch and resin and set fire to it, 
which roasted his whole body. Daring all these torments, Father BreboBuf endured 
like a rock insensible to fire and flames, which astonished all the blood thirsty wretches 
who tormented him. His zeal was so great that he preached continually to these 
infidels to try to convert thorn. His executioners were enraged against him for 
constantly speaking to them of God and of their conversion. To prevent him speaking 
more, they cut off both his upper and lower lips. After that they set themselves 
to strip the flesh from his legs, thighs and arms, to the very bone, and pat it to rout 
before nis eyes in order to eat it 

Whilst they tormented him in this manner, these wretches derided him, saving, 
" Thou seest well that we treat thee as a friend, since we shall be the cause of thy 
eternal happiness ; thank us, then, for these good offices which we render thee, for 
the more tnou shalt suffer, the more will thy God reward thee." 

These villains seeing that the good Father began to grow weak, made him sit 
down on the ground, and one of them taking a knife, out off the skin covering his 
skull. Another one of these barbarians seeing that the good Father would soon die, 
made an opening in the upper part of his chest, tore out his heart, which ho roasted 
and ate. Others came to drink his blood, still warm, which they drank with both 
hands, saying that Father Brebceuf had been very courageous to endure so much pain 
as they had given him, and that in drinking his blood they would become courageous 
like him. 

This is what we learned of the martyrdom and most happy death of Father Jean 
de Brebceuf by several Christian savages worthy of belief, who had been constantly 
present from the time the good Father was taken till his death. These good Chrietiani 
were prisoners to the Iroquois who were taking them into their country to be pot 
to death. Bat oar good God was gracious enough to enable them to escape by the 
way, and they came to as to recount all that I have set down in writing. 

Father Brebceuf was taken on the 16th day of March, in the morning, with 
Father L'Allemant in the year 16494 Father Brebceuf died the same day of his capture 
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about four o'clock in the afternoon. These barbarians threw the remains of hie body 
into the fire, bnt the fat which still remained on his body extinguished the fire and 
he was not consumed. 

I do not doubt that all which I have just related is true, And I wo aid seal it with 
my blood, for I have seen the same treatment given to Iroquois prisoners whom the 
Huron savagos had taken in war, with the exception of the boiling water which I 
have not seen poured on anyone. 

I am about to describe truly what I saw of the martyrdom and of the most happy 
death of Father Jean de Brebosuf and of Father Gabnel L'Allomant. On the next 
morning, when we had assurance of the departure of tue enemy, wo went to the spot 
to seek for the remains of their bodies, to the place where their lives had been taken. 
We found them both, but a little apart from one another. They were brought to 
our hut, and laid uncovered upon the bark of trees, whore I examined them at leisure, 
for more than two hours time, to see if what the savages had told us of their martyr- 
dom and death were true. I examined first the body of Father de Brebosuf 
which was pitiful to see, as well as that of Father L'AUemant. The b >dy of 
Father de Brebceuf had his legs, thighs and arms stripped of flesh to the very 
bone; I saw and touched a large number (quantiU) of great blisters, which 
be had on several places on his body, from the boiling water which these 
barbarians had poured over him in mookery of Holv Baptism. I saw and 
touohed the wound from a belt of bark, full of pitch and resin which roasted his 
whole body. I saw and touchod the marks of burns from the collar of axes placed 
on his shoulders and stomach. I saw and touohed his two lips whioh they had out off 
because he constantly spoke of God whilst they made him suffer. I saw and touched 
all parts of his body, which had received more than 200 blows from a stick. I saw 
ana touched the top of his scalped (ecorchUt) head; I saw and touohed the 
opening which these barbarians had made to tear out his heart. In fine, I saw and 
touohed all the wounds of his body suoh as the savages had told and assured us of; 
we buried these precious relics on Sunday the 21st day of March, 1649, with much 
consolation. 

I had the happiness of carrying them to the grave and of inhuming them with 
those of Father Gabriel L'AUemant. When we left the country of the Huron s, we 
lifted both bodies from the ground and set them to boil in strong lye. All the bones 
were well scraped, and the care of having them dried was given to me. I put them 
every day into a little oven made of clay, whioh we had, after having Heated it 
slightly, and when in a state to be packed, they were enveloped separately in silk 
stuff. Then they were put into two small chests and wo brought them to Quebec, 
where they are held in great veneration. 

It is not a doctor of the Sorbonne who has composed this, as yon may easily see, 
it is a remnant from the Iroquois, and a person who has lived more than thought* 
who is and shall be ever, Sir,

(These abstracts are taken only from volumes II, III and IV, covering the years 
1723 to the first part of 1781. Volume I was found so late that there was not time to 
analyse its contents. In view of the fact that, on the occasion of every change, the 
original deed of concession is repeated in each Acte de Foy et Ilommage, it would 
seem that there must be very few, if an 7, deeds of concession contained iu the first 
volume, which are not mentioned in die subsequent volumes. Nevertheless, it is 
proposed to make hereafter an abstract of tho first volume, and also of the last four 
volumes, which cover the period from 1781 to 1854. As a matter of course the paging 
and numbering of the volumes given in this abstract apply solely to the copy of the 
M Arte* de Foy <k Hommage " in the Archives Office, and not to the original, which 
is the property of the Government of tho Province of Quebec.)

Antaya {or D'Orvilliors.) Vol. IV. p., 84. In 1784 the oath of fealty was taken by 
Sieur Jauton dit Dauphinl, who purchased the fief in 1768 from M. Kerberio, 
Priest. The latter had acquired it in 1754, from Pierre Pelletier dit Antaya and 
his brothers and sisters, all heirs of Francois Pelletier dit Antaya, who owed the 
surname to his marriage with an Indian wife and had purchased the fief in 1675, 
from Sieur de Comports, the first grantee, 1672. {See D'Orvilliers.) 

In 1781, oath of fealty by Pierre-Louis Panet, who 
had purchased the fief from the heirs of Dame Louise Denis, widow of Pierre 
d'Aillebont d'Argenteuil, who in 1725 took the usual oath and fyled the 
promise of Count de Frontenac, 1682, of a grant of this fief to Sieur Charles 
Joseph d'Aillebont, the father. The latter and his wife, Catherine Le Gardour, 
sold it, in 1697, to Sieur d'Argenteuil, their son, husband of the aforesaid Dame 
d'Aillebout d'Argenteuil.

Vol. IV, p. 188— 1781— Les Dames de VHopital 
Gin&ral, Montreal, had acquired this fief in 1760 and 1764 from Joachim Robutel 
de La Noue and from Marie- Anne Robutel de La Noue. (See above.) 

Clobidan. Vol. II, p. 259,— 1724— Anne-Thereso Minet took the oath lor this fief, 
conveyed to her by her deceased husband, Charlos Morin, first grantee, 1707. 

Contrecxeur. (Part of Fief, 14 arpents in front by 2 leagues in depth,) Vol. II, 
p. 138.— 1723— Francois- -Antoine de Pecaudy (Pe3ody) de Contreceur for J. F. 
Volant dit Fosseneuvo, who had purchased in 1690 the rights of Louis deGannes 
do Falaise. The latter had come into possession of this part of the Seigniory by 
his marriage with Barbe Denis, widow of Antoine de Pecody de Contrecceur, 
first granteo of the wholo Seigniory, 167- and 1G73. 

ContrecceuRj (Part of the Seigniory, 42 arpents in front by two leagues in depth.) 
Vol. Ill, p. 255. Jean-Baptiste Martol purchased this fief in 1752 from the 
heirs of Louie-Jean do La Corne husband of Marie de Pecody de Contrecceur, 
daughter of Antoine de Pecody de Contrecceur. (See above.) 

CoRTREcaiUR. Q of the Seigniory) Vol. Ill, p. 479.— 1781— Franc. )is Bouchor do la 
Perrioro was thon in possession of tho greater part of the Seigniory of Contre- 
cceur as the husband of Charlotte de Pecody and as the son and heir of Dame 
Marie-Charles de Pecody de Contrecoour, widow of Francois-Clecaont Boucher de 
Laperriere and sister of Autofne de Pecody do Contrecceur. (See above.) 

Contrecceur. (Part of the Seigniory, 10 arpents in front by One league in depth.) 
Vol. IV, p. 105. — 1781 — Joseph Boucher de Montarville married to Catherine do 
Pc'oody de Contrecceur, who had received this part of tho Seigniory from her 
father Piorrc-Claude de Pecody de Contrecceur in advance of inheritance. 

Cote de Beaupre. Vol. IV, p. 305.— 1781.— Lo Seminairo de Queboc had received 
a donation of this Seigniory from Mgr. do Laval, in 1680. The latter had acquired 
the several parts of this Seigniory as follows: In 1662 from Julion Fortin, in 
1664 from Charlos Aubert do la Chosnayo, from Jean Roeee, Sieur de St. 
Martin and from Jacques Duharaol, and lastly, in 1668, from Antoine Cheffault 
de la Regnardiere, who hai received the first grant of the whole Seigniory, in 
1636. (The Acte does not state how tho other three-fourths passed from Chef- 
fault de la Regnardiere to Julion Fortin, Charles Aubert and Jacques Duhamel.) 

<2otb de Latjzon. Riviere dc Loup and Fief Saint- Jean. Vol. IV, p, 460. — 
1780.—" The Hon. Henry Caldwell, being tho holdor under a tormina! leaso ot 
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" these Fiefs and Seigniories belonging to His Excellency General James Murray, 
*' now in Europe in His Majesty's Service, beg* that be may be granted sufferance 
"until the general himself can take the oath of fealty." 
Cottlongb. (Fiefaud Chatellenie). Vol. Ill, p. t>8.— 1738. — The Seminary of Quebec 
had purchased it in 1676 from the Nuns of the Hotel-Diou of Quebec, who 
acquired it themselves from Barbo do Boulogne, widow of Louis d'Aillobout 
first grantee, 1657. 

Codlonqb. Vol. IV, p. 305.— 1781.— The Seminary again took the usual oath in 
1781. (See above, as to previous titles.) 

Cournoyer. Vol. II, p. 358.— 1725.— Jacques Hertel, Sieur de Cournoyer, took the 
oath of fealty for himself, his mother, brothers and sisters, all heirs with him of 
Francois Hertel. The latter held the fief from bis father Jacques Hertol the 
first grantee. The preciso date of the grant is unknown, "the title deeds haviog 
been destroyed by fire," says the Acte of 1725, " in the house of tho said late 
' Sieur Francois Hortel, then situated in the Seigniory of Cap de la Madeleine." 

Cournoybr. (Continued.) Vol. IV, p. 461. — 1781 — Marie-Joseph Cournoyer, widow 
of Sieur Lefebvre was the usufructuary of the said fief. Governor Murray 
granted her sufferance until her eldest son " who has been taken with Lieut- 
u Governor Hamilton's party and who is rotained as a prisoner in the rebel ranks, 
" shall himself be able to take tho oath of fealty." 

Coubval. Vol. IV., p. 16.— 1781.— Pierre Michel Crease and Louise Crease, child- 
ren and heirs of Siour Cresee, tho firi?t grantee, 1754. 

Cress*. Vol. II., p. 45. — 1781 — Appeared : Louis Poulin de Courval, eldest son of 
Jean-Baptisto Poulin do Courval and of Louise Crosse*, daughter and heiress of 
Michel Crcsse, and Claude and Joseph, the brothors of tho first named, his co- 
heirs. Michel Cresfd their grand-father had purchased this fief from Sieur de 
Loubia tho first grantee, 167*-.

D'Aillbbodt. Vol. II, p. 369— 1725— Louiso Denis, widow of Pierre d'Aillobout 
d'Argentenil, who took tho oath, was the son of Charles' d'Aillebout des 
Museeaux the first grantee, 16S0. 

D'Autbuil. Vol. II , p. 457.— 1725— Francots-Madoloine Ruette, Siour d'Auteoil et 
de Monceanx took the oath for his children, as the husband of MaricAnne 
Juchereau, previously the widow of Francois Pollet de la Combe-Pocatidre. The 
Sieur d'Auteuil held part of this fief in his own right as grantee, 1693, and the 
rest from his mother Claire-Franc iso du Clement du Vault, the latter having 
inherited from Asne Gasnier du Clement, her mother, who had received the 
first grant of the greater part of this fief in 1649. 

Dautray and La Noraye. (Additions to this Fief in 1739.) Vol. III., p. 446.— 
1781— On tho 26th January, 1781, Jacques Cuthbert took oath of fealty for £ of 
these Seigniories, which ho had acquired in 1771, 1772, 1777 and 1778 from the 
heirs of Francois Nevou, son of Joan-Baptiste Nevou, first grantee of the aug- 
mentation of these Seigniorios, 1739. (See the next following atticle and " Lk 
Nora ye and Dautrayz," Vol. III., p. 446.) k 

Dautray and La Noraye. (With tho augmentation of 1739.) On the 23rd Feb- 
ruary, 1781, Joseph- Amoroso Neveu took oath of fealty for gthsof these fiefi. 
He had acquired the said i;ths as follows : in 1771 he had purchased tho rights of 
Francois Simouot and Marguerite Novou j in 1774 those of Mario Neveu, widow 
of Louis-Hector d'Aitigny ct do Villeray. In 1739, Jean-Bapti-to Noveu, grand- 
father of the party appearing, Joseph-Ambroise Novou, had obtained tho grant 
o( an augmentation of tno fiefs of Dautray and La Noraye. The first grant of 
Dautray. properly so called, had been made to Jean Bourdon in 1638 and 1847; 
that of La Norayo proper in 16^8 to Sieur do La Noraye, to Charles Gauthior, 
to Marie- Denisc Sovc^tro, " wife of Neveu," and to Catherine Gauthicr. " widow 
Duquet." (See also La Noraye ) 
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Dm Liar. Vol. III., p. 329 — 1759 — Josoph-Gaspard Chaussegros de L6ry had pur- 
chased, in 1758, the half of this fief from hia co heirs and inhorited the other 
half from Gaspard Chaussegros do Lery, his father, firsf grantee, 17 >3. 

Da L'lsxa. Vol. IV., p. 216 — 1781 — Juieph-Gaspard Chaussegros de Lery had 
purchased this fief in 1772 from Pierre ChaboiNseau, as tbd husband of Murie 
An bin de l'lsle and, in 1773, the rights of Jean-Baptiste Rodrigue, which tho 
latter had acquired from Marie-Gabriel Aubin de l'lsle, widow, by first mar- 
riage, of Sieur Desroches and, by her second marriage, of Sieur Cadet. The 
grant of this seigniory had been made in 1736 to Sieur Joseph do Flenry de la 
Gorgcndidre. Tho Acte does not state how it passed into the hands of the Anbin 
de l'lsle family. 

DxMinr. Vol. II., p. 202. — 1723 — Pierre-Jacques Daneaux, Sieur de Muy, " Gouver- 
neur du Miysissippi," was seignior of the whole of this fief from the date of the 
deed of partition made in 1717 between himself and his sisters, the children of 
Nicolas Daneaux and Marguerite Boucher, daughter of Pierre Boucher de 
Boucherville and of Jeanne Crevier, who had mado a donation of tho said fief 
in 1695 to their son-in-law, Nicolas Daneauz. This Acte de Foy et Bommage does 
not state how Sieur Boncher de Boucherville had become possessed of this fief. 
The descent of the party appearing, Pierro-JacquoB Daneaux, is not properly set 
forth therein, the name of Nicolas Danoaux, the elder, not being mentioned ; 
hence it was only by means of the Abbe Tanguay's Dictionary that the author 
of this work has been able to trace up the complete rights of inheritance of 
Pierre-Jacques Daneaux. 

Dineau. Vol. III., p. 21.— 1736— Jean Claude Louet, as the husband of Anne Morin, 
previously widow of Rene Donoau fits. Bene Daneau, the elder, had received 
the firet grant in 1691. 

Das Hunzts. Vol. II., p. 137.— 1723— Francois Deejnrdy took the oath in 1723 for 
this fief, of which he had obtained a grant in 1696. 

Dxsmaurb or Saint Auoustin. Vol. III., p. 17 — 1736 — Tho Nuns of the Hotel- Dieu, 
Quebec, had acquired this fief in 1735, under a judgment of adjudication against 
Marie-Therefe Lalande Gayon, widow of Francois Aubert de la Cboonaye. There 
is no reference in tho Acte to tho firet grant of this Fief. 

D*Oavn.i,iXBs or Antaya. (See Antata). Vol. II, p. 83-1723 — Pierre Pelletier dit 
Antaya took the oath in 1723, for himself and for his brother and nisters. He 
had purchased a part of tho half of this fief from the d'OrvillierH heirn, the chil- 
dren of Francois Chorelde St. Romain, and held the other part of tho half from 
hia fathor, Francois Pelletier dit Antaya, who had purchased it from Sieur de 
Cotnporte,the first grantee, 1672. 

DdCajlvzt. (See Riviere David and Ruisseau du Pxtit Lao. 

Ddmohtizb. V«l. II., p. 163.— il723— Marie-Anne Richard, widow of Sieur Damon tier, 
grantee 1708, took the oath for herself as owner of one half of tho fief, and for 
hor children as the proprietors of the other half. 

Dbmohttxb (continued). Vol. I II., p. 470. — 1781— Oonrad Gugy had purchased in 
1771, from the estate of Louis Kstebral, a part of this fief which was granted 
firstly in 1708 to Sieur Dumontier. He acquired the remainder from Lea Dames 
Religieuses des Trois Rivieres and from LeMaitre Duem (Duhemme). (See next 
preceding article). 

Dcbablz (dit la Nouvelle York). Vol. ITL, p. 446.— 1781— Jacques Cuthbert had 
acquired this fief from the estate of Louis- Adrien Dandonneau DusabW, grantee, 
1739.

Eboclembnts. Vol. II., p. 129. Pierre Tremblay, who took the oath of fealty in 
1723, had purchased this fief in part from Pierre de Lessard, first grantee 1683, 
and in pari from Charles de Lessard, grantee of the other part in 1710. 

EaoLLEMams. continued). Vol. IV., p. 371. — 1781— Jean-Francois Tremblay was 
proprietor ol £ of this fief as the eldest son of Etienno Tremblay, who had in- 
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herited one-half of tho fief of which his father, Pierfre Tremblay, possessed the 
whole in 1723. (See above). 

Esohaillons or Riviere Duciiesne. Vol. II,. p. 171.— 1723 — Sieur ChaussegroB de 
Lery took the oath as proxy for Sieur de St Oars, first grantee 1674. 

Eschambault. Vol. II, p. 384. — 1725— Joseph de Fleury de la Gorgendiere, as son 
and heir of Jacques- Aloxis de Fleury d' Eschambault. The latter neld tho fiof in 
right of his mother in-law, Eleonore de Grandmaison, widow of Francois de 
Chayigny de Berchereau, who received the first grant of the fief in 1640. The 
said grantee having gone to seek retirement in Franoe, where he diod, M. de 
Lauzon, the Governor, transferred to Eleonore de Grandmaison, the wife of the 
said Sieur de Chavigny, the fief d'Eschambault, in 1652. 

Etchemins. (Fief on the river of that name.) Vol. II, p. 404. — 1725 — Joseph de 
Fleury de la Gorgendiere, as the husband of Claire Jolliet, daughter and heir** 
of Louis Jolliet first grantee, 1697.

Faussambault. Vol. II, p. 439. Mario-Anne Peuvret rendered fealty and homage 
in 1725, an well for her share of one-third of the fief as for her brother, Alexandre 
Joseph Peuvret, do Gaudarville, for two-thirds, the latter being then at St. 
Domingo. Both of them were minors, and heirs of Aloxandre Peuvret de Gau- 
darville, first grantee in 1693*

Gaspe. Vol. IV., p. 150— 1781— Ignaoe Aubert de Gaspe held this fief by inheritance 
from his mother, Angelique Le Gardeur, widow of Sieur Aubert de la Chesnaye 
de Gaspe, who had been the first grantee of this fief in 1738. 

Gastineau, Vol, II , p. 107 — 1723— Louis Gastineau Duplessis had acquired this fief, 
in 1712, from Sieur Bouchor do Boucherville, first grantee in 167a. 

Gastineau, (continued). Vol. IV., p. 156— 1781— Joseph Godfroy do Tonnancoor 
bought, in 1766, this fie£ from Louis Gastineau. (Seo above. 

Gaudarville. Vol. II., p. 439. Marie-Anne Peuvret rendered fealty and homage, 
in 1725, as well for herself for one-third of the fief, as for her brother Alexandre 
Joseph Peuvret de Gaudarville for two-thirds, the latter being then «t SL 
Domingo. Both were minors and heirs of Alexandre Peuvret do Gaudarville, who 
had inherited two-thirds of the fief from his father, Jean-Baptiste Peuvret, Siourdu 
Mesnu, and had accquired the other third, in 1701, from his sister, Marie-Cathe- 
rine Peuvret, wife of Ignace Juchereau Duchesnay. Sieur Jean-Baptiste Peuvret, 
Sieur du Mesnu, held this fief from his wife, Marie-Catherine Nan, who had 
previously married Louis de Lauzon de la tJitiero, first grantee in 1652. 

Gauthier, (Joseph.) Vol. III., p. 291,— 1758— Took the oath for a fief without 
designation, situated behind La Norayo, which he had bought in 1756, from Jean 
d'Aillebout d'Argentouil, to whom it was first granted in 1736. 

Gauthier, (Joseph.) Vol. ill., p. 291— 1758— Took the oath for a fief situate 
behind Dautray, which he had bought, in 1755, from G£novidvo de Ramzay, 
widow of Louis Deschampa de Boishe'bert, to whom it was first granted in 1730. 

Gentilly. Vol. II, p. 30. Francois Poisson, rendered fealty and homage, in 1723, 
as well for his own half of the fief, as for his brothers and sisters, for the other 
half; who were heirs and children like himself, of Francois Poist-on, the latter 
held the fief by gift entre vifs made in 1683, by Miohel Polletier de la Perade, 
the first grantee in 1676. 

Gentilly, (the half of the Fief) Vol. HI, p. a— 1734— Elizabeth Dizy renders 
fealty and homage, for herself and minor children. She was the wife of Francoia 
Poisson, who took the oath in 1723. (See above.) 

Gentilly. Vol. IV, p. 216. Joseph-Gaspard Chaussegros de Lery ronderei fealty 
and homage, in 1781 ; who had, in 1772, 1773, and 1774 bought tho rights of 
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Francois, Joseph, Antonin and Alexis Poisson, as well as those of the other heir*, 
from Francois Poisson mentioned in the preceding article. 
Gokin dm ^ipissiquit, (Acedia.) Vol. Ill, p. 219.— 1753— Marie-Therese-Achille de 
Rey-Gaillard had inherited this fief from Pierre Rey-Gaillard, and Franooise 
Caiileteau, his father and mother, aa well as portions from his brother and 
sister. The said Dame Franchise Caillotoan had married the first time Richard 
Denis de Fronsac, to whom Jean Gobin, the first grantee, in 1690, had coded this 
fief. 

Godefroy and Roquetaillade. Vol. H, p. 189. In 1723 Rene" Godfroy de Ton- 
nancour had rendered fealty and homage as well for himself as for the co-heirs, 
to enumerate whom would take too long. The said Reo6 Godfroy had inherited 
•from Louis Godfroy do Normanville, eon of Jean Godfroy de Linctot, the first 
grantee of the Fief in 1638. The widow of the latter, Marie Le Nouf, bocame 
the owner of the fief of Roquetaillade by the doath of her son, Pierre Godfroy 
de Roquetaillade, who died unmarried, and was the first grantee in 1675. 

"Godefrot and Roquetaillade (portion of the Fief). Vol. IV., p. 156. In 1781 
Joseph Godfroy do Tonnancour rendered fealty and homage. He hold this por- 
tion of tho said fiefs from his father, Rene Godfroy de Tonnancour. (See the 
preceding article.) 

Godefroy and Roquetaillade. (A portion of the Fief.) Vol. IV, p. 35. — 1781— Jean 
Drouetde Richarville, bought in 1773, several portions of these fiefs, from Dame 
Joseph Duplets and the Oliviers, minors and heirs of their aunt, Madoleine 
Duplessis. The deed does not state how the latter became owner of portions of 
those fiefs. (See the two preceding articles.) 

Grande Valleb dss Monts Notrx-Dame and Ansb de l']$tang. Vol II, p. 393. 
Michel Sarrazin, doctor, member of the Academy of Sciences, rendered fealty 
and homage, in 1725, with respect to this fief, brought him by his wite 
Anne Hazonr, daughter of Francois Hazour, first grantee in 1691 and 1697. 

<jRAND Pabos. Vol. IV, p. 468. — 17»1— General Haldimand bought this fief, in 1765, 
from Sieurs Lofobvre do Bellefouilloand George Lefebvrede Bellefeuille, brother 
of the first- named, both heirs of Pierre Lefebrrede Bellefeuille, who had acquired 
. this fief from the heirs of Rene Hubert, the first granteo in 1696. 

<3eand Pat Vol. III., p. 470.— 1781— Conrad Gugy bought this fief in 1764, from 
Louis Boucher de Grand Pre, who bold it from Lambert Boucher de Grand Pre, 
tho heir of Piere Boucher de Grand Pre*, tho first grantee in 1695. 

Grondines. See Saint-Charles dee Roches. 

Grosboi8. (Portion of the Seigniory). Vol. II., p. 77. — 1723— Louis Boucher de 
Grand Pre" had inherited it from Lambert Boucher de Grand Pre, who had suc- 
ceeded to Lambert Boucher de Grand Pre", the first granteo in 1672. 

Orosbois. (Portion of the Seigniory). 1781— Conrad Gugy bought, in 1764, a portion 
of this fief, from Siour Louis de Grand Pr6. (See the forogoing.) 

Gro8boi8. (Portion of the fief). Vol. II., p. 74. — 1723 — Charles LeSiour succeeded 
J ill ion LeSieur. The two brothers bought a portion of this fief in common, in 
1702, from Pierre Boucher, Seignior of Boucherville and Grosbois, son of Pierre 
Boucher do Grand Pre, the first grantee of the whole of the fief in 1672. 

Grosbois. -(A portion of the Fief)— Vol. IV., p, 472. — 1781— Appeared Antoioe 
LeSieur, cl lost son, for himself and his brothers and sisters, all children of 
Julien LeSieur, son of Charles LeSiour. (See the foregoing.)

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Iberville De RisTiaoucHB — (Acadia) — Vol.111., p. 219. — 17*>3 — Marie- Francoiie- 
Achillo de Rey-Gaillard was the heir of Pierre de Rey-Gaillard and Frau§»i*e 
Cailleteau, his father and mother, as well as of the shares of his brother and 
sister. The said Dante Francoise Cailleteau, married, in the first place, Richard 
Denis de Fronpac, to whom Pierre LeMoyne d'Ibcrville, the first grantee in 
1690, ceded the fief.

Ile aux Coudres and Battures —Vol. II.— 1738.— The Seminary of Quebec bad 
obtained the grant, in 1687. 

The Seminary 
renewed tho oath in 1781. (See the foregoing.) 

Iles aux Grces. au Canot; Patience, Grcsse Ile and Petite Ile aux Oics Vol. II, 
p. 363.— 1725— Paul Bequart (or Becart,) Sieur de Fouville and his mother, 
Anne Macard, widow of Pierre Bequart, Sieur do Granville, rendered fealty and 
homage in 17*5. Pierre Bequart do Granville bought these islands from Louis 
Oouillard de l'Espinay, who hold thorn from M. de Montmagny tho original 
grantee in 1646. 

Il»-aux-Grue«, Au Canot, Patience, Grossb Ile and Pbiitb Ile aux-Oies. (Con- 
tinued.) Vol. IV., p. 204. — 1781 — Louis Lienard de Boaujeu took the oath 
with respect to this fief, which his wife, Ge'novieve LeMoyne de Longueuil, had 
received in heritage from M. de Fouville and Madame de Granville, as men- 
tioned above.

— 1781 — Alexis Bigot Dorval and Alexis Dehais Tourigny acquired this 
island jointly, the former two thirds and the latter one-third, from Jean Later- 
ridro, for whom Hubert Dubois had bought it in 1778, from Nicholas St. Martin, 
from Jean-Bap tiste Boluin, and from Josophte Martin wife of the latter. In 
1753, Joseph Le Gardeur de Croisil de Montesson had acquired it from Joan- 
JBaptiste Lefebvre, dit Lacroix, who had bought it from Gabrielle Le Gardeur 
de Croisil. Tho latter held it from hor mother Anne Bobineau widow of Charlee 
Le Gardeur de Croisil, (See Becancour.)

Iles Bouchard (continued.) Three-quarters of the Seigniory. Vol. IV., p. 111.— 
1781— Francois Lemaire St. Germain, priest, bought this fief in 1780, from Fr*&- 
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cois Deejordy, who had himself acquired it from Pierre Pichet and from Marie- 
Charlotte Deejordy wife of the latter. (See above.) 

Ilbb Bourim)n. Vol. II., p. 200.— 17 i3. — Tgnace Bourgery rendered fealty and homage, 
as the husband of Marie Demare (Desmaree) heiress of Charles Desmarea. The 
latter had acquired this fief in 1698, from Pierre d'Aillebout d'Argenteuil, who 
held it from Charles d'AUlebont des Musseaux. The latter had acquired it, in 1668, 
from tho Jesuit Fathers, to whom Charles de Lauzon de Charcy, Governor and 
first grantee, in 1652, had granted it. 

Ilm Bourdon (continued.) Vol. III., p. 206. — 1751. — Louis Saint-Ange Charly,donee 
entre-vifs from Marie' Desmaros, widow of Ignace Bourgery and daughter of 
Charles Desmaros. Tho latter had bought these islands from Pierre d'Aillebout 
D'Argenteuil, son of Sieur d'Aillebout des Musseaux, who for himself had 
acquired them, in 1668, by donation from tho Jesuit Fathers, to whom Charles de 
Lauson de Charny, Governor and original grantee in 1652, had granted them. — 
(This deed has enabled us to complete the preceding (Vol. II., p. 200), which 
allows us to infer that Charles d'Aillebout des Musioaux had boon the first 
grantee of this fief.) 

Ili Chioot, (the half of tho fief.) Vol. II., p. 309— 1724— Louie- Adrion Dnndon- 
neau-Dusable, rendered fealtv and homage as well for himself as the proprietor 
of two- thirds in the half of the fief as for his brother Joseph Dandonneau, sur- 
named Lenoir, who owned the other third, Sieur Jacques Brisset was the owner 
of tho other half of the fief. The brothors Dandonneau were sons of Loo is 
Dandonneau, who had acquired the seigniory, in 1690, from Sieur Dupas to 
whom it was first granted in 1672. 

Ilk Chicot, (the half of tho fief.) Vol. II., p. 212— 1723— Jacques Brissot became 
owner of the half of this fief as the husband of Marguerite Dandonneau, duughter 
and heiress of Louis Dandonneau. (See the preceding article.) 

Ili Chioot, (the half of tho Fief.) Vol. IV., p. 1—1781— Francois Enault bought 
this half of tho said fief, in 1770, from Lomaitre Duhemme, who had himself 
bought it from the Mile Marie- Joseph and Marie-G6nevieve Dandonneau 
D unable. 

Ilk Couroklles. Vol. II., p. 346— 1725— The Seminary of bt. Sulpico at Paris 
held this fief from the Abbe Fenelon, to whom it was originally granted, in 
1673. 

Ilb Courckllxs. Vol. III., p. 518— 1781— The Seminary of St. Sulpice at Montreal, 
held this seigniory as the rightful owner, from 1764, by donation from the Semi- 
nary of St. Sulpico at Paris. (See above.) 

Island op Anticosti, (one third of tho Fief.) Vol. II., p. 404— 1725— Josoph de 
Floury de la Gorgondidre appeared, as tho husband of Claire Jolliet, to whom 
the original grant of this fief was made in 1680, in "consideration of tho dis- 
covery which tho said Sieur Jolliet has made of the country of the Illinois; and 
of his voyage to Hudson Bay, in the interest and to the advantago of the 
King's Manor." 

Island op Anticosti— (continued) — and the Minoan Islands. Vol. IV, p. 
396 — 1781 — Francoi«-Joscph Cugnet, husband of Marie-Joseph de la Fontaine de 
Beloour,— Nicolas Joseph and Francois do la Fontaine do Belcour. William 
Grant and Thomas Dunn, all representatives of the late Jacques La Laude, 
Louis Jolliet and Biseot de la Bividre, and all co-seigniors and proprietors. 
The heirs of la' Fontaine were usufructuaries of tho Baronnoss of Casjtolneau, the 
heiress of Jolliet, whilo William Grant had married dame Catherine de Fleury de 
la Gorgendiere, whose mother was a Jolliet, and had, besides his own rights, 
bought those of Joseph Marin and of Louise-Charlotte de Fleury de la Gorgen- 
dioi e, wife of the latter. (See tho proceding article.) 

Iles db Beauregard. Vol. II, p. 17— 1723— Joseph Tetro, surnamod Ducharme, hus- 
band of Anne Jarrot do Beaorogard, appoarod in 1723, as woll for his wife and 
himself, for one quarter in the h ilf of the fief, as for the other children aud heirs 
of Andre Jarret do Beauregard, tho original grantee, in 1674. 
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Ile Dopas (the half of the Fief). Vol. II, page 212— 1723 -Jacques Brisset posses- 
sed the half of this fief in his quality of husband of Marguerite Dandonne&u, 
heiress of Louis Dandonnean, who had bought the entire fief from Sieur .Dupos, 
the original granteo, in 1672. 

Ile D jpas (the half of the Fief). Vol. II, p. 309— 1724— Louis- Adrien Dandonnean 
Siour Dusable, derived this [half of the fief from his fathor, Louis Dandonnean, 
mentioned above. 

Ile Dupas (the half of the Fief). Vol. IV, p. 1. In 1781, Francois Enault was the 
proprietor of the half of the said fief which be had bought in 1770, from Le- 
maitre Duhomme, who had himself acquired it from Marie-Joseph and Marie- 
G6nevieve Dandonneau Dusabld. (See the two preceding articles.) 

Ile Jisus. Vol. IV., p. 305— 1781— The Seminary of Quebec obtained the original 
grant in 1699. 

Iles Minoan, (Portions of the Fief.) Vol. II., p. 404. Joseph de Fieuty de la 
Gorgendiere, appeared in 1725, as the husband of Claire Jolliet, who had 
inherited two portion of this fief from her two brothers, Louis and Fran 90 is 
Jolliet, who died unmarried, and held another portion of it, derived from ber 
father, Louis Jolliet the original granteo in 1679. (See also Island of AnticostL) 

Ile de Moras. Vol. II., p. 351. Thereso Mouet de Moras, widow of Michel Trot- 
tier siour de Beaubien appeared in 1725, as well in her quality of daughter and 
heiress of Piorre Mouet de Moras, the original grantee in 1672, as being the par- 
chaser of the shares of her 00 heirs. 
' Island of Orleans. See St. Laurent. 

Ile Perrot. Vol. II., p. 316. Appeared in 1724, as woll in her own right, as for 
the children by the first marriage, the heirs of Desruisseau, Francoise Cuillerier 
wife of Jean Quenet, (the Abbe Tanguay writes it Guenet) widow of Joseph 
Trottier, siour Desruisseau, who had bought this fief in 1684, from Charles 
LoMoyne de Chatoauguay. This latter had acquired it from Siour Perrot, to whom 
it was originally granted in 1672. 

Ile St. Joseph. Vol. II., p. 209. Appeared in 1723, as well in his own right a* 
representing his mother and his brothers and sisters, the Sieur Boucher de 
Boucberville, son and heir of Pierre Boucher sieur de Grosbois and de Boucher- 
ville, the original grantee ,in 1655. 

Ile St. Paul, near Montreal, (as regards two thirds of the Island.) Vol. II., p. 209 
— 1723— Jacques Le Ber de Bonneville, heir with other persons of Jaoques Le Ber 
de Senneville, his father, the original grantee, in 1664, — jointly with Claude Ro- 
butel de St. Andre and Jean de la Vigne, whose rights the said Jacques Le Ber 
de Senneville had afterwards acquired. 

Ile St. Paul, near Montreal, (continued.) Vol. III., p. 233.— 1753— Jean Le Ber de 
Senneville took the oath, as well for himsolf as for his brothers and sisters. They 
were the childron and heirs, of Hippolyto Le Ber de Senneville, the only son of 
Jacques Le Ber de Senneville. (See above.) 

Ili St. Paul, (the third part of tho Island called the fief de La None.) Vol. IV, p. 194. 
1781— The Congregation of Notre Damo of Montreal, had, in 1769, acquired the 
remaining part of the Island of St. Paul, by judgment of the court agaiast Thomas 
Syonk (Young?) at tho suit of Chiistopho Gameiin la Jemmeraye. The said 
ladies of the Congregation had accquired the first portions of this fief, in 1706 
and 1700, from Zacharie Robutel do la Noue, and from his sister Anne Bobutol 
de la Noue, wife of Constant Le Marchand sieur do Lignerie. Zacharie and Anne 
Iiobutel de la Noue were children of Claude Kobutel de la Noue, tho first 
grantee in 1676 of this third of the Island of Sc. Paul callod the Fief de La None. 

Ile Ste-ThSoese Vol.11, p. 221.— 1723— Mario Thereso du Gae, widow of Gaspard 
Piot sieur de Langloiserie, daughter and heiress of Sidrac du Gue de Bois Briant, 
first grantee, 1672 and 1673, took the oath as well in her own right for eight 
parts and one quarter, as for the other heirs foi tho remaining portions. 

Ile Ste-Thebese (continued.) Vol. IV, p 74. — 1781 — Louis Ainse, who took the oath, 
had acquired this fief, in 1779, from Jean Mazdell who had acquired it by 
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adjudication under a decree against Louis-Hector Piot de Langloiserie. (This 
instrument is incomplete, inasmuch as it does not set forth the other changes of 
this fief, from 1723, when the widow of Gaspard Piot de Langloiserie took 
oath of fealty, to the year 1779, when Louis-Hector Piot de Langloiserie 
was constrained to allow the fief to bo sold under process of law.) 

Ilb Seize, in Lake Champlain. Vol. Ill, p. 16. — 1736 — Antoine de Pecody de 
Contrecceur received a grant of this fief in 1734. 

Ilit a la Pbau. Vol. II, p. 126. In 1723 appeared Pierre Ruette d'Auteuil, who 
took the oath for himself, his brothers and sisters and his father, then in France, 
and who had married Marie- Anne Juchereau, who had been married for the first 
time to Franoois Pollet de la Pocatiere, Sieur de la Combe. The said Marie- 
Anne Juohereau received the first grant of this fief in 1677, while she waa the 
widow of Sieur de la Corabo-Pocatidro. 

Ilbt . A la Peau. (Continued.) Vol . IV., p. 462.— 1781— There appeared : Alexis 
Rheaume for one and J of remaindor, and Amable Rheaume for The last £ 
belonged to Simon Sanguinet as the husband of Ther&se Rheaume. All three 
were heirs of Charles- Auguste Rheaume. In 1781 the first party named had 
purchased the rights of his brothers and sisters, children of the said Charles 
Auguste, who bad acquired the whole ot the fief in 1767 from Charles 
d'Ameaur, sieur de Muy, and from Madeleine de Muy, wife and proxy of 
Jacques-Philippe de l'lsle. (For original grant, see next preceding abstract). 
With regard to the transfer of this fief from the d'Auteuil family to that of do 
Muy, there is no mention of it in either of the two instruments.) 

Ilbt du Portage, &c. Vol. II., p. 380 — 1725— Marie-Anne BScart (or Be"quart) do 
Granville, widow of Pierre- Jacques de Joybert de Soulanges. She held this 
fief from her father, Pierre Be*cart, first grantee, 1672. 

Ilbt Saint Jean.— Vol. II., p. 377.— 1725— Jeao-Baptiste Couillard de I'Espinay, 
Louis and Jacques Couillard, as heirs of their sister, Genevieve Couillard, widow 
of Denis sieur du Tertre she being first grantee, 1677. 

Ilb Vebte. VoL II., p. 56.— 1723 — Jean-Baptiste Cote acquired this fiof from Louis 
de Niort sieur de la Noraye, who acquired it from Louis Rouer sieur d'Ar- 
tigny, first grantee, 1684. 

Islet. Vol. II., p. 86. — 1723 — Louis Gam ache appeared for himself and for his 
brothers ana sisters, the childron of Nicolas Gamaohe, first grantee in 1672, 
jointly with " one Balavanco." The two latter had afterwards divided the grant 
between them in two equal parts.

Jkxnison. (Fief taken from Saint Charles). Vol. IV., p. 408. — 1781- Jean Jennison 
purchased this fiof from Francois Duaisme (Duhemme), who had purchased it 
in 1765, from Joseph Cournoyer de la Freniere. Prior to 17b5 it formed part 
of Saint Charles, situated on the Chambly river. (Sec Saint-Charles ) 

Jesub. (Fief without a name, situated on that river). VoL II.. p. 2Z9. — 1723— Marie 
Therese DuGue, widow of Gaspard Piot sieur de Langloiserie, appeared for 
herself and for her children, The first grant was made in 1714 to the said Piot 
de Langloisorie jointly with Sieur Petit; and in 1718, the widow had shared the 
grant in two equal parts with the said Sieur Petit. 

Jolliet (&) VoL II I, p. 562 — 1781 — Gabriel-EIzear Tascbereau acquired the said third 
from the heirs of Jolliet de Mingan, descendant of Louis Jolliet, first grantee, 
1697.

Kamoubaska. Vol. II, p. 62 — 1723 — Henri Hiche acquired this fief by donation in 
1713, from Louis Aubert du Fori Hon and his wife Barbe lie Neuf de la Val- 
liere. The latter acquired it in 1700 from Charles Aubert de la Chesnaye r 
who had acquired it in 1680 from Olivier Morel de la Durantaye, first gran- 
tee, 1674. 
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Kamouraska (continued). Vol. Ill, p. 307.— 1758— J.-Bte. de Charnay had success- 
ively purchased, in 1758, the shares of the heirs of Louis-Josoph Morel de la 
Darantaye, who purchased the fief in 1723, from Henri Hiche. (See above). 

Kamouraska (continued). Vol. IV, p. 364. — 1781 — Marie-Louise Quercy, widow 
and dowager of Maitre J.Bto. de Charnay, owner in virtue of her community of 
one half of the fief; J.-Bto. Mag nan, proprietor of and Dlle. de Charnaye de 
Varvillo, sister-in law of the party appearing, proprietor of the remaining \. In 
1770 and 1765, the widow do Charnay purchased the rights of Ignace Noel and 
of Francois la Chausseo de la Durantaye. In 1758 and 1757, her husband, J.- 
Bte. de Charnay had successively purchased the rights of Louis- Joseph Morel de 
la Durantaye, of Charles Morel de la Darantaye, of Andre" Morel de la Daran- 
taye, and those of Francois Gagnon and of his wife, Marie-Catherine Morel de la 
Durantaye. (See last two preceding abstracts). 

Kaskarinet. (14 arpents in front by 2 leagues in depth, below the Seigniory of 
Controcoeur in the parish of Saint Denis). Vol III, p. 225— 1754— J.-Bte. Morel 
purchased the fief in 1752 from the heirs of Louis-Jean de La Corne, husband of 
Marie-dc Pecody de Controcoeur, who had acquired it in 1714 by deed from 
Marie-ReneeChorel de St. Bomain, widow of Jacques lo Picard Siour de Norey 
and Dumesny. The widow had acquired the seigniory from Sieur de Contre- 
cceur. (For original grant, See Saint-Denis ; also Contrecozur.) 

Koubsvnoukek. (In Acadia) Vol. II, p. 425— 1725— Pierre Lefebvre, son and heir 
of Thomas Lefebvre. first grantee, 1703.

Labadie. Vol. II, p. 219— 1723— Ren6 Godfroy de Tonnancour took the oath as 

uuivcrsal legatee of Jacques Labadie, first grantee, 1672. 
Labadie (continued.) Vol. IV, p. 156. — 1781. — Joseph Godfroy de Tonnancour, 

inherited the fief from Rend de Tonnancour, his' father, above mentioned. 
La Boisemere. Vol. U, p. 280. — 1724* — Anne Foubert, was the widow of Pierre 

Boissoau, who purchased in 1678 from Charles Denis de Vitr6, first grantee, 1672. 
La Boutkillerie or Riviere Ouelle. Vol. I, p. 413. — 1725 — Louis Doschampsde 

Boishebert, was the son of Jean-Francois Deschamps, Siour de la Bouteillerie, 

first grantee, 1672. 

Lac Des Deux-Montagnes. Vol. II, p. 337.— 1725.— Le Slminaire de Saint- 

Sulpice of Paris, held this fief by grant, 1717. 
Lac des Deux-Montaones (continued.) Vol. Ill, p. 518. — 1781. — The Seminary of 

Saint-Sulpice of Montreal took the oath of fealty for this Seigniory acquired from 

Le Siminaire de Saint-Sulpice of Paris in 1764, and hold from that time in ite 

own right. 

La Chenate. Vol. II, p. 274. — 1724 — Pierre Le Girdeur de Repentigny acquired 
this fief under a judgment of adjudication rendered in 1715 in favour of the 
creditors of Raymond Martel. The Acte of 1724 does not say how the latter 
became proprietor of the Seigniory and does not give the date of the original 
grant, or the grantee. The deed of 1781, however, which is hereinafter cited, 
gives information on the two latter points and shows the grant to have been 
made in 1657 to Sieur Lo Gardeur de Repentigny. 

LaChenaye. (Called l'Assomption.)— Continued— Vol. IV, p. 415.— 1781.— Roch 
de St. Ours had acquired $ in the & of this Seigniory, in 1765, from Madeleine 
deLery, wife and proxy of Louis Le Gardeur de Repentigny.

In the same year there was a partition between the Le Gardeor 
ladies and their nephews, in virtue of which £ the fief became the property of K* 
do Ropentigny the elder, and the other J " reverted to the said ladies, of which 
the *haro and portion belonging to Mme. de St. Ours d'Eecbaillona fell to tie 
party appearing — her son."

The latter wa9 son and heir of Dame de la 
Tcsserie, previously widow of Sieur Francois de Chavigny, first grantee, 1673. 

La Chevrotiere. (Continued.) Vol. IV, p. 295.— 1781— Francoie-Joachim de 
Chavigny de la Chevrotiere and others (Chavigny) his co-heirs, held this fief 
from Chavigny do la Chevrotiere ; but he had purchased several portions of the 
Seigniory from the other co heirs, betwoon 1697 and 1779. 

Lake St. Peter, (Island and beach lands on the said lake.) Vol. II., p. 284. — 1724 
— J.-Bto, Arnaud purchased this fief, unnamed, from Francois Lefebvre Du* 
pleeaig-Fabert and Dame Catherine Peltier, who held it under a donation from 
Etienne Volant Radisson first grantee, 1694. 

La Durantaye, (half iho FieH Vol. II.. p 332 -1724— The ladies of the General 
Hospital had acquired ono-balf of this fief from Louis Joseph Morel de la Duran- 
taye, who derived the said one-half from his father, Olivior Morel de la Duran- 
taye, first grantee of the whole seigniory, 1672 and 1693. 

Lapond, (fitienoede.) Vol. II., p. 94. —1723 — He inherited the rights of Jean La- 
fond who had himself inherited from his own father and mother, Etienne Lafond 
and Marie Boucher, she being the first grantee of this unnamed fief situated 
below the lands of Sieur d« Varennes called " Lo Sault de la Vcrendrie." 

Lafrrsnaie. Vol. If., p. 38 — 1723 — Alexis Gagne took the oath in his own behalf 
for £ the fief and on behalf of his co-heirs, the children of Louis Gagoe dit Betla- 
vance, Sieur de la Frenais, who, in 1672 and 1675, received the firat graqj of a 
fief which they had divided in two, in 16 *9. 

La Gdtllaudierb. Vol. II., p. 471— 1726— Maurice Blondeau had acquired this fief 
in 1723 from Marguerite Meissior of St. Michel, widow of Sieur Losuour. The act 
does not say to whom or when the primitive concession was made. 

La Martiniere. Vol. II., p. 262 — 1724 — Louis-Claude de Berman, Sieur de la 
Martiniere, held this fief from Claudo de Berman. first grantee, 1692. 

La Martiniere, (continued.) Vol. IV., p. 181— .1781 — Alexandre Fraser acquired 
this fief in 17t>3, from Governor Murray, who had purchased it the same year from 
Dame Catharine Parsons, widow of Claude de Berman de la Martiniere. The 
latter, in 1740, obtained a grant in augmentation to the fief of which his 
grandfather, Claude de Berman de la Martiniere, was the first grantee, 1692. 
Langloiserie. (See Petit.) 

La Noraye. Vol. II., p. 300 — 1724— J.-Bte. Nevou acquired this fief from Sieur do 
Niort de la Noraye, who had purchased it from Louis de Niort de la Noraye, 
Charles Gauthier, Dlle Marie Sevestreand Dame widow Duquet,to whom it had 
been granted in 1688. Two other parts of this seigniory were originally granted to 
Jean Bourdon in 1647 and 1638. 

LaNoraye and Dautray (Augmentation of these two Fiefs.) Vol. III., p. 446. — . 
1781 — Jacques Cuthbert had purchased $ of these fiefs in 1771, from the heirs 
of Francois Neveu, the son of J.-Bte. Neveu, grantee of the augmentation, 1739. 
{See Dautray and Lanoraye.) 

LaNoraye. Vol. IV., p. 116. — 1781 — Joseph- Ambroise Neveu purchased in 1771, 
the rights in this fief of MargueriteJNeveo, in 1774 those of Marie Neveu, widow 
of LouiF-IIector d'Artigny de Villeray, and those of Dame Joseph Lid i vine 
Neveu. In 1739 an augmentation of this fief had been granted to J.-Bte. Neveu. 
(See Dautrays and LaNoraye.) 

LaNoue. (Fief situated on St. Paul's Island, near Montreal.) Vol. U., p. 226.— 1724— 
The ladies of the Congregation Notre Dame of Montreal acquired this fief in 
1706 and in 1700, from Zacharie Robutel de la Nouo and from his sister, Anne 
Robutel, wife of Constant Le Marchand, Sieur de la Lignerie. Zaoharie and 
Anne Robutel de la None wore children of Claude Robutel de la None, 
grantee, 1676, of one-third part of St Paul's Island, which part then took 
the namo of Fief de La Noue. 
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La Fooatisrb. (Saint-Anne.) Vol. IV., p. 287. — 1*781 — Lachlan Smith purchased 
this fief in 1777 from Charles Rheaume, who bad purchased one part of it in 
1767 from Charles Daneaux de May and from Jacques-Philippe del'Ifalc. He 
held the other part from his mother, Therese Catin, widow, by her first mar- 
riage, of Simon Rbeaumo, and by the second, of Charles Ruette d'Auteuil, with 
■whom she acquired two additional parts of the fief from Pierre Daneaax. Siear 
de May, and his wife Louise-Genovidve Ruette d'Auteuil, Alexandre Ruette 
d'Auteuil and Madeleine Ruette d'Auteuil, widow of Charles Pothier do Corey. 
In 1746 M. {Sic.) d'Auteuil had conveyed his rights to Charles-Joseph and 
Simon Rheaume. The first grant of thiB fief had been made in 1672 and 1(>77 
to Maric-Anne Juchereau, widow of Francois Pollet de la Combe-Pocatiere, 
who, in 1683, married Francois Ruette d'Auteuil. 

La Salle. Vol. IV., p. 6. — 1781 — Jean Bernard had purchased this fief in 1775 
from Rene Cartier, who had acquired it from Jean Lie Ber the first grantee, 1750. 

Lauzon. Vol. II., p. 119.— 1723— Etienne Charets had purchased this fief in 1714. 
from Reynard Duplessis, who had acquired it from Thomas Bertrand in 1699. 
The latter had purchased it from Marguerite Gobelin, widow of Siear Jean de 
Lauzon, conseiller du Roy en son Con&eil d'Etat and first grantee, 1636, of River 
Br uy ante, " now called Rivtere du Sault de la Chaiuliere, with three leagues 
" frontage on either side of the said river by six leagues in depth." 

IiA Valtrib. Vol. II., p. 444.— 1725— Pierre Margano de la Valtrie was the son of 
Sej-aphin Margane de la Valtrie, first grantee of this fief. 1672.

Levrard. or Saint-Pibrrb lbs Bbcqubts. Vol. II., p. 288.— 1724— Louis Levrard 
was proprietor of this fief as the husband of Catherine-Angelique Becquet, who 
with her sister, Marie-Louise Becquet, had received the first grant in 1683. 

Levrard or Saint-Pibbrb Lbs Bbcqubts. (Continued.) Vol.. IV., p. 274. — 1781 — 
Catherine LeMoyno de Longueuil, widow of Charles Francois Tarieu de 
Lanaudiere "with community of property, both for herself and for her children,'* 
purchased this fief jointly with her husband in 176'J from Charles Levrard. 
(See above.) 

LrvAroiBRB. (See Saint-Michbl.) 

Lonqueuil. (Barony.) Vol. II, p. 149.— 1728— Charles Le Moyne, Baron de 
Longueuil, succeeded to his father, Charles Le Moyne de Longueuil, first grantee 
1676. In 1701 the Seigniory was erected into a Barony. 

Lomoubuil (Barony). Vol. II., p. 476. — 1733 — Charles LeMoyne, Baron de Longueuil 
renewed his oath in 1733. (See above.) 

Lonoubuil. (Barony). Vol. III., p. 551.— 1781— Oath of fealtv renewed by DUe. 
Charles LeMoyno, Baroness de Longuouil and by Guillaume Giant as the 
husband of Marie-Catherine de Fleury d'Bschambault, widow of Charles Le- 
Moyne Baron de Longueuil, father of the Baroness aforesaid. (See the next two 
preceding abstracts.) 

Lotbinibrb. Vol. II , p. 318.— 1724— Eustache Chartier de Lotbiniere, held this fief 
from his father Rene-Louis Theandre Chartier de Lotbiniere, first grantee of a 
part of the said fief, 1672, and purchaser of another part the property of Charts 
Damours de Louviere. The latter acquired it from Mario LeBarbier, (La Barbulc, 
according to Abbe Tanguay) widow of Charles Maraolet, first grantee, 1672. 

LoTBiNiittE. (Continued.) Vol. IV., p. 12a— 1781— Michel-Eustache Gaspard-Alain 
Chartier de Lotbiniere purchased part of this fief in 1770, from Michel Chartier 
de Lotbiniere. His fathor had also acquired other portions o it in 1747, from 
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his brother Eustache, a priest, and in 1749 from his sister, Marie-Fran coise, wife 
of Antoino Juchereau Duchesnay. (See next preceding abstract) 

LussAupiiRE (or Chenal Tardif.) VoL III., p. 44— 1736— Jean-Bte. Jntras Des- 
roeiers had acquired this fief from Panl-Franyois Baimbault, Seigneur de 
Simblin, who held it from his father Pierre Baimbault The latter had pur- 
chased it from the gentlemen of the Seminary of Saint-Sulpice, who held it as a 
gift from Marie-Alexis de la Feuillee, widow of Dominique de La Motte sieur 
He Luesiere, to whom it was granted (second grant) in 1683 ; the first grant, 
made to Sieur de Lussaudiere in 1672, having been withdrawn in 1683. 

Lussaudiere, (continued.) Vol IIL, p. 430. In 1781 the proprietor of this fief was 
Dominiquo Debartzch, husband of Joseph- Marie-Claire Delorme, heiress of Marie- 
Joseph Jutras Desrosiers. (See above.)

Madaouaska. Vol. IL, p. 49 — 1723— Joseph Blondeau dit Lafranchise became the 

purchaser of thie fiei sold undor judgment rendered in 1709 against the estate of 

Charle* Aubert de la Chesnaye, grantee, 1649. 
Maillou, (Jean and Joseph.) Vol. II., p. 804. They appeared, in 1724, for an 

unnamed fief situatea in rear of the seigniory of Lauzon, and granted to them in 

1702. 

Ma ska. (See Yamaska.) 

Maskinonqe. Vol. II., p. 306 — 1724 — Marie-Madeleine Chesnaye, widow of Joseph 
Petit dit Bruceau, who had acquired from J.-Bte. LeGardour, first grantee, 1672. 

Maski.vonqe — continued — (one quarter, and also the seventh part of one eighth.) Vol. 
III., p. 446— 1781— Jacques Cuthbert purchased this part of the fief, in 1774 r 
from Pierre Fromenteau and Bosalie Bruneau, his wife, who had inherited from 
her father, Joseph Petit Bruneau. (See above.) 

Maskxnong£, (part of Fief.) Vol. IV., p. 245 — 1781 — Andre Duchesnay purchased, 
in 1780, the rights ot Piorre-Amable LaBreche and Antonin Carufel, in 1776 
those of Pierre Baril Duchesnay, and, in 1776, those of Dlle. Marie- Anne-Gene- 
vieve Duohesnay and of Dlle. Sicard de Carufel, widow of Jean Francois Baril 
Duchesnay. The latter parties had, between 1751 and 1761, successively 
acquired all the rights of the heirs of Joseph Petit Bruneau, except those of 
Bosalie Petit Bruneau aforesaid. 

Vol. IIL, p. 540— 1781— The Ursuline Nuns of 
Three-Rivers renewed their oath for the augmentation of this fief granted to

Mabkinong£. (Another part of fief.) Vol. IV, p. 62 — 1781 — Tarieu de la Perade, 
Sieur de Lanaudiero held this fief from his father, Charles-Francois Tarieu de 
la Perade de Lanaudiero, grantee, 1750, and from his mother, Genevieve Des- 
champs de Boiehebert. (This part of Maskinonge was evidently independent of 
those already mentioned.) 

Matane. Vol. Ill, p. 414— 1781— Donald Mackennon acquired this fief from the 
d' Amours, descendants of Mathieu d' Amours, first grantee, 1677. 

MilleIles. (Half the fief). Vol. IV, p. 88— 178 1— Louis Hertel and Sieur La- 
marque took the oath for one half oi this fief, the former as widower of Marie* 
Hippolyte Celoron, and husband of Susanne Piot de Langloiserie ; the latter as 
the husband of Marie-Anne-Therese Celoron de Blainville, who was the daughter, 
as was also Marie-Hippolyte aforesaid, of Sieur Celoron de Blainville and of 
Dlle. Piot de Langloiserie. The first grant of the whole of this Seigniory was 
made in 1714 to M M. Piot de Langloiserie and Petit. 

Mills Iles. (Other half and augmentation). Vol. IV, p. 94— 1781— Euetacho- 
Lou is- Lambert Dumont had acquired the rights of his brothers and sisters, 
children of Kustache-Lambcrt Dumont and of Charlotte Petit In 1752 an aug- 
mentation of the whole fief had been granted to Sieurs Piot de Langloiserie and 
Petit (As to first grant, see next preceding abstract; 
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Mille Vaches. Vol. IV, p. 453— 1781— Thomas Dunn and Gaillaume Grant. 
Thomas Duuo had sold to Gaillaume Grant the third of this fief, of which he hail 
himself puj chased the whole in 1764 from Ignace Aubert de la Chesnaye, 
whose grandfather, Charles Aubert de la Chesnayo, had acquired the fief in 
1670 by donation from Marie Renouard and Joseph Giffard, the former widow 
aud the latter eldest son of Robert Giffard,} Seigneur of Beauport and first 
grantee, 1653. 

Minoan. (Fief on the mainland. Vol. IV. p. 104— 1781— Francois- Joseph Cagnet, 
husband of Marie-Joseph de La Fontaino de Belcour, Nicolas-Joseph and Fran- 
cois de La Fontaine de Belcour, Guillaume Grant and Thomas Dunn, all repre- 
senting the then late Jacques La Lande, Louis Jolliet and Bissot de La Riviere, 
and all co seigneurs and proprietors of the said fief. (The La Fontaine heirs 
were usufructuaries of the Baroness de Castelneau, heiress Jolliet, while Gaill- 
aume Grant bad married Dame Catherine de Fleury de la Gorgendidre, whose 
mother was a Jolliet; he had, moreover, purchased the rights of Joseph Marin 
and of Louise-Charlotte de Fleury de la Gorgondiere, wife of tho latter). In 1770 
a judgment of the Court of Common Pleas confirmed the title of the Bissot and 
Jolliet heirs, and condemned Joseph Iluster to pay £50 to Bissot. Huster had 
leased iho Post of Mingan for nine years, from Jacques Belcour de La Fontaine, 
and from Jean Tache, who had married Anne, grand-daugbter of Louis Jolliet.

Vol. III., p. 219 — 1753 — Marie-Fran coise-Achillo Bey-Grail- 
lard was heiress of Pierre Rey-Gaillard and of Dame Francoise Cailleteau, her 
father and mother, and of the shares of her brothers and sisters; the said Dame 
Francoise had married firstly Richard Denis de Fronsac, first grantee, 1687. 

Metis and Ile Saint Ba&nab£. Vol. II., p. 295 — 1723 — The proprietor of this fief 
was Dame Elizabeth de Peiras, widow of Nicolas Pinguet de Targis and heiress 
of J. -Bto.de Peiras first grantee, 1675. 

Mbtis, (Fief of river of that name.) Vol. II., p. 328. Pierre le Page de Saint-Bar- 
nabe took the oath in 1724 for himself and for his brothers and sisters, children 
and heirs of Bene lo Page de Sainte-Clairo, who had acquired this fief in 1703, 
from Charlotte- Francoise Juchereau, wifo of Sieur de La Forost and, before the 
latter marriage, widow of Francois Pachot, first grantee, 1689. 

Metis (Lakes and adjoining lands.) Vol. II., p. 4 68 — 1725— Nicolas LanouilJier 
had acquired this fief from Louiso LeGardeur, widow of Augustin Rouer, Sieur 
de la Cordonniero, first grantee, 1693. 

Monnoir. Vol. II., p. 269. Claude do Ramezay, was proprietor of this fief in 1724 
and had received tho first grant in 1708. 

Montarvtlle. Vol. III., p. 500— 1*81— Rene* Boucher de la Bruere had, in 1774, 
purchased tho rights of his mother, Roine de Pecody de Contrecoeur, widow 
of Rend Boucher de la Brudre, and also the rights of his brothers and sisters. 
The grant was made to Pierro Boucher in 1710. 

Montplaisant. (Fief detached from Villeray.) Vol. IV., p. 438— 1781— Jen kin 
Williams had in 1767 purchased lands from Captain George Gregory, who had 
himself acquired them from the Trustees of the creditors of Philippe Payne. 
Tho latter had purchased in 1762 and 1763, from Mbdeleine Dnmoot and her 
husband, August Rouor dc Villeray. The latter held the fief from his grand- 
father Louis Rouor de Villeray first grantee, 1663. 

Montreal, (Island, Main land and Cote Saint Sulpice.) Vol. II., p. 337 — 1725 — Le 
Siminain de Saint Sulpice, Paris, held the property by donation from Pierre 
Chevrier de Foucamps and Jerdme LeRoyer de la Dauversiere both first 
grantees, 1640. 

Montreal, (Island, Main land and Cdte Saint-Sulpico)— continued — Vol. III.,p.518— 
1751— The Seminary of Saint-Sulpice of Montreal held this Seigniory in its own 
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right, from 1764, by donation from Le Siminaire Saint-Sulpice, of Paris. (See 
next preceding abstract.) 

MoNTS-Louis. (See Paspkblac.) Vol. III., p. 417 — 1725— Louis Gosselin took the 
oath for himeolf, as donee entre vifs of Pierre Haymard, and for his mother Louise 
Gaillot, widow of the third marriage of Pierre Haymard. Tho latter had 
acquired the fief from the heirs of Nicolas Bourlet first grantee. The year of 
the first grant is not stated. 

Monts-Louis, (continued.) Vol. II., p. 249—1754 — Joseph Cadet had acquired this 
fief in 1753, by Hale under process of law of the goods of Louis Gosselin and of 
the heirs of LouiB Guillot, mother of the latter,. (See above.)

Nbcville or La Pointe-aux-Trembles. Vol. II, p. 452— 1725— Nicolas-Marie 
Renaud- Da vcnne des Meloises held this fief from Nicolas Dupont and Jeanne 
Gaudais, his grandfather and grandmother, who had purchased from Jean-Fran- 
cois Bourdon, son of Jean Bourdon, first grantee, 1653. 

NinviLLE or Pointe aux-Trembles. Vol IV., p. 254 — 1781 — Joseph Brassard 
Doscbeoaux had acquired this fief in 1765 from Nicolas Renaud-Davenne des 
Moloises, who had purchased the rights of his co-heirs betwoen 1757 and 1765, 
and also the rights ofM. and Mrao. Poan, the latter his sister. (See above.) 

Nicolet and Ile X la Fourche. Vol. IV, p. 11 — 1781 — Claude Poulin do Cress6 
inherited 3 of this fief, and acquired the remainder by adjudication under a 
judgment in 1747. In 1680 Sieur Michel CressS obtained a grant of lie a la 
Fourche as an augmentation of the fief of Nicolet, which was granted for the 
first time to Slour de Lonbia in 1672. 

NoRMANviLLE. Vol. II, p. 185 — 1723 — Rene 1 Godfroy de Tonnancour held this fief 
from Louis Godfroy de Normanville and from Dame Marguerite Seigneuret, 
daughter of Btionno Seigneuret, who had inherited it from his father-in-law, 
Jean Sauvaget, first grantee. Tho date of this grant is not mentioned. 

Orsainville. (Cemti), Vol. II, p. 429 — Les Dames de VEopital Glniral, Quebec, 
took the oath in 1725 for tho Comte d'Orsainvillo, which they had acquired 
in 1696, through Mgr. de Saint Valior, from tho widow of Messiro Francois 
Talon, as proxy for Jean-Francois Talon, comte d'Orsainville, nephew and uni- 
versal legatee of tho Intendant Talon. Tho latter was the first grantee of the 
Baronydcs I lets, erected for him into the comtS d'Orsainvillo in 1675. 

Orsainville. (Comti) — continued — Vol. IV, p. 351. Les Dames de VHdpital 
Giniral, Quebec, renewed the oath in relation to this fief in 1781. 

Orvilliers, or Antaya. Vol. II, p. 83— 1723— Pierre Pelletier dit Antaya had 
inherited this fief jointly with his brother Michel and his sisters, from his father, 
Francois Pelletier dit Antaya. In 1721 tho said Pierre became possessed of one 
half of the fief under a judgment in his favour against the heirs, Chorel d'Orvil- 
liers. His father, Francois Pelletier dit Autaya purchased tho fief from Sieur de 
Comporte, first grantee, 1672. 

Obvilliers. (Part of the fief previously forming part of Sainte-Anne). Vol. IT, 
p. 48—1781 — Pierre-Francois Chorel d'Orvilliere purchased, in 1778, the rights 
of tho heir*, Laversan de Langy, children of Marianne d'Orvilliers. In 1714 
Chorel de St Romain had conveyed to Chorel d'Orvilliers the rights he hold 
from his father, Sieur Edmond de Champlain, who hold them by donation from 
Sieur Edmond de Sueve, first grantee, 1672— jointly with Sieur de LiNaudiere. 
(See Sainte-Anne.)

Pa8PEBiao. Vol II, p. 417 — 1725 — Louis Gosselin took the oath for himself and for 
his mother, widow of Pierre Haymard, her third husband, first grantee, 1707. 
The said Pierre Haymard had conveyed one half of this fief to Gosselin by dona- 
tion entre vifs. 
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Pkrthuis. Vol IV, p. 216 — 1*781 — Joseph-Gaspard Cbaussegros do Lery had pur- 
chased, in 1764, the rights of Antoine and Francois Germain, who had acquired 
this fief from Francois Monnier. The latter had purchased it from Marie-Aunt 
Chasle, wife and proxy, in 1763, of Maitre Joseph Perthuis, first grantee, 1753. 

Petit and Langloissrie. (Part of the fief). Vol. II, p. 400. Lou is- Re my Degue 
appeared in 1725 for himself and his wife, Charlotte-JBlizabeth Dugue 1 , who was 
married for the first time to Jean Petit. The latter had received, in 1714, the 
first grant of this fief, jointly with Sienr de Langloiserie. 

Pierre ville. Vol. II, p. 233. In 1722 appeared Joseph Hertel for himself and for 
the heirs of Laurent Philippe, whose daughter, Catherino, he had married. 
Laurent Philippe received the first grant of this fief in 1683. 

Pocatiere (De La). Vol. II., p. 124. In 1723 the oath was taken by Pierre Buette 
d'Auteuil de la Malotidre, for himself, for his father, Francois-Madeleine 
Buette, Sieur d'Auteuil et de Mouoeau, then in France, and for his brothers and 
sisters, heirs with himself of his mother, Marie-Anne Juchereau. The latter was 
the wife, by her second marriage, of the aforosaid Francois-Madeleine Buette 
d'Auteuil, and had received the grant of this fief in 1672, when she was the 
widow of Francois Polet de la Combe, Sieur de la Pocatiere. 

Point! a L'Oriqnao. (See Soulanqes). Vol. Ill, p. 438. Tho proprietor of this 
fief, in 1781, was Joseph-Dominique-Emmanuel LeMoyne, Chevalier de Lougue- 
uil, as son and heir of Joseph LeMoyne deLongueuil and of Dame Genevieve de 
Joybert de Soulanges, who had inherited from her maternal uncle, Francois 
Prevost, Major of Quebec, first grantee, 1674. 

Points aux Trembles. (See Neuville.) 

Port Daniel. Vol. III., p. 21. — 1736— Appeared : Jean Claude Loaet, in the name 
and as tho husband of Anne Morin, previously the widow of Ben6 Deneau, also 
the son of the latter, Bend Deneau. Deneau the elder had received the grant in 
1696. 

Port Joly. Vol. II., p. 253. In 1723 Pierre Aubertde la Chesnaye, Sieur de Gasp6 
acquired this fief, whioh had been sold to his father, Charles Aubert do la Ches- 
naye, by Noel Langlois, first grantee, 1677. 

Portneup (Barony.) Vol. II., p. 144. In 1723, appeared: Charles Le Gardearde 
Croisille, for himsolf as the husband of Mane-Anne Bobineau de Portneuf 
and Dlle. Marguerite- Ronee Bobineau, the two latter being the heiresses of Bene 
Bobineau de Becancour, who had married Marie-Anne Lo Neuf de la Poterie, 
daughter of Jacques Le Neuf de la Potcrio, first grantee, 1647.

Bamezay. Vol. II., p. 269. — 1724— Claude de Bamezay, Seigneur of la Gesse, 
Montigny, Bois-Ffeurant and other places, who took the oath in 172*, had re- 
ceived the grant of this fief in 1710. 

Bipenhqny. vol. II., p. 274. — 1724— Pierre Le Gardeur do Bepentigny took the 
oath for himself and for his brothers and sisters, children and heirs of Jean- 
Baptiste Le Gardeur "de Bepentigny, who was son of Pierre Le Gardeur de 
Bepentigny, first grantee, 1647. 

Bepentigny (Continued.} Vol. III., p. 370. In 1759 Louis Le Gardeur de Bepen- 
tigny held this fief by donation entre vifs from Dame Agatho Le Gardeur de 
Bepentigny, widow of Francois-Marie Bouat, his aunt. Tho latter had acquired 
the fief in part by adjudication under a judgment against the vacant succession 
of Jean-Baptiste Lo Gardeur de Bepentigny and from Marguerite Nicolet, his 
wife, and in part by purchase from the heirs of the said Jean-Baptiste Le 
Gardeur de Bepentigny. 

Biohelieu. fFief without a name, situated on the south side of the river of that 
name. Must be fief De Bouville. See Bouville) Vol. II., p. 256. — 1724— 
Marie-Anne Beaudoin, for herself and for her children, as the widow of Jean- 
Baptiste Hortel de Bouville, first grantee, 1694. 
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Biqault and Vaudreuil. Vol. IV., p. 128.— -1781— Michel-Eustache-Gaspard-Alain 
Cb artier de Lotbiniere hold these two fiofs from his father Michel Chartior 
de Lotbiniare. The latter had acquired them by halves in 1763 from U Marquis 
and la Marquise de Rigault de Vaudreuil, and from Louiso Therdse de Fieury de la 
Gorgendiero, wife of Pierre-Francois de Rigault do Vaudrouil, son of Philippe 
do Rigault de Vaudreuil, first grantee, 1702. 

iicAULT and Vaudreuil. (Augmentation.) Vol. IV M p. 216. — 1781 — Joseph 
Gaspard Chaussegros de Lery had purchasod in 1772, from Michel- Eustacbe- 
Gaspard-Alain Chartier de Lotbinidro. The latter had acquired from the Marquis 
and Marquise do Rigault do Vaudreuil and from Louiee-Therose do Fieury 
de la Gorgendiore, wife of Pierre Franrois de Rigault do Vaudreuil, first grantoe 
of the augmentation, 1736. 

Ruiouskt. Vol. II. p. 328. In 1734 the oath was taken by Pierro LePage de Saint 
fiarnabc, for himself and for his brothers and sisters, children and heirs of Rene 
LePage do Saintc-Claire, who had acquired from Augustin Rouer de la Cordon* 
nidre, first grantee, 1688. 

Riviere David or Riisseai; i>u Petit Lac. (Tho lattor in the Seigniory of 
Bourchemin.) Vol. IV., p. 458— 28th Mav, 1781, Pierre Du Calvet, who was then 
proprietor of these fiefs, " being detained a prisoner" and unable to appear at 
the Chateau Saint Louis to take the oath of fealty, Governor Haldimand granted 
him sufferance " until he shall be abls to take the oath in person." 

Bivierb de la Madelsine. — (See also Gbandb Vallee des Monts, N.D.) Vol. II., 
p. 393. In 1723 the proprietor was Michel Sarrazin, physician, Member of the 
Academy of Sciences, husband of Anne Hazeur daughtor of Francois Hazeur. 
The latter had purchased from Denis Riverin, first grantee, 1689. 

Rivierb du Godfpre. VoL II., p. 132— 1723— Tho oath was taken by Pierre Dupri, 
first grantee, 1684. 

Rivieie du Lot i» (en has) and Madaouaska. Vol. II., p. 40 — 1723— Joseph Blondeau 
dit Lafraachise had acquired these fiefs in 1709, by adjudication under a judg- 
ment a£ainst the succession of Charles Aubert de la Chesnayo, ono of the grantees 
in 1673 and 1683. It appears from tho deeds referred to in this instrument, and 
in that of 1756, that these fiefs had boen originally granted to two burgesses of 
Paris, Franyois Dionis and Francois Duparc and that they wore to be called 
Verberis and Le Pare. But these two grantees having, doubtless, failed to 
comply with the necessary conditions, we find that the Seigniories are again 
granted by the Crown in several parts as follows : In 1673 to Charles Aubert de 
la Chesnayo ; in 1676 to the same and to Sieur Bazire ; in 1683 to the same, and 
lastly another grant to the Siour d'Artigny and to the said Sieur de la Chesnayo.

Riviere du Loi p (cn haut.) Vol. II., p. 408— 1725— The Ursulines Nuns of Three 
Rivers had purchased the fief from Michel Trottier de Beaubien, who had 
acquired from Jean Lechasseur, first grantee, 1685. 

Riviere du Lou* (en haut.) Vol. Ill, p. 540— 1781— The Ursulines Nuns of Throe 
Rivers renewed tho oath of fealty. (See above.) 

Riviere du Sud (and another fief unnamed close besido). Vol. II, p- 371—1725— 
Jean-Baptiste Couillard de l'Espinay and Louis Couillard de l'Espinay were 
the sons of Louis Couillard de l'Espinay, and joint proprietors of these fiefs.

Biviere du Sud. (Part of the Seigniory comprising 25 arpents in front by 4 leagues 
in depth.) Vol. II., p. 397- 17*77— Michel Blais had acquired this part of the 
Seigniory successively from the heirs of Jacques Couillard Despres, and from 
Elizabeth LeMieux, heirs of Jean Baptiste Couillard, son of Louis Coo i Hard da 
L'Espinay . {See next two preced ing abstracts . ) 

Biviere du Sud. (One-half.) Vol. IV., p. 33 1—178 1— Jean-Bte. Couillard, Jacques 
Hebert Couillard, Dee i lets Couillard and Nicolas-Gaspard Boisseau as guardian 
of his two children, the issue of his marriage with Therdso Couillard, whose 
descent is not set out in this instrument. 

Biviere Ouelle. See La Bouteillerie. 

Roquetaillade. (Part of the fief.) Vol. II., p. 189— 1723— Rene Godfrey do Ton- 
nancour took the oath for himself and the other heirs of his father and ofbU 
mother, Marie Le Neuf, the latter having inherited from her son, Pierre, 
deceased, unmarried, first grantee, 1G75. {See also Godfroy.) 

Bouville. (And part of Chambly called Pointe Olivier ) Vol. IV., p. 211.— 1781— 
Bene-Ovide Hertel do Bouville had purchased parts of theso fiefs as follows, 
namely : In 1778 part of Chambly from Louis-Hugues Hertel de Chambly, and in 
1772 parts of Bouville and of Chambly from Jean-Bte. Hertel de Bouville, who 
had purchased from Paul- Fran gois Baimbault, Sieur Duverger do St. Blaise and 
Marie-Louise de Moncour, wile of the latter. {See, for prior changes as to 
Bouville, Richelieu— fief on south side of that river— Vol. II., p. 25C, and 
Chambly, Vol. II., p. 194 ) 

Buisseau du Petit Lao. {See Biviere David.)

Saint-Auqustin. Vol. IV., p. 316. In 1781 the Beligious Ladies of the Hotel-Diea, 
Quebec, renewed their oath of fealty. {See Dejmaures.) 

Saint-Blain. Vol. III., p. 493. — 1781 — Ben^-Amable Boucher de Boucherville, hus- 
band of Mario-Madeleine Baimbault de Saint-Blain, ("Simblin," says Abbe 
Tanguay), daughter of Pierre Baimbault do Simblin, who had inhorited from Paul 
Francois Baimbault. The latter held the fief in right of his wife, Catherine 
d'Aubusson, daughter of Antoino d'Aubusson and of Mario- Jeanne Jarret do 
Verobdres. This fief was composed of a detached portion of tho Seigniory of 
Vercbdrea . {See VERoiifeaES, as to grant and prior changes.) 

Saint-Charles des Boodes. (Les Grondines) Vol. II., p. 109.— 1723— The oath 
was taken by Jacques Hamelin for his uncle, Francois Hamolin, and for himself 
and his brothers and sisters, children of Louis Hamolin. The latter hod pur- 
chased the fief from bis fathor- in-law, Jacques Aubert, who had acquired it from 
The Hospital Nuns of Quebec, to whom it had been given by tho Duchess 
d'Aiguillon, first grantee, 1637. 

Saint-Charles. (On the Yamaska river.) Vol. II., p. 158.— 1723— Marie-Joseph 
Fezeret, wife of Gabriel Thiersan de Genlis and heiress of Louis Fezeret, first 
grantee, 1701. 

Saint-Charles. ^On the river Chambly.) Vol. IV., p. 408.— 1701— Jean Jenisson 
acquired the hef under a writ of execution issued against Joseph Marchand, who 
had purchased in 1743 from Francois Hertel de la Freniere, first grantee, 1695. 

Saint-Denis. (The whole fief, except 19 arpents mentioned in tho next following 
abstract.} Vol. III., p. 160.— 1745— Pierre-Claude de Pecody do Cootrecaor, 
son of Francois de Pecody de Controcceur, son of Antoine de Pecody and 
Barbe Denis. The latter had married (second marriage) Louis de Gannes,. 
Sieur De Falaise, first grantee, 1694. 
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Saint- Denis. (19 to 20 arpente, frontage, in the said seigniory.) Vol. III., p. 164. — 
1745 — Marie de Pecody de Contrec<jear, widow of Joan-Louis de Chapt, Sieur 
de La Corne, who had acquired 14 arpents from Loais de Gannes Sieur de 
Falaise, first grantee, 1694. The latter married (second marriage) Barbe Denis, 
widow of Antoine de Pecody de Contrecceur, the said Mar e de Pecody de 
Contreccour held the remainder of the 19 to 20 arpents by right of her mother, 
commune en bitns with her second husband Louis de Gannes de Falaise. 

Saint-Denis. (Part of fief.) Vol. IV., p. 105— 1781— Joaeph Boucher de Montar- 
ville, as the husband of Catherine de Pdoody de Contrecceur. The latter must 
have been the daughter (it is not so stated in the doed) of Pierre-Claude de 
Pecody de Contrecceur, who held part of the fief Saint- Denis, properly so called, 
from his father, 'Francois-Antoine de Pecody (mentioned above in the first 
abstract entitled Saint-Denis) and purchased, in 1736, another part previously 
constituting the fief Dumesny-Noray, from Louis Le Picard and Philippe Le>

— 1781— Franoois- Joseph 
Ougnet had acquired the rights of the heirs of Mattre Fran$ois-Etienne Cugnet, 
first grantee, 173*7. 

Saint-Etibnne I)b Beaumont. (See Saint-Michel.) 

Saints- Anne. (£ the fief) Vol. II.— 1723.— Francois Chorel d'Orvilliers had inherited 
from his brother, Edmond Chorel de Chamnlain, one-half of the half of this 
Seigniory and had acquired the other half of tho said half from his brother Ren6 
Chorel de Saint-Germain in 1714. This half of the fiof belonged to their father, 
Sieur Chorel de Champlain, who acquired in H»95, by donation from Sieur 
Edmond de Sueve, grantee in 1672 of the whole fief jointly with Sieur Jacques- 
Thomas Tarieu de La Lanouguere, (says the Acte ) It should be Jb'inawtiere. 

Saints-Anne. (£ the fief.) Vol. II, p. 98.— 1723.— Thomas Tarieu de la Parade 
had inherited this half from his father, Jacques-Thomas Tarieu de Lanaudiere, 
first grantee, 1672, of tho whole Seigniory, with Sieur Edmond de Sueve. 

Saints- Anne. (Next preceding abstract continued.) One-half of fief with subsequent 
augmentations. — Vol. IV, p. 62. — 1781. — Charles Tarieu de la Perade held this 
tie t from his family, who had at various times obtained augmentations. In 1735, 
1700 and 1697. (See above, and also the title Orvilliirs, Vol. IV, p. 48. 

Sainte-Croix. (Le Platon.) Vol. IV, p. 336.— 1781.— The Ursulinos Nuns, Quebec, 
obtained the first grant in 1639, with confirmation in 1652. 

Saints-Marie. (On the St Lawrence.) Vol. II, p. 103.— 1723.— Louis Gastineau 
Duplessis, husband of Jeanne Le Moyne, daughter of Joan Le Moyno and 
of Mai ie-Madeleine de Chavigny, firstgrantee, 1711. 

Saints-Marie. (On the St Lawrence.) Vol. IV, p. 284.— 1781.— Augustin JouMd 
dit Boisvert purchased this fief in 1774, from Louis Gastineau. (See next pre- 
ceding Article.) 

Saints-Marie et Liniere. (Four leagues and of a fief situated on the Chaudiere 
River.) Vol. Ill, p. 562.— 1781.— Gabriol-Elzear Taeche»-eau, for himself and for 
his brothers and sisters. Ho himself had acquired in 1773, from his mother, 
Marie-Claire de Fleury de la Gorgendiere, widow of Thomas-Jacques Taschereau, 
first grantee, 1736, one-half of the fief. In 1772 he had purchased the rights of 
his sister Marie. 

Saints -Marguerite. Vol. II, p. 449.— 1725.— Louis-Francis de Gallife*, Seigneur 
de Caffin, (Galin, according to Abbe Tanguay.) had purchased the fief from 
Louis Aubert du Forillon. The fatter had inherited from his father, Charles 
Aubert de la Chesnaye, who acquired it after a seizure issued against Jacques 
Dubois, firstgrantee, 1691. 

Sainte-Marouerite (£ of fief). Vol. IV, p. 21— 1781— Joseph-Claude Boucher de 
Niverville acquired, by donation entre oifs, in 1767, $ of the fief, from Marguerite> 
Cardin. widow of Francois Chatelain, " les demoiselles Chatelain" having retained 
the remaining sixth of the seigniory. Francois Chatelain had purchased the 
whole fief from Ixrais-rrancois de Gallifet in 1754. (See above.) 
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Saint-Francois. (Fief on river Saint Francis) Vol. II, page 178— 1723— Jean Crevier 
Sienr do Saint-Franc, ois, for himself, his brother and sisters, all heirs of Joseph 
Crevier do Saint-Francois, son of Jacques Orevier, first grantee, 1678. 

Saint-Francois (Fief on Cdte Ste. Genevieve at Quebec) Vol. II, p. 390— 1725— Jean - 
Bte. Prevost for himself and for his children. Daring the existence of his com- 
munity with his first wife, Marie Girou, he had acquired the fief from Jeanne 
Prevost, widow of" Castonguay." The latter had acquired it from Aubert de la 
Chesnaye and Jacques Bourdon, first grantees, 1655, with Messire Jean Leaueur, 
who afterwards gave bis share to the Tatter. 

Saint-Ignace.— Vol. IV., p. 316.— 1781— The Hotel-Dieu of Quebec had obtaineJ 
the first grant of this fief in 1647 and 1652. 

Saint- Jean (in the banlieu of Quebec. Vol. II., p. 474.— 1726— Michel Sarrazin, 
physician, acquired the fief in 1709, in consequence of a seiaure against Guillau me 
Gaiilard, curator to the vacant succession of Sieur Aubert de la Chesnaye, and 
attorney for Pierre Petit, heir of Jean Gobin. Without explaining how the 
latter had come into possession of the fief, the Act says that in 1661, the house 
called St. Jean of the Sieur Bourdon had been constituted a fief with 60 arpenta 
of land, 

Saint-Jean. (On Lake St. Peter.) Vol. II., p. 408.— 1725— The Ursulines Nuns, 
Three Ri vers, obtained the first grant in 1701. 

Saint-Jean. (On Lake St. Peter) (continued.) Vol. III., p. 540.— 1781— The Ursu- 
lines Nans, Three Rivers, renewed the oath for this fief. (See above.) 

Saint-Jean. (See Cote de Lauzon, vol. IV., p. 460.) 

Saint-Jean d'Kscdaillons. Vol. IV., p. 415. — 1781 — Paul-Rooh de St Ours took 
the oath for his father, Roch de St. Ours, who as the eldest son had inherited 
half the fief, and had, in the period from 1752 to 1770, successively acquired the 
rights of his co-heirs, amongst others, of M. de Courtemanche, and of Therese 
Oournoyer, widow of Francois de St. Ours, of the Le Rov de la Poterie and of 
the Desmines, all connected with the St. Ours, who had been proprietors from 
the date of the first concession to Sieur de St. Ours in 1676. 

Saint-Jean-Port-jolt. Vol. IV., p. 150.— 1781— Ignace Aubert de Gaepe inherited 
the fief from his grandfather, Charles Aubert de la Chosnaye, who purchased 
in 1786 from Noel Laoglais, first grantee, 1677.

The latter had acquired the fief by exchange from Pierre de Rigault 
de Vaudreuil, first grantee, 1736. 

Saint-Joseph— Continued— (Half a league of frontage.) Vol. IV., p. 201— 1781— 
Joseph de Floury d'Bsohambault, became proprietor var indivis of part of this fief, 
in 1765. (For prior titles, see next preceding article.)

Couillardde l'Eapinay was the donee, by his marriage contract, of Guillemette 
Hubert, his grandmother, widow of Guiilaume Couillard.

— 1723— Pierre Bernier ap- 
peared for himself and for his brothers and sisters, children and heirs of Jacques 
Bernier, who had purchased it from Sieur Fournier, first grantee, 1672. 

Saint Joseph. (See Ile Saint-Joseph.) 

Saint-Laurent, (County of) or Ile d'Orleans. Vol. IL, p. 461— 1725— Guiilaume 
Gaiilard held this soigi.u>ry, or county, from Francois Berlhelot, who in 1675 
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had obtained it from Mgr. de Laval in exchange for He Jesus, Mgr. de Lava! 

had received the grant of Isle d'Orleans from "La Compagnie des Indes Occi- 

dentajee" in 1674. The Acte shows that the original grant of the Island of Orleans 

waa made in 1636, to Jacaues Caatillon, without explaining how it reverted to 

" La Compagnie des Indes Occidentalea." 
Sai nt-Ma uricb. Vol. II., p. 397 — 1725 —Pierre Poulin held this fief from his father, 

Michel Poulin, who was the son and heir of Maurice Poulin and Jeanne Jalope 

( " Jallaut," according to Abbe" Tanguay.) The latter (Jeanne Jallaut) receivod 

the first grant in 1676. 
.Saint-Michel. (Fief in the banlieu of Quebec.) Vol. III., p. 74— 1781— Tho 

Seminary of Quebec had acquired the fief from Charles LeGardeur de Tilly, 

first grantee, 1660. 

.Saint-Michel. (Continuation of next above.) Vol. 17., p. 305— 1781— The Semi- 
nary of Quebec renewed the necessary oath for this fiof. (see above.) 

Saint-Michel et Livaudisre. Vol. Ill, p. 171 — 1745 — Hugues- Jacques Pean de 
la Livaudiero held the fief in right of his wife, Marie-Fran roiae do Pecody de 
Contrecoeur, who had acquired, in 1736, under an adjudication against Ihe heirs 
of Olivier Morel de la Durantayo, first grantee, 1696, of the Seigniory of La 
Dnrantaye, of which this fief formed part 

Saint-Michel, Livaudiebe and Saint-Btienne de Beaumont. Vol. IV, p. 254 — 
1781 — Joseph Brassard Deschenaux had acquired these fiefs as follows: in

Vol. III., p. 123.— 1745— Charles-Aujruste LeBoy 
de la Potherie, seignior of Baqueville, Pierre- Denis LeBoy de la Potherie and 
Marc-Bene-Augustin LeBoy Desmauville, Sieur de la Potherie, all three 
brothers, and the sons of Claude-Charles LeKoy de la Potherie, who had mar* 
ried Isabella do St. Ours, were joint proprietors of one-fifth of the half of the fief 
St. Ours. Their mother was the daughter of the first grantee. (See above.) 

Saint-Oubs. Q of the J.) Vol. m., p. 132.— 1745— The proprietor of this part of the 
fiof waa Pierre de St. Ours, younger son and heir of Pierre de St. Ours, first 
grantee.

— 1736 — Antoine Saluayo, son and heir of 
Pierre Saluayo, the original grantee in 1674, rendered fealty and homage. 

8aiht-Boch. Vol. IV., p. 387. — 1781 — William Grant bought, in 1770, eighty-six 
arpents, in superficies, from Madeleine- Joseph Hiche, wife of Ignaco Porthuis,and 
daughter of Henry Hiche, wbo had acquired this fief in 1720 by decree of tho 
court in judgment against Louis Aubert du Forillon, and Charles Aubert de la 
Chesnaye. Tho latter had married Catherine- Gertrude Couillard, daughter 
of Guillaume Couillard and of Guillemetto Hebert, who held the fief from her 
father, Louis Hebert, the original grantee in 1626. 

Saint-sulpice. See Montreal. 

Saint- Valisk. (Portion of La Durantaye.) Vol. IV, p. 274. In 1781, Catherine Le 
Moyno de Longueuil, widow of Charlos-Frangois Tarieu do Lanaudidre, in com- 
munity with him as to property, appeared as woll for herself as for her children. 
She had bought this fief, in 1767, from tho Nuns of the Hotel- Dieu, at Quebec. 
(For the previous transfers see "La Durantaye.") 

Sassevtlle. Vol. IV., p. 428. — 1781— David and Jean Lynd had acquired, in 1779, 
from Francois Delzenne and his wife, Marie-Catherine- Jauson la Palme, a lot, 
situated at Quebec with a house thereupon. In 1755, Francois Delzenne had 
acquired, by judicial sale, several lots and houses situated in a fief of which tho 
original grant had boon made in 162b' to Louis Hebert. 

Sault-auMatelot. Vol. Ill, p. 56. — 1737— Tho Seminary of Qaebec held this fief 
from Monseignour de Laval, who had bought it from Guillemetto flebort, widow 
of Guillaume Couillard, and daughter of Louis Hebert, the first grantee in 1623. 

Sault-au-Matelot. Vol. IV, p. 305. — 1781 — Pierrc-Amablo do Bonne Sieur du 
Missiegle was the son of Louis de Bonne du Missiegle, who bad received the 
grant of tho fief, in 1750, jointly with tho Chovalior do Uopentigny. 

Saurel. (Or Sobel.) Vol. II, p. 269.— 1724— Claude do Kamezay had acquired by de- 
cree of tho Prevote do Quebec this fief, which had belonged to Pierro do Saurel, 
tho first grantee in 1672. 

Sijiblin. Vol. II, p. 42. — 1723— Paul-Francois Raimbault do Simblin cam© to possess 
this fief as the husband of Catherine d'Aubusson, who Fwas the daughter of An- 
toino d'Aubueson and of Marie-Jeanne Jarret de Verchdres, who held the 
seigniory from her father and mother, Francois Jarret do Verchdres and Mario 
Perrot. The deed does not ptate how the latter came into possession of this fief. 

Soul Andes. Vol. II, p. 361. — 1725 — Marie- Anne B6card de Granville became pro- 
prietor of this fief, as the widow of Pierre- Jacques do Joybert do Soulanges, the 
first granteo in 1702.

This latter had bought the Seigniory of Terrebonne 
from Daulier Des Landes, the first grantee in 1673. 

Terrebonne and Desplaines. Vol. IV, p. 54— 1781-Pauldo Margane dela Valtrie was 
proprietor of these fiefs, in 1731, as the husband of Marie de Chapt do La Come ; 
heiress of Louis de La Corne, who took the oath in 1750. (Seo the preceding 
article.) 

Teree des Recollets. Vol. II, p. 420. In 1725, the ladies of the General Hospital 
at Quebec rendered fealty and homage for this fief, of which they had obtained 
the grant in 1753. 

Tilly. Vol. II, p. 246. — 1723 — Marie-Madeleine Boucher was the widow of Pierre 

Noel Le Gardeur do Tilly, to whom this fief had been sold by Sieur Le Gardeur 

de Villiers, the grantee in 1672. 
Tonnancour. Vol. II, p. 185.— 1723 — Ren6 Godfroy de Tonnancour had inherited 

this fief from his father, Loute-Godfroy de Kormauville, the original grantee in 

1670 and 1674. 

Tonnancour (continued). Vol. IV, p. 156 —1781 — Joseph Godfroy de Tonnancour 
became the owner of the whole of this fief through having accquired the rights 
of his brothers and sisters, heirs like himself of their father Hone de Tonnancour, 
above mentioned. 

Tremblat (a part of the Fief). Vol. IV, p. 146. — 1781 — Jacques LoMoyne had bought 
lle-du Fort, and six acres in the said fief, from Madeleine Gaultier, wife of 
Charles Petit do Lmllior, who held it by inheritance from the Gaultier de 
Varennes. (For the previous transfers, &c, see " Varennes.") 

Tremblat (the greater portion of the Fief.) Vol. IV, p. 327. — 1781 — Louise- Antoino 
Meziere de 1'Epervanche, widow of Joseph Gaultier do la Veronderie, became- 
the proprietor of the whole of this fief, with the exception of a portion of *J 
acres by 32, in consequence of her marriage, and of tho donation which had been 
roado to her by Francois Gaultier du Trerablay, heir of his deceased brother 
Joseph Gaultier de la Verenderie, whom the party appearing had married in 
1753. In 1707, in consequence of a partition made between Marie Boucher, 
widow of Bond Gaultier do Varennes and his children, tho said fief fell to tho 
share of Pierre Gaultier Sieur de Beaumois and de la Veronderie. (Seo 
" Varennes.") 

Teinite. Vol. IV, p. 29.— 1781— Am able LeMoyne Biohmond do Martigny had 
acquired this fief in 1763, by judioial award pronounced against Jacques Lo 
Moyne de Martigny, his father, at the suit of Charles Henry, trader. This- 
iief was the property of tho Le Moyne family since 1676, the time when Sieur 
Charles Le Moyne obtained authority to make it an independent fiof from the 
one of Sieur de Saint Michel, with whom he had obtained the original grants— 
(the deed does not state in what year) of this fief and of another situated along- 
side. 

Trois Pistoles. Vol. II, p. 65. — 1723 — Nicolas Riou became proprietor of this fief 
with his brothers and sisters, children of Jean Riou, who had acquired it from* 
Sieur de Vitre the first grantee in 1687. 
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Trois Rivieres (Fief within the city.} Vol. IV, p. 21. — 1781— Joseph-Claude Boucher 
de Niverville had acquired, by gift entre vifs, this fief, from Marguerite Cardin, 
widow of Francois Chatelain. The deed does not show how this fief came to be- 
long to the widow Chatelain, but says only, that in 1660, la Compagnie de La 
Nouvelle France, confirmed to Jacques Le Neuf de la Potherie the purchase 
made by him of a lot of land from Sieur Champflour, as well as that of another 
which Sieur Jean Amyot formerly possessed (According to the Abbe* Tanguay, 
Sieur Francois de Chamflour was Commandant at Three Rivers, in 1639.) 

Trois-Rivjeres. (The fief above.) Vol. IV, p. 444.— 1781— Jean-Baptiste Perrault 
had acquired this fief in 1768 from Louis Lemaitre and his wife, Claire Dugue. 
The first concession of it had been made, in 1656, to Pierre Boucher. The deed 
does not state how Louis Lemaitre became the proprietor of it

vU rsi lines de Quebec. Vol. IV., p. 236. — 1781 — The Ursulines of Quebec had ob- 
tained the ownership of the lot on which their nunnery was built, by successive 
donations and grants, from 1662, going back as far as 1639, when they received 
the original grant from M. de Montmagny.

Varennes. Vol. II., p. 235.— 1723— Bene 1 Gaultier, Sieur ie Varennes, was th* 
owner of this fief, with his mother and his brothers and sisters, children of Rene 
Gaultier de Varennes, the first grantee in 1672. 

Varennes. (Four-sixths of the Seigniory.) Vol' III., p. 390.— 1776— Christophe 
Sanguinet had acquired this portion of the Seigniory by public judicial sale, in 
1776, after judgment rendered against Dame Louise Sarrazin, widow of Var- 
ennes. (The deed gays that the original title deed had been burned in the 
Seigniorial manor house at Varennes in 1760.) 

Varennes. (Two sixths of the Seigniory.) Vol. III., p. 405.— 1777— Gaspard 
Massue had bought one-sixth of the Seigniory from Jean-Baptiste Bouat, heir of 
Marie-Madeleine Gaultier de Varennes, his mother, widow of Jean-Timotb6 
Bouat, and the other one-sixth from Mathurin Bouat and from Marie Soumande, 
the wife of the latter. The latter had acouired this one-sixth from Francois 
Soumande, and from Charlotte Gaultier de Varennes, his wife. (For the grant 
and transfers, see above.) 

Varennes and Tremblay. Sixteen acres in front by two leaguos in depth in these 
fiefs.) Vol. III., p. 489— 1781— Joseph Boucher de la Brocquerie and Marie- 
C16mence Gamelin, his wife, had acquired several portions of this part of the two 
fiefs from the hoirs Youville. (See above for the original grant.) 

Varennes. (Portions of the Seigniory, about 60 feet front by one acre or more in 
depth, as well as two-thirds of tho large Island of Varennes.) Vol. IV., p, 360. — 
1781— Marie-Louise Dufros de la Jemmeraye, widow of Ignace Gamelin, held 
portions of this part of the fief from her father and mother, and Mdme. de la 
Jemmeraye, and the other fraction by act of partition passed, in 1769, between 
Ignace Gamelin and the party appearing, and also from Marguerite Dufros de la 
Jemmeraye, widow of Francois You de Youville and finally from Joseph 
Boucher do la Brocquerie, and Marie-Olemenoe Gamelin Maugras, his wife. (See 
above for the original grant, &c) 

Vaudreutl and Bourgheuin. Vol. II., p. 353 — 1725— Philippe de Rigault de Vau- 
dreuil, the party appearing, obtained the grant of this fief in 1702. 

Verch£rks. Vol. IL, p. 5— Jean-Baptiste Jarret de Vercheres, who appeared in 
1723, had succeeded to the rights or Francois Jarret de Verchdres, to whom it 
was originally granted in 1672 and 1678. 

t Ve rcb eres. (Continued.) Vol. IV., p. 432. — 1781— There appeared this same 
year, in the matter of this Seigniory, Dame Catherine Jarret de Vercheres, 
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widow of Pierre Hertel de Beaubassin, Ren£-Ovide Hertel de Rouvillo, husband 
of Charlotte Jarret de Vercheres. Rene* Boucher de Boucherville as the husband 
of Madeleine de St. Blain. In 1746, Pierre-Thomas Tarieu de la Perade, and his- 
wife, Marie -Madeleine Jarret de Vercheres, sold their rights to Jean-Baptiste 
Jarret de Vercheres, who, in 1747, bought also those of MTde Langy, and ceded 
all his own in 1751, to his son-in-law, Pierre Hertel de Beaubassin. In 1756, 
Philippe-Thomas Dagneau, and his wife, Marie-Anne Jarret de Vercheres, sold 
their rights to Pierre-Marie Raimbault de St. Blain. In 1769, Jean Blake and Sieur 
Hertel de Rouville bought at judicial sale, the portions which had belonged to 
Louis de Vercheres. (For the previous titles and the original grant, see above.) 
Yikoelotte. Yol. II, p. 11. In 17^3 Jo<eph Amyot de Vincelotte rendered fealty 
and homage in the matter of this fief, which he held from his mother, Gene- 
vieve do Chavigny, widow of Charles Amyot de Vincellotte, the first grantee, in 
1672. 

ViHOXLOTTE. Yol. III., p. 26. — 1736 — Joseph-Jean-Baptiste Amyot appeared in 1736, 
respecting Vincelotte. as well for himself as for all the other heirs of Joseph 
Amyot, mentioned above. 

Vincbnnes. Yol. IY, p. 348—1781 — Joseph Boy was the owner of this fief, as well 
in the capacity of neir of his father Joseph Roy, as from having acquired the 
rights of his sisters and brothers-in-law, his co-heirs. The father of the party 
appearing hud acquired, in 1749, by judicial decree, this fief, the original grant 
of which nad been made, in 1672, to Sieur Bissot. 

ViTKfi. Yol. IV., p. 181 — 1781 — Alexander Fraser acquired this fief in 1755, from 
Nicolas-Gaspard Boisseau, although tho deed does not stato how the property 
passed into the hands of the latter. The original grant of the fief had been 
made to Charles Denis de Vitre\ in 1683. 

Vixuxpont. Yol. II, p. 142. — 1723— Louis Godfroy de Normanvillo rendered^ fealty 
and homage in 1723, as well for himself as for his brothers and sisters, children 
of Joseph Godfroy de Viouxpon^who.had received this fief as a gift in 1667 from 
Miohel Le Neuf du Hdrisson, the original grantee, in 1649. 

Vixuxpont— (continued.) Yol. II., p. 215. In 1723 the same Louis Godfroy de 
Normanville renewed his oath. 

Yamaska. Vol. II., p. 182—1723— Pierre Petit bought this fief from Michel Le 
Neuf de la Valliere, to whom it was first granted in 1683. 

Yamaska— (continued.) Vol. IV., p. 156— 1781— Joseph Godfroy de Tonnancour 
bought, one after another, the different portions of this Seigniory, from the heirs 
of Pierre Petit, mentioned above. 

Yamaska. (A fief without a name, situatod along the River Yamaska about twenty- 
one miles from its mouth). Vol. Ill, p. 242. Simon Delorme, who rendered 
fealty and homage in 1754, bought this fief in 1753, from Pierre Rigault de 
Vaudreuil, who had been the original grantee in 1748.
